The  Supreme  Council  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors- 
General  of  the  Thirty-third  and  Last  Degree  of  the  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  assembled  in  Annual  Session  in  the 
Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  in  the  City  of  Hamilton,  Province  of 
Ontario,  the  First  day  of  October,  1945,  corresponding  to 
the  Twenty-fourth  day  of  the  Hebrew  month  Tishri,  A.'.H.'. 
5706. 


The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.’.P.'.Bro.’.D.  G. 
Mcll wraith  33°,  called  the  brethren  assembled  to  order  at 
10:30  a.m.,  explaining  that  this  was  a  special  meeting  as 
provided  for  under  Article  6  of  the  Statutes  and  Regula¬ 
tions,  that  we  were  met  in  Executive  Session  and  that  the 
formal  opening  of  Supreme  Council  would  be  held  later  in 
the  day  in  General  Session. 

He  explained  further  to  the  brethren  the  reasons  for 
the  cancellation  of  the  Annual  Session  which  had  been  called 
to  meet  in  the  City  of  Quebec  on  October  2nd  and  3rd.  In

compliance  with  the  restrictions  placed  by  the  Government 
upon  conventions  and  travel,  this  special  Annual  Session 
being  held  in  Hamilton  required,  in  particular,  the  attend¬ 
ance  only  of  the  Active  Members,  but  that  those  Honourary 
Members  resident  nearby  would  be  made  very  welcome. 

There  had  been  no  entertainment  features  provided  and 
much  to  the  regret  of  all  concerned,  the  ladies  who  in  other 
years  had  so  graciously  added  to  the  social  activities,  had 

not  been  invited.

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  referred  these 
notices  of  motion,  with  those  given  at  our  1944  session,  to 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  for  a 
report  at  the  next  Executive  Session. 

The  Executive  Session  was  closed  at  12 :15  p.m.  and  the 
brethren  assembled  for  luncheon  in  the  Round  Room  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  Club,  where  they  were  joined  by  many  of  the 
Inspectors-General  33°  Honourary,  from  Hamilton  and 
nearby  Valleys. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  presided  and  called 
upon  Ill. ‘.Bro.‘. Most  Rev.  Derwyn  T.  Owen  33°,  Primate  of 
all  Canada,  Church  of  England,  who  addressed  the  members 
on  “Victory”  and  its  application  to  our  lives  as  members  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  and  as  citizens  of  our  great  Dominion.

On  motion,  the  minutes  of  the  Annual  Session  of  1944 
having  been  printed  and  distributed  to  the  members,  were 
taken  as  read  and  confirmed. 

Supreme  Council  was  then  declared  open  in  the  14°  and 
the  members  of  subordinate  Bodies  were  invited  to  enter 
and  were  admitted. 

The  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Ontario,  Ill.’.Bro.'.J.  A. 
Simpson  33°,  introduced  lll.’.Bro.’.C.  H.  Cunningham  33°, 
Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Ill.’. 
Bro.’.B.  R.  Marsales  32°,  M.’.W.’.S.’.of  Hamilton  Sovereign 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Ill.’.Bro.’.H.  B.  Jackson  32°,  S.’.G.’. 
W.’.of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Ill.’.Bro.’.G.  T. 
Britton  32°,  Chairman  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Club.  These 
brethren  briefly  extended  a  welcome  to  the  members  of 
Supreme  Council  and  expressed  their  desire  to  do  everything 
possible  to  make  the  stay  of  the  visitors  in  Hamilton  com¬ 
fortable  and  happy. 

Ill. ’.Bro.’. Frank  A.  Copus  33°  presented  Ill.’.Bro.’. 
Charles  S.  Hamilton  33°,  Grand  Treasurer-General,  in  his 
capacity  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  congratulated  our 
distinguished  brother  on  his  election  and  installation  as  the 
Most  Worshipful,  the  Grand  Master,  knowing  that  Craft 
Masonry  in  this  Province  would  be  greatly  benefited  under 
his  rule  and  invited  him  to  be  seated  on  his  right.  The  Most 
Worshipful,  the  Grand  Master,  responded  in  a  few  well 
chosen  words  thanking  the  brethren  for  their  many 
messages  of  congratulations  and  good  wishes. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  following  the  roll 
call  of  our  Representatives  of  Sister  Jurisdictions  near  this 
Supreme  Council,  instructed  the  Grand  Marshal  to  present 
these  Illustrious  Brethren  and  asked  that  they  advise  the 
Supreme  Councils  represented  by  them  of  our  fraternal 
affection  and  sincere  wishes  for  a  long  continuance  of  the 
existing  friendly  relations. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  then  presented  his 
Allocution  as  follows : — 
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THE  ALLOCUTION  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN 
GRAND  COMMANDER 


To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Peers  and  Brethren : 

After  an  absence  of  three  years  I  bid  you  a  hearty 
welcome  on  your  return  to  an  Annual  Session  in  the  City 
of  Hamilton,  long  renowned  as  an  important  centre  of 
Scottish  Rite  activity  and  influence. 

You  have  been  apprised  of  the  change  in  our  arrange¬ 
ments  for  meeting  in  Quebec,  made  necessary  by  the  im¬ 
position  of  restrictions  upon  railroad  travel  and  the  dif¬ 
ficulty  of  reserving  adequate  hotel  accommodation.  It  is 
regretted  that  we  find  ourselves  unable,  at  the  moment,  to 
implement  our  acceptance  of  the  invitation  of  Ill.'.Bro.*. 
Stanton,  on  behalf  of  our  brethren  in  the  Ancient  Capital, 
but  we  look  forward  to  an  early  opportunity  of  paying  them 
a  deferred  visit.  Meanwhile,  it  is  hoped  that  the  arrange¬ 
ments  made  by  our  Hamilton  brethren  for  your  comfort  and 
convenience  will  deserve  your  approval  and  satisfaction, 
and  that  the  business  of  Supreme  Council  may  not  suffer 
through  the  necessary  limitation  in  the  attendance  of 
members. 

For  the  first  time  in  more  than  six  years  the  dark 
shadow  of  war  has  been  lifted  from  our  Assembly.  Few 
would  have  been  so  bold  as  to  predict  that  the  collapse  of 
Japan  would  follow  so  quickly  upon  the  overthrow  of 
German  ambition  in  Europe.  In  the  midst  of  our  rejoicing 
that  we  are,  at  long  last,  freed  from  the  horrors  of  war,  let 
us  bow  in  humble  and  reverent  gratitude  to  Almighty  God 
for  His  preservation  of  our  life  and  liberty.  Let  us  hold  in 
proud  and  honoured  memory  those  who  died  that  we  might 
jive,  and  those  who  emerged  from  the  fiery  ordeal  with 
ineffaceable  scars.  Let  us  surround  with  deepest,  if  often 
voiceless,  sympathy  those  whose  hearts  are  sore  and  broken ; 
and  let  us,  in  the  immortal  words  of  Lincoln,  “highly  resolve 
that  these  dead  shall  not  have  died  in  vain — that  this  nation 
(and  all  nations) ,  under  God,  shall  have  a  new  birth  of  free¬ 
dom — and  that  government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for 
the  people,  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth’’. 


THE  ALLOCUTION 
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Before  us  and  all  mankind  looms  a  long,  dim  vista, 
darkly  overshadowed  with  doubts,  perplexities  and  fears. 
The  period  of  social,  political,  economic  and  international 
readjustment  is  fraught  with  disillusionment  and  danger. 
Upon  the  victors  in  the  titanic  struggle  must  lie  the  awful 
responsibility  for  bringing  order  out  of  chaos. 


But  the  task  is  not  too  great,  if  undertaken  with  humble 
faith  in  One  Who  is  an  All- Wise  Father  as  well  as  an 
Omnipotent  God ;  with  mutual  respect  and  confidence 
among  men  of  good-will,  who,  forsaking  personal  and 
national  prejudice,  give  themselves  to  the  great  work  of 
world  rehabilitation,  with  patient,  understanding  love  for 
bruised  and  broken  humanity,  stunned  by  the  cataclysm  of 
war,  but  groping  wistfully  out  of  the  darkness  toward  the 
light. 

Aside  from  any  personal  obligations,  we  must  be 
prepared,  in  our  corporate  capacity  as  a  Supreme  Council, 
to  assume  a  share  of  responsibility  for  the  rehabilitation  of 
Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  the  stricken  countries  of 
Europe. 

Since  early  in  the  war  our  fraternal  communications 
with  our  brethren  in  Belgium,  France,  Czechoslovakia, 
Greece,  the  Netherlands,  Poland,  Portugal,  Spain  and  Yugo¬ 
slavia  have  been  severed ;  but  we  have  learned  from  time  to 
time  of  the  suppression  by  the  German  despots  of  all  organic 
Masonry  in  Central  Europe,  as  Italian  Masonry  was  sup¬ 
pressed  previously  by  Mussolini.  The  broken  altars  must 
be  rebuilt  and  the  profaned  sanctuaries  restored  and  re¬ 
dedicated.  Freedom  of  speech,  of  assembly  and  of  religion 
are  guaranteed ;  but  the  work  of  reconstruction,  however 
soon  begun,  must  be  slow  of  accomplishment.  Many  of  our 
brethren  have  perished  in  the  struggle,  among  them  some  of 
the  leaders  of  the  Rite.  The  Supreme  Councils  and  their 
subordinate  Bodies  have  suffered  confiscation  of  their 
records  and  all  other  properties.  We  must  be  willing  and 
ready  to  associate  ourselves,  to  the  limit  of  our  ability,  in 
any  organized  effort  by  the  confederated  Supreme  Councils 
of  the  world,  to  the  end  that  the  teachings  and  traditions  of 
the  Order  may  become  foundation  stones  upon  which  shall 
rise  the  temples  of  European  democracy,  destined,  please 
God,  to  endure  in  lasting  peace.

Ill. '.Bros. '.Dunlop,  Malcolmson,  Cunningham,  Dent  and 
others  for  their  very  kind  and  efficient  services  in  provid¬ 
ing  transportation. 

In  November  I  attended  the  sixtieth  Anniversary  of 
Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Guelph,  accompanied  by 
the  Ill. '.Deputy  for  Ontario,  the  Grand  Secretary-General 
and  a  number  of  other  members  of  Supreme  Council  from 
Toronto,  Brantford  and  Hamilton.  The  14th  Degree  was 
conferred  upon  twenty-nine  candidates  and  a  very  delightful 
evening  was  spent. 

I  was  honoured  by  an  invitation  to  attend  a  special 
meeting  of  Valley  Lodge,  No.  100,  Dundas,  to  witness 
the  conferring  of  the  E.A.  degree  by  young  members  of  the 
Lodge,  none  of  whom  were  officers.  Following  the 
ceremony  a  presentation  was  made  of  a  set  of  beautifully 
carved  lodge  furniture,  by  members  of  Valley  Lodge 
who  were  members  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite,  of  whom  there  were  more  than  thirty  present.  The 
occasion  was  a  very  happy  one  and  served  to  demonstrate 
the  attachment  of  our  Scottish  Rite  members  to  their 
mother  lodge. 

In  December  I  paid  my  long-promised  visit  to  Toronto

ever  seen  at  a  meeting  in  Toronto.  The  13°  was  conferred 
in  a  manner  fully  in  accord  with  the  best  traditions  of 
Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection.

It  was  an  excellent  meeting, 
with  an  attendance  of  over  two  hundred,  and  Ill.'.Bro.’.R.  C. 
Berkinshaw  33°  was  well  and  truly  installed. 

In  March  I  perpetuated  tradition  by  visiting  Elgin 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  Niagara  Falls,  Ontario,  upon  the 
occasion  of  its  twenty-second  Anniversary.  The  Ill. ‘.Deputy 
for  the  Province  and  Ill.*. Bros. ‘.Malcolmson  and  Kennedy 
headed  a  deputation  of  more  than  twenty  from  Hamilton 
and  Ill. ‘.Bro.‘. Robert  C.  Shoebridge  33°  brought  over  a 
body  of  visitors  from  Niagara  Falls,  N.Y.,  The  election  of 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  conducted  by  the  Deputy 
and  the  Installation  Ceremony  by  Ill.‘.Bro.‘.A.  B.  Whytock 
33°.  Excellent  reports  were  presented  and  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  presenting  a  past  T.‘.P.*.G.‘. M’s. ‘.jewel  to  Ill.*. 
Bro.‘.C.  A.  Sankey  32°  whose  tenure  of  office  for  the  year 
just  closed  was  highly  successful. 

I  attended  the  Easter  Assembly  of  Hamilton  Sovereign 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  All  the  degrees  of  the  Chapter  were 
conferred  on  a  class  of  seventy-three  and  the  Easter  Cere¬ 
monies  were  conducted  with  appropriate  dignity,  with  an  at¬ 
tendance  of  over  three  hundred,  both  on  Maundy  Thursday 
and  on  Easter  Sunday. 

In  April  I  was  received  officially  by  Grand  Chapter, 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  at  its  Annual  Convocation 
in  Toronto.  Most  Excellent  Companion  John  Macdonald 
Burden,  Grand  Z,  retired  from  office  after  two  years  of 
fruitful  labour.  The  attendance  was  excellent  and  I  was 
pleased  to  meet  many  old  friends. 

On  May  2nd  I  attended  the  Spring  Assembly  of  Royal 
City  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Guelph,  accompanied  by  Ill.*. 
Bro.*.John  H.  Cuddie  33°,  Assistant  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  and  Ill.*.Bro.*.K.  R.  Smith  32°.  The  14°  was  con¬ 
ferred  upon  a  class  of  twenty  and  a  most  enjoyable  evening 
was  spent. 

The  Spring  Assembly  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection 
and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  was  held  between  May  7th 
and  11th,  1945,  and  I  attended  at  least  a  part  of  each  day. 
The  Lodge  of  Perfection  conferred  its  degrees  upon  a  class 
of  seventy-five  and  the  Consistory  class  numbered  one 
hundred  and  fifty.  There  was  a  very  large  attendance.  The

Registrar’s  report  showed  that  there  had  been  present 
brethren  from  forty-seven  cities  and  towns,  representing 
every  Scottish  Rite  Valley  in  Ontario  and  others  outside 
the  province. 

All  the  degrees  were  worked  with  characteristic  finish 
and  evoked  the  enthusiastic  appreciation  of  unusually  large 
audiences  and  of  the  candidates  themselves. 

I  had  the  honour  of  unveiling  a  portrait  of  Ill.'.Bro.*. 
James  A.  Henderson  33°,  late  Grand  Secretary-General, 
which  was  presented  by  the  directors  of  Towers  Limited. 

After  some  preliminary  correspondence  with  the 
Deputies  for  Quebec  and  the  Maritime  Provinces,  I  com¬ 
pleted  arrangements  for  my  promised  visit  to  Eastern 
Canada  during  the  early  Summer,  and,  accompanied  by  my 
wife,  arrived  in  Montreal  on  Monday,  May  28th,  where  we 
were  met  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.O.  E.  Stanton.  Luncheon  with  the 
local  members  of  Supreme  Council  and  dinner  with  the 
presiding  officers  in  the  Valley  of  Montreal  were  followed 
by  a  meeting  in  the  Masonic  Temple  at  which  I  was  received 
by  Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory  and  saw  the  31°  con¬ 
ferred  on  two  candidates.  Next  day  we  were  guests  of  Ill.*. 
Bro.’. Arthur  Cross  and  Mrs.  Cross  at  Mount  Bruno  Golf 
Club. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Stanton  and  his  wife  joined  us  for  the  trip 
to  Quebec  on  May  30th.  Upon  our  arrival,  we  were  received 
by  Ill. ‘.Bros. ‘.Rev.  A.  D.  Matheson,  Angus,  Sanderson, 
Banks  and  others.  Rev.  Dr.  Matheson  took  us  for  a  very 
entertaining  and  instructive  motor  drive  through  the 
historic  Island  of  Orleans,  which  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  in 
spite  of  the  unfavourable  weather. 

Instead  of  a  formal  meeting  in  the  Rite  quarters,  I 
was  entertained  at  a  delightful  dinner  in  the  evening,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  very  full  and  frank  discussion  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  situation  in  the  Valley  of  Quebec. 

The  brethren  presented  me  with  a  de  luxe  copy  of  the 
“History  of  the  Island  of  Orleans”,  an  exceedingly  handsome 
volume,  which  was  autographed  by  all  present,  and  which 
I  shall  prize  always  as  a  memento  of  a  very  happy  visit. 

Leaving  Quebec  on  May  31st,  we  arrived  in  Charlotte¬ 
town  after  a  long  night  and  day  trip  and  spent  the  next 
four  days  with  our  brethren  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  I  am 
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extremely  indebted  to  Ill. '.Bro/. Lachlan  MacKinnon  33° 
and  the  officers  and  members  of  Albert  Edward  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  Siimmerside,  for  their  overflowing  hospitality 
and  unremitting  attention. 

I  was  received  formally  by  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  at 
a  special  meeting  in  Siimmerside  on  June  4th,  when  the  4° 
was  conferred  on  one  candidate.  Membership  in  the  Lodge 
of  Perfection  remains  almost  stationary,  but  the  brethren 
are  keenly  interested,  and  the  suggestion  was  put  forward 
to  me  that  the  time  might  be  considered  ripe  for  the  revival 
of  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  Inasmuch  as  the  total  Craft 
membership  in  Prince  Edward  Island  is  below  one  thous¬ 
and  and  the  Scottish  Rite  population  is  considerably  less 
than  10%  of  the  Craft  total,  I  feel  that  it  would  be  unwise 
to  impose  upon  the  comparatively  small  group  of  brethren 
who  are  keeping  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  alive  in  the  Province 
the  additional  financial  and  administrative  burdens  which 
the  revival  of  the  Chapter  would  undoubtedly  entail. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  Prince  Edward  Island 
boasted  in  its  earlier  Scottish  Rite  history,  not  only  Lodge 
and  Chapter,  but  Consistory  as  well,  and  that  both  Chapter 
and  Consistory  surrendered  their  warrants  mainly  through 
lack  of  the  necessary  masonic  population.  I  am  not  anxious 
to  see  history  repeat  itself  in  this  regard,  although  I  should 
be  delighted  to  see  one  or  both  of  the  senior  Bodies  institut¬ 
ed  ;  but  as  a  necessary  preliminary  to  any  such  action,  there 
would  have  to  be  very  full  consideration  given  to  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  location.  In  the  meantime,  I  am  very  happy  to  report 
that  the  brethren  of  the  Island  merit  our  commendation  and 
our  encouragement. 

On  our  arrival  in  Halifax  on  June  5th,  it  was  a  pleasure 
to  meet  Ill. '.Bro. '.Rev.  F.  L.  Wallace  33°  and  M.'.P.'.Bro.’. 
J.  H.  Winfield  33°.  A  meeting  of  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  on  the  evening  of  June  6th  followed  a  most  enjoyable 
dinner.  No  degree  work  was  done,  but  a  formal  reception 
was  tendered  to  all  members  of  Supreme  Council,  among 
whom  I  was  delighted  to  find  Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Most  Rev.  D.  T. 
Owen  33°,  who  was  present  in  Halifax  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  a  diocesan  synod. 

During  my  stay  in  Halifax  I  had  an  opportunity  of  dis¬ 
cussing  very  frankly  with  the  heads  of  the  Bodies  and  with 
a  number  of  the  members  of  Supreme  Council  the  peculiar 
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problems  with  which  they  have  to  deal,  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  I  have  acquired  an  understanding  of  local  conditions 
which  I  could  never  have  gained  except  through  a  personal 
visit. 


M.'.P.'.Bro.’. Winfield  accompanied  us  to  Kentville, 
where  we  stayed  over  for  a  day’s  rest,  after  which  we  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  Digby,  where  we  were  met  by  Ill.’. Bros. ‘.R.  F. 
Wright  33°  and  C.  F.  Sanford  33°,  who  had  come  from  Saint 
John  for  the  purpose  of  escorting  us  across  the  Bay  of 
Fundy.  We  had  a  delightful  trip  and  found  luxurious 
quarters  awaiting  us  in  Saint  John. 

The  brethren  in  the  Valley  of  Saint  John  had  arranged 
an  extremely  ambitious  programme.  A  reception  and 
dinner  on  Monday,  June  11th,  was  attended  very  largely  by 
members  and  their  ladies.  Both  Mrs.  Mcllwraith  and 
myself  were  made  recipients  of  gifts  and  a  delightful  even¬ 
ing  was  spent. 

The  Lodge  of  Perfection  occupied  the  whole  of  Tuesday 
at  a  special  Session,  during  which  the  4th,  5th,  7th,  9th, 
13th  and  14th  degrees  were  conferred. 

On  Wednesday  the  M.'.W.’.S.’.  and  officers  of  Haring- 
ton  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  conferred  the  18°  and  in  the 
evening  Ill. ’.Bro.’. Luke  Morrison  33°  and  the  officers  of 
New  Brunswick  Consistory  conferred  the  32°  on  a  class  of 
twenty-two  candidates. 

The  working  of  all  the  degrees  made  a  splendid  im¬ 
pression  upon  me  and  I  was  fully  satisfied  with  what  I  saw. 

We  arrived  at  home  on  June  17th  after  three  very  in¬ 
teresting  weeks,  and  on  June  21st  the  Secretary-General 
was  host  at  a  delightful  dinner  at  the  Hamilton  Golf  Club, 
attended  by  Ill. ’.Bros. .‘.Lees,  Ross,  Malcolmson,  Simpson, 
Kingsmill,  Hamilton,  Dunlop  and  Cuddie,  with  their  wives, 
and  Ill.’. Bro. ’.T.  K.  Wade,  who  came  unaccompanied. 
After  dinner  I  told  the  members  of  Supreme  Council  some¬ 
thing  about  my  trip,  my  impressions  of  the  work  and  the 
workers  in  Eastern  Canada  and  our  prospects  for  the 
future.  Some  discussion  followed  regarding  possible 
changes  in  our  programme  for  this  meeting,  in  view  of  the 
railway  situation. 
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On  July  18th  I  attended  the  Annual  Communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  A.F.  &  A.M.  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario.  This  meeting  marked  the  retirement  from  the 
office  of  Grand  Master  of  Ill.'.Bro.kT.  C.  Wardley  32°  and 
the  installation  as  his  successor  of  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Charles  S. 
Hamilton  33°,  Grand  Treasurer-General  of  this  Supreme 
Council. 

Present  to  witness  the  Installation  Ceremonies  were  all 
the  Active  Members  of  the  Supreme  Council  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario,  with  the  exception  of  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Owen,  and  a 
very  large  number  of  Honourary  Members.  We  tender  to 
the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  our  sincere  con¬ 
gratulations  upon  his  election  to  the  most  important  office 
in  the  gift  of  his  brethren  and  desire  for  him  a  very  happy 
and  successful  tenure. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Hamilton  adds  another  name  to  the  roll  of 
distinguished  members  of  this  Supreme  Council  who  have 
graced  the  office  of  Grand  Master  in  a  Grand  Lodge  of 
Craft  Masons. 

Also  honoured  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this  Communica¬ 
tion  were  Ill. ‘. Bro. ‘.G.  Fred  Kingsmill  33°,  who  was  elected 
Grand  Senior  Warden  and  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Stuart  H.  Lees  33°, 
who  was  appointed  Grand  Senior  Deacon.  To  these 
brethren  also  we  extend  our  felicitations  upon  their 
preferment. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Hamilton  I  was  able 
to  arrange  for  all  the  Active  Members  to  meet  at  dinner 
prior  to  the  Installation  Ceremonies,  for  the  purpose  of  dis¬ 
cussing  arrangements  for  this  Annual  Meeting.  Ill. ’.Bro.*. 
0.  E.  Stanton,  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Quebec,  was  good 
enough  to  leave  his  summer  home  in  Muskoka  and  come 
down  for  the  purpose  of  taking  part  in  the  discussion.  It 
was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  meeting  that,  in  view  of 
the  promulgation  of  Government  restrictions  upon  travel, 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  should  exercise  his  statu¬ 
tory  authority  and  direct  cancellation  of  the  meeting  called 
for  Quebec,  and  in  its  stead  issue  a  summons  for  an  Annual 
Session  in  Hamilton  for  the  transaction  of  necessary  busi¬ 
ness,  the  attendance  of  Honourary  Members  to  be  optional 
at  their  convenience.  A  circular  letter  under  date  of  July 
19th,  conveyed  the  necessary  direction. 
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On  Tuesday,  September  25th  last,  I  was  accompanied 
by  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Ontario,  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  Ill.'. Bros. '.H.  T.  Malcolmson  and  H..M.  Dunlop, 
upon  a  visit  to  Ashlar  Lodge  No.  247  G.R.C.,  Toronto. 

The  occasion  was  a  reception  tendered  to  the  M.W. 
Grand  Master  by  his  mother  lodge  upon  his  assumption  of 
his  exalted  office.  A  very  large  assemblage  of  past  and 
present  Grand  Lodge  officers,  with  representatives  of  con¬ 
cordant  Masonic  orders,  was  present  to  do  honour  to  the 
Grand  Master,  who  was  made  the  recipient  of  a  certificate 
of  honourary  life  membership  in  Ashlar  Lodge  and  a  beauti¬ 
ful  painting,  the  gift  of  his  fellow  members. 

The  M.W.  the  Grand  Master  enters  upon  his  duties 
with  the  assurance  of  the  complete  loyalty  of  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Rite  within  his  jurisdiction,  and  their  cordial 
wishes  for  a  very  happy  and  successful  reign  over  the  Craft 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

It  is  with  pleasure  and  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to 
report  to  Supreme  Council  that  I  have  completed  the  task 
1  imposed  upon  myself  when  I  assumed  office  as  Grand 
Commander,  namely,  that  I  should  inspect  personally  the 
work  of  the  Rite  throughout  this  jurisdiction.  I  have  now 
visited  every  Scottish  Rite  Valley  in  Canada,  have  met  the 
officers  and  the  brethren,  have  inspected  the  working  of  the 
degrees  and  have  discussed,  with  the  utmost  mutual  frank¬ 
ness,  the  financial  and  administrative  operations  and  such 
difficulties  as  have  from  time  to  time  arisen.  I  am  deeply 
grateful  to  the  Deputies,  the  members  of  Council,  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  Bodies  and  the  whole  personnel  for  their  unfailing 
kindness  to  myself  and  my  wife,  and  for  their  generous 
reception  of  those  who  had  come  among  them  for  the  first 
time  as  strangers.  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  only  by 
personal  contact  is  it  possible  to  acquire  knowledge  of  local 
conditions  sufficiently  accurate  to  formulate  a  report  to 
Supreme  Council  upon  the  state  of  the  Rite  as  a  whole. 
There  are,  it  is  true,  differences  in  mass  and  distribution  of 
Masonic  population,  in  convenience  of  assembly,  in  lodge 
facilities  and  in  material  resources  which  must  be  consid¬ 
ered  in  any  attempt  to  assess  the  progress  of  our  work  and 
its  value  in  the  various  communities  in  which  it  is  being 
carried  on.  Perhaps  it  would  be  unfair  both  to  the  inspector 
and  those  inspected  were  one  to  indulge  in  more  than  a  very 
general  review  of  the  field,  even  though  one  has  taken  pains 
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to  make  himself  acquainted  with  the  special  problems  of 
particular  communities.  However,  I  return  from  what  I 
have  endeavoured  to  make  a  comprehensive  inspection,  more 
than  ever  convinced  of  the  value  of  Scottish  Rite  Free¬ 
masonry  as  an  important  factor  in  building  the  character 
of  Canadian  citizens.  We  are  fortunate  that,  in  the  main, 
those  members  of  the  Craft  are  attracted  to  us  who  are  able 
and  willing  to  make  some  personal  contribution  to  the  work 
of  our  Order,  often  greatly  enhanced  by  reason  of  their 
previous  masonic  experience.  Peace,  harmony  and  good- 
fellowship  are  in  evidence  within  all  our  borders  and  the 
apostolic  injunction  to  “love  the  brotherhood”  is  every¬ 
where  observed.  A  clearer  understanding  of  the  constitu¬ 
tional  structure,  statutory  powers  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Supreme  Council  has  been  attained,  and  there  can  be  no 
question  as  to  the  loyalty  of  the  whole  membership  to  the 
governing  Body  and  the  sincerity  of  their  attachment  to  the 
work  of  the  subordinate  Bodies. 

APPOINTMENTS 

Just  before  leaving  for  my  trip  to  Eastern  Canada  I 
was  advised  by  Ill. \.Bro. ‘.Charles  Laurie  Ells  33°  that  he 
would  be  compelled  to  vacate  his  office  as  Deputy  for  the 
Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island 
through  his  translation  to  the  city  of  Saint  John  for  business 
reasons.  While  in  Nova  Scotia  I  had  an  opportunity  of  a 
very  brief  chat  with  him  and  upon  his  suggestion,  in  which 
M.‘.P.*.Bro.‘.J.  H.  Winfield  concurred,  I  issued  a  commis¬ 
sion  under  date  of  July  3rd,  1945,  to  Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Frederick 
Loran  Wallace  33°  of  the  City  of  Halifax,  to  be  our  Special 
Deputy  for  the  two  provinces  during  the  pleasure  of 
Supreme  Council.  I  regret  exceedingly  that  the  exigencies 
of  business  life  have  made  it  necessary  for  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Ells  to 
vacate  his  appointment.  During  his  term  of  office  he  has 
given  strong  leadership  and  exercised  wise  supervision 
over  our  affairs  in  his  jurisdiction.  Our  best  wishes  follow 
him  into  his  new  field  of  labour,  coupled  with  the  hope  that 
we  shall  enjoy  his  presence  at  each  Annual  Session  for  many 
years  to  come. 

To  fill  the  vacancj^  in  our  tableau  of  officers  caused  by 
the  death  of  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.John  Albert  Dobbie  33°,  I  appointed 
Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Clarence  MacLeod  Pitts  33°  of  Ottawa  to  be 
Illustrious  Grand  Marshal  of  this  Supreme  Council,  under 
date  of  January  22nd,  1945. 
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MORAY  CHAPTER  OF  ROSE  CROIX 

The  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  Ill.'. 
Bro. '.William  Carey  Ditmars  33°,  presented  a  petition  for  a 
dispensation  to  open  a  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  to  be  located 
at  Vernon  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia.  The  peti¬ 
tion  was  signed  by  twenty-three  Scottish  Rite  Masons  of 
the  18°  and  upwards,  and  included  the  signatures  of  Ill.'. 
Bro. '.Alexander  Roland  Smith  33°  of  Vernon  and  Ill. '.Bro.'. 
Lorris  Elijah  Borden  33°  of  Nelson,  B.C.  The  Ill. '.Deputy 
in  a  covering  letter  informed  me  that  he  had  satisfied  him¬ 
self  thoroughly  as  to  the  ability  of  the  petitioners  to  open 
and  maintain  a  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  recommended 
very  strongly  the  granting  of  the  prayer  of  the  petition.  I 
was  more  than  delighted  to  accede  to  the  wishes  of  the 
brethren,  as  the  matter  of  a  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  to  serve 
the  Valleys  of  Nelson  and  Vernon  had  been  very  thoroughly 
discussed  during  my  Western  visit  last  year. 

Accordingly,  I  issued  my  dispensation  under  date  of 
June  30th,  1945,  for  the  opening  of  Moray  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  18°  in  the  City  of  Vernon  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  appointing  Ill. '.Bro. '.Alexander  R.  Smith  33°  to 
be  the  first  Most  Wise  Sovereign,  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Harry  B.  Ever- 
ard  32°  to  be  the  first  First  General  and  Sovereign  Prince 
John  E.  Harvey  18°  to  be  the  first  Second  General. 

All  the  arrangements  for  the  institution  of  the  Chapter 
and  the  procuring  of  the  necessary  appointments  will  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Deputy  for  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  whose  report  thereon  Supreme  Council 
will  receive  in  due  course.  Our  best  wishes  will  follow  the 
brethren  of  Moray  Chapter  in  their  Masonic  adventure. 
My  personal  congratulations  arise  from  a  very  understand¬ 
able  feeling  of  satisfaction  in  that  this  is  the  first  Rose 
Croix  Chapter  to  be  instituted  since  1930,  when  a  dispensa¬ 
tion  was  issued  for  Alexander  Shepphard  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  Moose  Jaw,  Sask. 

MEMBERSHIP 

A  perusal  of  the  returns  from  subordinate  Bodies  as  of 
June  30th,  1945,  reveals  continued  growth  in  every  depart¬ 
ment  of  our  work.  The  increases  reported  last  year  have 
been  exceeded  largely  in  the  year  just  closed,  and.  for  the 
first  time  since  1931,  we  have  passed  the  membership  peak 
of  that  year. 
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With  our  Lodges  of  Perfection  showing  a  total  of 
13,827,  we  have  reached  the  highest  membership  in  the 
history  of  our  jurisdiction,  and  the  Rose  Croix  and  Con¬ 
sistory  totals  of  8,840  and  5,352  respectively,  are  equally 
impressive  and  gratifying.  Only  two  subordinate  Bodies  in 
all  Canada  have  reported  decreases,  and  they,  together, 
total  8.  Undoubtedly,  this  may  be  taken  as  a  fairly  accur¬ 
ate  reflection  of  the  renewed  Masonic  activity  all  over 
Canada  which  has  been  the  subject  of  frequent  comment. 

While  we  must  rejoice  at  the  enrollment  of  such  a  body 
of  new  comrades,  let  us  remember  that  we  exist  not  to  make 
members,  but  to  make  better  men.  Let  us  never  cease  to 
insist  upon  careful  scrutiny  of  the  qualifications  of  those 
who  seek  enlistment  among  us,  and  never  lack  the  courage 
to  send  back  for  further  tutelage  those  who  have  failed  to 
learn  the  elementary  lessons  of  Freemasonry. 

Let  us  remember,  too,  that  membership  in  the  Order 
means  less  than  nothing  when  the  initiate  is  suffered  to 
remain  in  Masonic  idleness.  The  sword  may  be  laid  down 
in  time  of  peace,  but  the  trowel  never,  and  active  employ¬ 
ment  of  our  brethren,  young  and  old,  in  Masonic  labour 
suited  to  their  capacities,  is  the  best  preventative  of  that 
indifference  which  begets  resignations  and  suspensions. 

We  congratulate  the  officers  and  members  of  our 
subordinate  Bodies  upon  their  excellent  record  during  the 
year  and  bespeak  for  them  continued  success. 

A  condensed  statement  of  gains  and  losses,  based  upon 
the  annual  returns,  is  appended.

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BENEVOLENCE 

P^rom  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  appropriated  for  this 
purpose  at  our  last  Annual  Session,  the  following  has  been 
expended : 

Canadian  Red  Cross  Society  . $5,000.00 

It  is  entirely  possible  that  the  coming  year  may  con¬ 
front  us  with  new  and  unexpected  demands  and  I  recom¬ 
mend  that  authority  be  granted  for  the  expenditure  of  not 
more  than  $10,000.00  during  1945-1946  upon  the  conditions 
governing  similar  grants  in  former  years. 


RITUAL  ACCOUNTING 

For  several  years  I  have  been  disturbed  by  laxity  in 
the  handling  of  our  rituals,  particularly  by  the  very 
evident  failure  to  fix  responsibility  for  their  issue  and 
recall.  Since  my  assumption  of  office  as  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  I  have  become  increasingly  impressed  with  the 
necessity  of  a  definite  system  of  ritual  accounting  and  for 
official  direction  as  to  its  use.  On  November  2nd,  1944,  I 
addressed  the  following  Memorandum  to  all  Deputies  of 
the  Supreme  Council : 

“Subject:  Ritual  Accounting. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent  that  a  great 
deal  of  laxity  prevails  in  accounting  for  rituals  issued  by 
the  Grand  Secretary-General  for  the  use  of  our  Bodies. 

Recent  enquiries  have  elicited  the  information  that  in 
comparatively  few  of  our  Bodies  has  there  been  kept  any 
systematic  account  of  the  copies  received  and  of  the  offi¬ 
cers  and  members  to  whom  they  have  been  given. 

It  should  be  made  perfectly  clear  to  all  concerned  that 
the  rituals  are  the  property  of  Supreme  Council  and  its 
subordinate  Bodies  and  not  of  any  private  member  of  the 
Rite. 


Certain  rituals  are  loaned  to  Active  Members  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  their  personal  use,  with  the  explicit 
undertaking  that  they  shall  be  returned  to  the  Grand 
Secretary-General  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  such 
Active  Member. 
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Such  rituals  as  are  issued  to  a  subordinate  Body  are 
debited  to  the  Body  and  must  be  accounted  for  on  demand. 

The  Presiding  Officer  of  Lodge,  Chapter  or  Con¬ 
sistory  is  responsible  for  all  rituals  issued  to  his  Body. 
He  should,  at  his  installation,  receive  a  certificate  from 
his  predecessor  in  office,  showing  the  number  of  rituals 
of  the  various  degrees  held  by  the  Body  and  their  distri¬ 
bution.  This  certificate  should  be  delivered  to  him  by  the 
Installing  Officer  with  the  minute  book  and  other  official 
documents  of  the  Body,  and  he  should  satisfy  himself  of 
its  correctness. 

The  return  of  the  Secretary  or  Registrar  to  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  following  election  of  officers 
(Article  65,  Sec.  1)  should  include  a  list  of  all  rituals  held 
by  the  Body,  with  the  serial  number  of  each.  It  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  insist  that,  in  each  Body,  a  careful  record  be  kept 
of  the  issue  and  return  of  rituals  loaned  for  the  purpose 
of  study  or  preparation  of  degrees  and  that  written 
receipt  be  taken  by  the  Presiding  Officer  or  Secretary  for 
every  such  copy. 

Please  be  good  enough  to  exercise  your  authority  in 
securing  general  observance  of  this  order  by  all  Bodies  in 
your  Province.’’ 

Certificates  and  receipt  forms  have  since  been  issued  to  all 
Bodies  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 

I  trust  to  have  your  approval  in  this  important  matter. 
The  Deputies  must,  I  think,  bear  the  responsibility  of  satis¬ 
fying  themselves  and  the  Supreme  Council  that  our  rituals 
are  properly  safeguarded  and  accurately  accounted  for. 

The  supply  of  rituals  for  some  of  the  Consistory  degrees 
has  become  exhausted  and  replacements  are  urgently 
needed,  particularly  in  the  30°  and  31°. 

I  disapprove  entirely  of  the  loose-leaf  typescript  rituals 
now  in  use,  and  still  more  of  hand-written  extracts,  and 
suggest  that  the  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistk 
Matter  be  instructed  to  investigate  our  present  require¬ 
ments,  and  the  possibility  of  providing  printed  books  of  the 
same  or  similar  type  as  the  last  edition  of  the  32°,  and  report 
to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  his  authorization 
before  any  contract  is  entered  into.  Incidentally,  the  use  of 
unauthorized  rituals  should  be  prohibited,  and  any  such 
books  confiscated  by  the  Deputies  and  returned  to  the  Grand 
Secretary-General . 
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OFFICE  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL 

I  have  requested  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Lees  to  report  in  detail  the 
changes  put  into  effect  following  the  adoption  by  Supreme 
Council  last  year  of  the  report  of  a  Special  Committee  under 
the  chairmanship  of  M.'.P.'. Bro. ‘.Winfield  (Proceedings 
1944,  pages  91-93). 

Such  matters  as  the  engagement  of  a  qualified  auditor 
and  the  installation  of  an  accounting  system  under  his 
supervision ;  the  engagement  of  a  full-time  assistant  to  the 
Grand  Secretary-General ;  the  beginning,  at  least,  of  an 
accurate  and  up-to-date  register,  and  the  compilation  of  a 
brief  history  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Canada  for 
general  distribution  to  the  membership  were  made  the  sub¬ 
jects  of  very  definite  recommendation  by  the  Committee. 
The  Grand  Secretary-General  will  inform  you  as  to  the 
progress  which  has  been  made  in  carrying  out  your 
directions. 

Without  trespassing  upon  his  field,  however,  I  should 
like  Supreme  Council  to  know  how  fortunate  we  have  been 
in  acquiring  the  services  of  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.John  H.  Cuddie  33° 
as  Assistant  Grand  Secretary-General.  Fie  brings  to  us  and 
has  placed  at  our  command  an  experience  of  many  years  in 
business  life  and  as  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the  Bodies 
of  the  Rite  in  the  Valley  of  Windsor.  His  knowledge  of 
office  management  and  practice  has  already  proved  of  the 
highest  value  in  the  very  necessary  house-cleaning  which 
has  been  proceeding  since  he  took  office. 

CONCLUSION 

Peers  and  Brethren,  three  years  ago,  in  this  chamber, 
you  conferred  upon  me  the  highest  honour  in  your  gift.  I 
am  deeply  sensible  of  the  honour  and  of  its  concomitant 
responsibility,  and  I  have  endeavoured,  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  to  maintain  the  dignity  of  the  office  and  to  discharge 
its  duties  with  satisfaction  to  this  Supreme  Council  and  with 
the  best  interests  of  the  Order  always  in  mind,  subject  only 
to  the  limitations  imposed  by  the  preoccupation  of  a  some¬ 
what  busy  professional  life.  I  should  be  an  ingrate,  indeed, 
if  I  should  fail  to  acknowledge  the  kindness,  the  fraternal 
affection  and  the  whole-hearted  support  that  has  been  my 
unfailing  portion.  The  Lieut. ‘.Grand  Commander,  the 
Deputies  for  the  respective  provinces  and  the  other  execu- 
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live  officers  of  the  Supreme  Council  have  laid  me  under  a 
heavy  obligation  for  their  constant,  cheerful  and  effective 
co-operation. 


I  find  it  difficult  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
invaluable  services  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  You 
are  well  aware  that  he  assumed  office  only  upon  my  urgent 
insistence,  and  he  has  performed  his  duties  in  a  manner 
which  merits  your  hearty  commendation.  To  Ill.'.Bro.*. 
Lees,  his  courteous  and  capable  assistant,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Cuddie, 
and  the  office  secretary.  Miss  Marion  Lees,  I  wish  to  ex¬ 
press  my  sincere  personal  appreciation  of  their  patience 
and  efficiency  in  the  performance  of  duties  which  must 
often  have  been  arduous  but  which  have  never  been  made 
to  appear  tiresome. 


May  I  venture  to  repeat  the  recommendation  I  made  a 
year  ago  that  we  should  adopt  deliberately  a  policy  of 
bringing  Supreme  Council,  in  its  personal  capacity,  more 
closely  in  touch  with  the  membership  as  a  whole,  and  that 
earnest  consideration  be  given  to  the  selection  of  our  places 
of  annual  meeting  to  the  end  that  the  impact  of  our  presence 
in  any  Valley  of  our  great  jurisdiction  may  result  in  a 
release  of  kinetic  energy  by  the  local  Bodies  of  the  Rite.  In 
this  connection  I  hope  you  will  acquit  me  of  presumptuous¬ 
ness  when  I  direct  your  serious  attention  to  the  notice  of 
motion  which  stands  upon  the  order  paper  in  the  name  of 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Malcolmson. 


It  is  not  enough  to  plead  that  we  have  formed  a  habit 
of  meeting  triennially  in  Montreal,  even  though  the  habit 
has  the  authority  of  a  statute.  The  Statutes  and  Regula¬ 
tions  have  been  amended,  much  amended,  within  our  recol¬ 
lection,  and,  surely  the  principle  which  should  guide  our 
decision  in  this  regard  is  that  of  the  greatest  good  to  the 
greatest  number. 


When  dealing  with  this  question  Supreme  Council 
might  well  engage  itself  with  the  larger  one,  and  apply 
courage  and  realism  in  an  endeavour  to  define  the  “Grand 
Orient”  of  Canada  in  factual  terms.  As  presently  ex¬ 
pressed,  it  is  devoid  of  meaning.

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SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT  OF  THE 
GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL 

Tn  my  first  report  as  Grand  Secretary-General,  submit¬ 
ted  at  our  Annual  Meeting*  of  1944,  I  suggested  a  reorganiz¬ 
ation  of  the  office  and  emphasized  some  of  the  changes  that, 
in  my  opinion,  were  very  necessary.  The  Committee  that 
was  appointed  to  consider  this  report  was  good  enough  to 
recommend  the  changes  suggested  and  it  is  my  pleasure  and 
privilege  now  to  advise  you  as  to  what  we  have  been  able  to 
accomplish. 

The  most  important  suggestion  was  in  regard  to  the 
appointment  of  a  full  time  Assistant  Grand  Secretary- 
General  and  as  you  have  been  advised,  we  were  very  fortun¬ 
ate  in  securing  the  services  of  111. ’.Bro.'. John  H.  Cuddie, 
33°,  who  had  for  many  years  been  a  resident  of  Windsor, 
Ontario,  who  had  been  Grand  Secretary  of  his  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  Registrar  of  his  Rose  Croix  Chapter  for 
several  years  and  who  had  long  experience  in  office  manage- 
'  ment  and  accounting.  With  his  family,  he  moved  to  Hamil¬ 
ton  and  entered  upon  his  duties  on  April  1st  last  and  has 
been  a  great  source  of  strength  to  us. 

His  time  up  to  the  present  has  been  largely  spent  on  our 
membership  records.  You  will  remember  that  in  1943  a 
new  membership  card  system  was  ordered  and  in  my  report 
I  suggested  that  the  work  on  these  cards  would  have  to  be 
done  by  the  Secretaries  and  Registrars  of  the  local  Bodies. 
We  sent  the  cards  to  two  Valleys,  one  in  Quebec  and  one  in 
Ontario,  requesting  that  the  cards  be  completed  and  re¬ 
turned  to  us  as  quickly  as  possible,  with  advice  as  to  the 
time  required  for  the  work,  so  that  we  might  have  an  idea 
of  the  price  we  should  offer  to  other  Secretaries  for  the 
labour  involved.  Up  to  the  present,  neither  of  the  Valleys 
has  returned  the  cards  to  us  and  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Cuddie,  being 
of  the  opinion  that  he  could  do  the  required  work  here,  or  at 
least  a  large  part  of  the  work  here,  has  as  already  stated 
spent  as  much  time  as  possible  on  these  membership  cards. 

Without  his  able  assistance  we  could  not  have  continued 
the  work  of  the  office.  With  his  assistance,  I  believe  we 
will  be  able  to  render  Supreme  Council  and  the  subordinate 
Bodies  a  valuable  service. 

You  authorized  the  printing  and  distribution  of  a  brief 
history  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  This 
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history  has  been  prepared  and  copies  of  it  are  ready  for  dis¬ 
tribution  to  you  at  this  meeting.  \Ne  propose  sending 
samples  to  every  subordinate  Body  in  Canada,  quoting 
prices  in  quantities  and  suggesting  that  every  Body  should 
buy  enough  for  their  present  membership  and  prospective 
candidates. 

You  authorized  the  appointment  of  a  chartered  account¬ 
ant  as  our  auditor  and  111. *.Bro.'. Sinclair  G.  Richardson, 
32°,  who  has  been  auditor  of  all  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies 
in  Hamilton  for  several  years,  consented  to  take  on  the  work 
of  Supreme  Council  as  well.  His  first  report  has  been 
presented  to  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance.  You 
also  authorized  an  up-to-date  bookkeeping  system.  Bro.'. 
Richardson  felt  that  he  could  not  make  any  definite  recom¬ 
mendations  until  such  time  as  he  had  become  more  familiar 
with  our  needs.  I  believe  he  will  have  some  suggestions, 
possibly  in  time  for  this  meeting  or  at  least  in  the  very  near 
future.  The  matter  of  a  budget  will  be  further  considered, 
following  his  complete  report. 

You  authorized  a  new  price  list  for  the  various  items 
sold  by  us  to  subordinate  Bodies  such  as  Rituals,  Cere¬ 
monies,  etc.,  and  this  price  list  has  been  prepared  and  the 
necessary  changes  made  so  that  these  supplies  are  sold  now 
at  cost  or  close  to  cost  rather  than  at  a  loss,  as  in  several 
instances  in  previous  years. 

In  my  report  of  a  year  ago,  I  suggested  that  the  office 
should  have  a  complete  assortment  of  engravings,  electros, 
etc.,  as  required  by  the  subordinate  Bodies  for  their  print¬ 
ing,  and  told  you  that  insofar  as  I  could  learn,  all  such  sup¬ 
plies,  for  many  years,  had  been  supplied  by  our  111. ’.Bro.*. 
Dr.  L.  F.  Riggs,  33°,  who  as  a  contribution  to  our  work  had 
been  handling  such  material  at  considerable  cost  to  himself. 
I  was  under  the  impression  at  that  time  that  Ill. ’.Bro.*. 
Riggs  had  on  hand  a  considerable  stock  of  such  material, 
the  property  of  Supreme  Council,  and  I  offered  to  take  same 
off  his  hands  and  make  the  distribution  a  part  of  the  work 
of  this  office.  Later  on,  I  learned  that  the  supplies  on  hand 
were  the  property  of  the  subordinate  Bodies  in  the  City  of 
Toronto.  Dr.  Riggs,  however,  has  been  good  enough  to 
order  duplicates  of  the  supplies  he  has  so  that  we  will  be 
able  to  have  further  copies  made  and  offered  to  the  various 
Lodges,  Chapters  and  Consistories.  In  time  we  hope  to 
have  in  this  office,  more  complete  and  detailed  information 
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regarding  supplies  and  equipment,  such  as  costumes, 
banners,  etc.,  required  by  the  subordinate  Bodies. 

You  authorized  an  inventory,  so  that  we  might  have 
full  knowledge  of  the  furniture  and  supplies  owned  by  the 
Supreme  Council  and  kept  in  the  office  at  Hamilton  and  this 
inventory  has  been  compiled.  In  addition  to  what  we  have 
at  Hamilton,  we  have  certain  properties  that  for  some  years 
have  been  in  the  custody  of  lll.'.Bro.'.O.  E.  Stanton,  33°, 
Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies  and  he  has  been  asked  for  a 
detailed  statement  of  these  properties  with  an  approximate 
estimate  of  their  values. 

You  authorized  that  the  books  in  our  library  be  cata¬ 
logued,  but  no  start  has  been  made  on  this  as  yet.  We  are 
hopeful  that  when  Ill.'.Bro.'.Cuddie  catches  up  on  the  mem¬ 
bership  records  he  will  have  some  time  for  this  work. 

In  my  report  of  a  year  ago,  I  referred  to  the  fact  that 
no  nev7  subordinate  Bodies  had  been  organized  for  many 
years  and  expressed  the  hope  that  something  could  be  done 
to  increase  our  strength  and,  with  you,  I  rejoice  in  the  form¬ 
ation  of  one  new  Body,  being  the  Moray  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  organized  and  instituted  in  Vernon,  B.C.,  by  our 
Illustrious  Deputy  for  British  Columbia,  William  C. 
Ditmars,  33°.  We  are  all  indebted  to  Bro.'.Ditmars  for  the 
splendid  work  he  has  done  in  British  Columbia  during  his 
first  year  of  office. 

With  regard  to  the  work  of  the  secretaries  of  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  Bodies,  we  are  pleased  to  report  considerable  im¬ 
provement  as  compared  with  our  previous  year.  With  a  few 
exceptions,  all  of  the  Annual  Returns  were  submitted  on  or 
before  July  15th,  as  required  under  Article  68  of  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations.  Two  secretaries  were  quite  late 
and  in  fact  the  Returns  from  one  secretary  are  as  yet  not 
complete  and  it  is  just  possible  that  the  membership  figures 
of  this  one  Body  may  have  to  be  revised. 

The  provincial  Deputies  who  came  in  for  some  criticism 
a  year  ago,  have  been,  we  believe,  in  closer  co-operation  this 
year,  but  there  has  been  some  delay  in  reporting  to  us  on 
dispensations  issued.  We  again  urge  that  our  office  should 
immediately  be  advised  when  any  dispensation  is  issued. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  a  very 
decided  improvement  in  the  printed  matter  issued  by  the 
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subordinate  Bodies.  Some  very  attractive  notices  have  been 
issued.  We  are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  good  notices, 
carefully  prepared  and  printed,  do  much  for  the  morale  of 
the  members.  We  desire  to  congratulate  those  Bodies  which 
have  been  issuing  to  their  members  news  letters  which  we 
know  accomplish  much  in  keeping  the  members  informed 
and  holding  their  interest. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  routine  of  this  office,  you 
would  be  astonished  at  the  time  required  in  odd  or  unusual 
matters.  For  instance,  while  I,  personally,  was  absent  for 
a  few  days  on  a  fishing  trip,  a  communication  was  received 
from  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Dominican 
Republic  who  had  been  refused  a  permit  to  enter  Canada  on 
a  business  trip  and  who  asked  our  assistance  in  securing  a 
visa  so  that,  accompanied  by  his  wife,  he  could  spend  some 
weeks  in  our  Dominion.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
after  several  interviews  with  the  local  officials  and  an  ex¬ 
change  of  telegrams  and  long  distance  ’phone  messages  with 
Ottawa,  was  happily  able  to  make  arrangements  for  this 
brother  to  spend  a  few  weeks  in  our  land. 

We  had  a  request  from  a  member  of  the  Rite  in 
Southern  California  requesting  that  we  do  what  we  could  to 
secure  an  exit  permit  for  his  brother,  resident  in  Canada,  so 
that  he  with  his  wife,  might  remove  to  California  and  take 
up  residence  there.  After  making  due  inquiry,  we  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  proper  authorities  at  Ottawa  that  the  exit 
permit  be  granted  and  it  was  issued,  to  the  great  delight  of 
all  concerned. 

We  receive  many  letters  from  brethren  outside  our 
jurisdiction  asking  for  information  and  occasionally  cor¬ 
respondence  from  others  not  in  any  way  connected  with  the 
Rite  or  even  Craft  Masonry,  all  of  which  are  carefully  at¬ 
tended  to. 

On  different  occasions  we  have  had  to  appeal  to  the 
officers  of  both  the  Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdictions  of 
the  U.S.A.  for  information  and  assistance  and  cannot  speak 
too  highly  of  the  prompt  and  helpful  service  they  have  given 
us.  At  all  times  they  have  been  very  kind.  We  regret  that 
because  of  the  Government  restrictions  at  present  in  force,  it 
has  not  been  possible  for  representatives  from  these  sister 
jurisdictions  to  be  with  us  at  this  meeting  when  we  could, 
personally,  have  expressed  our  appreciation. 
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To  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.’.P.'.Bro.'.Dr. 
D.  G.  Mcllwraith,  33°,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  unfailing  attention  he  has  given  to  our  work  and 
his  ready  assistance  at  all  times. 

To  my  assistant,  Ill.'.Bro.’.J.  H.  Cuddie,  33°,  and  to 
Miss  Marion  Lees,  I  desire  also  to  express  my  thanks  and 
appreciation.  As  you  will  already  have  gathered,  they  are 
doing  the  great  bulk  of  the  work  and  in  a  very  able  manner. 

The  office  is  preparing  for  the  time  when  we  will  be 
able  to  render  greater  assistance  to  the  subordinate  Bodies, 
to  the  Deputies  and  the  other  officers  of  Supreme  Council. 
My  aim  is  to  make  the  office  more  efficient.  I  would  like  to 
see  some  planning  done  that  might  help  in  the  organization 
of  new  Bodies  in  various  provinces,  and  I  believe  we  could 
also  help  the  existing  Bodies  in  arranging  programmes, 
printing,  bookkeeping,  etc.  I  would  like  the  office  to  be  a 
clearing  house  for  good  ideas,  although  possibly  the  time  is 
not  yet  ripe  for  the  publication  of  a  news  letter  to  our  mem¬ 
bers,  such  as  is  being  used  by  our  sister  Councils.  We 
invite  you  to  use  our  office  in  any  way  that  you  think  might 
be  helpful  to  your  local  interests.

For  the  year  ending  31st  of  August,  1945,  Revenue  Account  shows  a 
surplus  of  $3,276.56  as  compared  with  a  deficit  a  year  ago  of  $1,215.58,  a 
betterment  in  operations  of  $4,492.14.  The  major  portion  of  the  inptrove- 
ment  represents  a  reduction  in  Donations,  together  witli  a  moderate 
increase  in  Fees  and  Dues  from  Constituent  Bodies. 

During  the  year,  securities  of  the  par  value  of  $122,000.00  have  been 
converted  and  tlie  proceeds  reinvested.  These  included  $4,000.00  matured, 
$11,000.00  called  for  redemption,  $21,000.00  sold  on  the  basis  of  a  spread 
from  no  yield  to  2.90%  and  to  take  advantage  of  the  premium  existing 
on  New  York  funds,  and  the  balance  $86,000.00  because  of  their  short 
term  and  low  yield  ranging  from  1.55%  to  2.54%.  The  proceeds  were 
invested  in  a  $4,000.00  Canada  Permanent  Mortgage  Corporation  Deben¬ 
ture  to  yield  3%%  and  the  balance  in  Dominion  of  Canada  3%  Bonds  of 
average  maturities  at  prices  to  yield  from  2.77%  to  3%.  These  trans 
actions  resulted  in  a  net  Capital  gain  of  $9,461.50,  of  which  $9,000.00  is 
reflected  in  the  total  of  new  investments. 

Our  total  assets  in  Cash  and  Securities  now  amount  to  $231,333.04, 
an  increase  of  $12,738.06  over  a  year  ago.  Revenue  from  Investments 
shows  an  average  yield  of  3.56%  on  total  assets,  a  decrease  from  3.92% 
last  year. 

Securities  as  listed  in  the  attached  schedule  are  deposited  with  The 
Canada  Permanent  Trust  Company,  as  Custodian  of  the  same  for 
Su])reme  Council.

During  the  year  I  have  visited  the  following  Valleys: — Fort  William, 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Guelph,  Hamilton,  Toronto,  Niagara  Falls,  North  Bay, 
and  Ottawa. 

Itinerary: — 

On  the  6th  September,  1944,  aceom])anied  by  Mrs.  Simpson  and 
Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  H.  Cunningham  33°,  Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory,  1  left  l)y  train  for  Port  McNicoll  and  sailed  on  the  S.  S. 
Keewatin  for  Fort  William,  where  we  arrived  after  a  delightful  journey 
on  the  8th  September.  In  the  evening  of  that  day  we  visited  the  Lodge 
of  Perfection  and  en jo’s  ed  meeting  the  brethren.  On  the  following  day 
we  enjoyed  delightful  drives  up  the  mountain  and  to  the  falls  and  to 
Port  Arthur.

On  the  (ith  January,  1945  there  passed  to  his  rest  at  Ottawa  and 
Avith  startling  suddenness,  HI. '.Bro. '.John  A.  Dobbie  33°  the  Ill. '.Grand 
Alarshal  of  the  Supreme  Council  and  one  of  the  most  highly  esteemed 
and  able  members  of  the  Council. 

He  Avas  interi-ed  at  Gueljdi  on  the  10th  January  l>y  his  brethren  of 
fhe  mystic  tie.  The  SoAw^reign  Grand  Commander  Ill.'. Bro. '.D.  G. 
McilAA'raith  33°,  III.'. Bro. '.Stuart  H.  Lees  33°,  Grand  Secretary-General, 
111. '.Bro. '.Hugh  M.  Dunlo])  33°  and  I  attended  at  the  last  sad  rites. 

On  the  31st  Januai'y,  1945,  Ill. '.Bro. '.Fred  Beiuietto  and  I  attended 
the  funeral  of  the  late  Ill. '.Bro. '.Alex.  Jaffray  33°,  at  Guelph.  HI. '.Bro.'. 
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iTaffrny  33°  was  an  indefatigable  and  beloved  leader  of  the  Eite  in  the 
Valley  of  Guelph. 

On  the  17th  February,  1945,  a  dinner  was  given  at  the  Scottish  Eite 
Club  in  Hamilton  at  which  fifty-five  members  of  the  Eite,  consisting  of 
Acti'ce  and  Honourary  33°  Masons,  the  presiding  officers  of  the  local 
Scottish  Eite  Bodies  and  their  Wardens,  were  present.  After  dinner  the 
brethren  discussed  matters  pertaining  to  the  state  of  the  Eite.  The  affair 
was  full  of  interest,  being  instructive,  profitable  and  pleasurable  and 
was  considered,  unanimously,  as  well  worth  while. 

On  the  6th  and  7tli  March,  1945,  1  A'isited  the  Valley  of  Ottawa  to 
witness  the  Eeunion  of  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Murray 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Eose  Croix.

C.  H.  Cunningham  33°  Commander-in-Chief  of  Moore  Sovereign  Con¬ 
sistory,  accompanied  me  on  this  my  official  visit  and  very  ably  and 
eloquently  addressed  large  luncheon  and  dinner  gatherings, 

A  dinner  of  the  Ottawa  Consistory  Clul),  under  the  charming  and 
kindly  leadership  of  111. ’.Bro. '.Clarence  M.  Pitts  33°  was  given  at  the 
Chateau  Laurier,  at  which  we  were  the  guests  of  the  members. 

On  the  22nd  Maz'ch,  1945,  the  M.'.P.  .Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
Ill.’. Bro. ’.D.  G.  McHwraith  33°;  Ill.’.Bro. ’.Stuart  H.  Lees  33°,  Grand 
Secretary-General;  Ill.’. Bro. ’.C.  H.  Cunningham  33°,  Commander-in-Chief 
of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  and  a  large  number  of  local  brethren 
visited  the  Valley  of  Niagara  Falls.  AVe  ])articipated  in  the  ceremonies 
of  the  election  and  installation  of  the  officers  of  Elgin  Lodge  of 
Perfection. 

Elgin  Lodge  consists  of  a  large  number  of  enthusiastic  members  who 
are  doing  excellent  work. 

On  the  27th  April,  1945,  I  visited  the  Scottish  Eite  Association  of 
Brantford  and  was  accompanied  by  111. ’.Bro. ’.Stuart  H.  Lees  33°  Grand 
Secretary-General,  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.C.  H.  Cunningham  33°  Commander-in-Chief 
of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  lll.’.Bro.’.C.  M.  Dent  33°,  First  Lieut. - 
Commander  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  and  a  large  numl)er  of  local 
brethren.  The  meeting  was  in  the  nature  of  a  bancjuet  at  the  Kirby 
House  and  was  a  large  and  enthusiastic  gathering  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Ill.’.Bi'o.’.E.  AAb  E.  McFadden  32°  of  Brantford. 

The  Scottish  Eite  Association  of  Brantford  has  been  in  existence 
for  about  thirty  years  and  is  made  up  of  meml)ers  of  the  Scottish  Eite, 
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who  meet  periodically  to  stimulate  social  intercourse,  community  effort 
and  promote  the  teachings  of  Freemasonry  in  a  practical  way.  They  have 
purchased  a  large  number  of  hospital  beds  which  are  placed  at  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  those  who  are  acutely  or  chronically  ill  and  are  confined  to  their 
homes.  As  time  has  progressed  they  have  purchased  more  Imds  and  have 
extended  this  act  of  mercy  beyond  the  City  of  Brantford  into  the  sur¬ 
rounding  rural  districts.  They  are  pioneers  in  this  good  deed  and  can, 
with  all  fairness,  claim  that  they  have  been  the  initiators  and  given  the 
idea  to  their  brother  Masons  in  other  parts  of  the  Province  to  create 
groups  of  Masons  who  apply  the  teaching  of  Freemasonry  in  a  i)i’actical 
and  utilitarian  way. 

On  the  7th  May,  1945  the  Spring  Assem))ly  of  Murton  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  commenced.  I  was  present 
at  the  meeting  on  the  evening  of  the  7th  at  which  the  4th  and  5th 
Degrees  were  presented. 

On  this  evening  the  electrifying  and  glad  news  came  that  Germany 
had  surrendered.  There  was  great  jubilation  and  as  the  8th  May  was 
set  apart  as  V.E.  day,  Murton  Lodge  adjourned  its  sessions  until  the  22nd 
May  when  the  4th  and  5th  Degrees  and  other  degrees  up  to  14  were 
exemplified. 

On  the  22nd  May,  Chancellor  Dr.  G.  P.  Gilmour  of  iSIcMaster  Univer¬ 
sity  was  the  sxjeaker  at  a  large  luncheon. 

Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  exemplified  her  degrees  on  the  9th, 
tOth  and  11th  May  in  the  usual  inimitable  manner.  Large  classes  of 
candidates  in  both  Bodies  were  received  into  our  ranks. 

On  the  27th  May,  1945,  accomj)anied  by  lll.'.Bro.'.A.  Vila  33°  Past 
Ty.Py .G.'.M.'.of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Ill. '.Bro.'. John  H. 
Cuddie  33°  our  new  Assistant  Grand  Secretary-General,  1  paid  an  official 
visit  to  the  Valley  of  North  Bay.  We  were  most  cordially  received  and 
witnessed  the  jjresentation  of  several  degrees  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection. 
The  4th  Degree  was  under  the  able  and  elocpient  leadershij)  of  Ill.'.Bro,'. 
Vila  and  was  very  well  done.  Other  degrees  were  presented  by  a  cast 
from  Sudbury,  and  the  local  lu’ethren.  The  l)rethren  of  North  Bay  are 
“on  their  toes’’  and  1  expect  great  results  in  the  future  in  that  Valley. 

We  were  entertained  at  a  large  dinner  in  the  parish  hall  of  one  of 
the  local  churches  and  at  which  Ill, ".Bros. '.Vila  and  Cuddie  aided  me  in 
most  eloquent  fashion,  in  extending  and  strengthening  the  bonds  of 
fellowship  and  fraternity  of  our  beloved  Rite. 

Later  we  witnessed  the  14°  and  were  escorted  to  the  train  by  Ill.’. 
Bro.-.Ben  Nott  33°  and  Ill.'.Bro.'.Ben  Parr  32°  T.'.P.". G.’.M.’.of  North 
Bay  Lodge  of  Perfection,  at  an  early  hour  in  the  morning. 
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Easter  Ceremonies: —  All  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  in  the  Province 
observed  the  usual  solemn  Easter  Ceremonies  and  many  Sovereign  Princes 
were  present  to  participate  earnestly  in  this  most  significant  part  of  our 
Rose  Croix  ritual.  1  was  present  on  the  evening  of  Maundy  Thursday 
at  the  feast  of  the  Paschal  I.,amb  and  the  closing  of  the  lights  in 
Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 

A  table  of  attendance  at  these  meetings  of  the  twelve  Valleys  of 
the  Province  is  apj)ended. 

Membership: —  Admissions  in  the  Lodges  of  Perfection,  Chapters  of 
Rose  Croix  and  the  Provincial  Consistory  during  the  year  have  been 
excellent,  both  in  cpiality  and  numbers.

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  of  courtesies  extended  by  the 
Deputies  of  several  of  the  provinces  and  of  the  jurisdictions  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

We  have  welcomed  visitors  from  various  Valleys  of  our  jurisdiction 
and  of  the  jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  of  America.

Several  Bodies  in  Valleys  in  other  provinces  of  the  jurisdiction 
have  kindly  conferred  degrees  and  made  welcome  brethren  from  other 
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j)arts  of  our  Province  in  compliance  with  requests  made  through  me,  as 
your  Deputy.  These  courtesies  have  been  acknowledged  by  letters. 

As  Deputy  for  the  Province,  T  completed  visits  to  all  the  thirteen 
Valleys  last  Eeittember,  when  I  visited  Fort  William  and  Sault  Ste. 
Marie.  My  journeys  have  greatly  enriched  my  knowledge,  my  interest 
and  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Rite  in  Ontario  and  T  can  con¬ 
scientiously  state  that  the  Order  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  of  Freemasonry  is  in  a  healthy  and  flourishing  condition. 

The  T.odges,  Chapters  and  Consistory  are  governed  by  men  of 
excellent  character  who  are  giving  unselfish  leadership  and  devotion  to 
tlieir  organizations. 


Degree  Work: —  In  most  Valleys  the  degrees  are  portrayed  in 
splendid  form;  in  some  there  is  room  for  improvement. 

In  six  Valleys  of  the  Lodges  of  Perfection  all  the  degrees  (11) 
are  worked. 


Two  Valleys  confer  9  degrees. 

Two  A'alleys  confer  8  degrees. 

Three  Valleys  confer  7  degrees. 

In  the  Rose  Croix  Cha])ters 

Five  Valleys  confer  all  4  degrees. 

Two  Valleys  confer  3  degrees. 

Five  Valleys  confer  2  degrees. 


In  IMoore  Sovereign  Consistory  most  of  the  degrees  are  portrayed. 

There  are  various  reasons  given  for  this:  difficulty  or  inability  or 
ind  if  f  ei'euce  in  procuring  cast;  limitation  in  stage  properties  and 
costunies;  limitation  in  time  at  the  disjiosal  of  the  brethren.  Now  that 
war  is  at  an  end  we  shall  have  more  time  at  our  disposal. 

There  will  be  great(‘r  freedom  in  travel  and  more  visiting  between 
Galleys  will  permit  casts  from  other  centi’es  to  assist  in  the  work. 


^Materials  for  stage  properties  and  costumes  will  soon  be  more 
readily  available. 

I  hope  to  see  the  time  arrive  when  the  objective  of  every  Lodge 
and  Chapter  in  the  Province  will  be  to  exemplify  all  the  degrees  in 
their  re})ertoire  at  least  once  a  year. 


This  will  serve  to  increase  the  interest  of  the  brethren  and  extend 
more  widely  the  teachings  of  these  degrees,  which  will  redound  to  the 
benefit  of  Freemasonry  and  our  communitv  life. 
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]n  every  Valley  the  presiding  officers  are  in  charge  of  and  respon¬ 
sible  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  conduct  and  work  of  their  respective 
Bodies. 

They  must  of  necessity  depend  upon  and  encourage  and  use  the 
loyal  assistance  of  their  brother  officers  and  members. 

The  Honourary  Inspectors-General  are  men  who  have  been  and  are 
working  faithfully  and  well  in  the  cause  of  Freemasonry.  They  should 
at  all  times  be  kindly  disposed  to  and  lend  every  assistance  to  the 
presiding  officers,  be  it  praise,  good  counsel,  guidance,  advice  or  friendly 
criticism.  I  hope  for  a  quickening  of  the  interest  of  our  Honourary 
Thirty-thirds  in  the  days  that  are  to  come. 

In  various  parts  of  the  Province  there  have  l)een  other  organizations 
arising  out  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies,  such  as  Scottish  Rite  Associations, 
Consistory  Clubs,  etc.  This  is  an  evidence  of  the  active  interest  of  our 
members  in  their  fellow  citizens  and  community  welfare,  and  makes  for 
sympathy,  tolerance,  good-will  and  friendshij). 

Time  Between  Degrees: — 

According  to  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  the  time  interval 
between  3°  —  4^  12  months 

*  14°  —  15°  0  months 

18°  —  19°  6  months 

During  the  war  1  have  e.xercised  my  prerogative  as  De})uty  to  waive 
the  time  interval  in  many  cases.  In  some  instances  I  have  been  con¬ 
science  strickeii  insofar  as  1  saw  my  duty  iji  being  overgenerous  in 
waiving  the  rules. 

1  think  that  that  which  is  easily  attained  is  lightly  esteemed  and 
that  time  and  experience  and  the  growth  in  our  intellectual  maturing  is 
very  essential  to  our  members  profiting  by  the  learning  and  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  great  lessons  and  teachings  incorporated  in  our  ritual. 

The  War  is  at  an  end  and  just  as  after  the  first  World  War,  there 
will  be  a  great  tendency  to  increase  in  our  membershi]);  indeed  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  figures  of  the  last  three  years,  already  it  has  l)egun  in 
earnest.  We  must  ‘‘not  churlishly  lock  up  our  treasure”,  but  we  must 
share  it  with  our  fellows  that  Freemasonry  may  fulfil  her  mission. 

We  must  be  careful  in  the  selection  of  candidates,  allow  them  to 
advance  slowlv,  that  thev  mav  heed  and  learn  the  lessons  well;  en- 
deavour  to  the  best  of  our  ability  by  excellence  of  performance  of  the 
ritual,  to  teach  Veil  these  lessons  and  by  o'ur  personal  contacts  with 
these  new  members  exhibit  a  sympathy,  an  understanding  and  a 
courtesy  which  makes  for  true  friendship. 
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War  is  over.  The  devastation  and  destruction,  the  torture  and 
cruelty  and  starvation  and  death,  in  the  main,  has  ceased,  but  man’s 
inhumanity  to  man  remains. 

The  weapons  of  offence  and  defence  are  sheathed  and  the  instru¬ 
ments  of  l)uilding  up  must  now  liave  full  play. 

AVe  have  the  old  symbol  of  the  sword  in  one  hand  and  the  trowel 
in  the  other.  Our  hands  and  hearts  must  now  be  dedicated  and  devoted 
to  the  building  up  of  a  new  world. 

AVe  must  exorcise  all  malice  and  hatred  from  our  thoughts  and  by 
patience  and  toleration  endeavour  to  learn  and  to  do  that  which  is 
summed  up  in  those  wonderful  words:  ‘‘Do  unto  others  that  which  you 
justly  wish  they  should  do  unto  you”. 

Many  of  us  have  not  been  privileged  because  of  age  and  circum¬ 
stance  to  engage  actively  in  the  hostilities  which  have  now  ended,  but 
we  have  subscril)ed  to  the  success  of  the  great  crusade  of  “Good  against 
Evil”  in  time  and  talent  and  substance.  Many  of  us  have  been  spared 
the  “blood”  but  we  have  experienced  the  “toil,  the  sweat  and  the 
tears”  in  great  or  less  measure. 

The  struggle  has  been  long  and  toilsome;  most  of  the  dangers  are  over 
and  past.  “The  struggle  of  the  giants  is  at  an  end,  and  now  the  struggle 
of  the  pygmies  has  begun”. 

Greed,  avarice,  selfishness,  tyranny,  class  hatred,  political  and 
religious  impotence  are  rampant  amongst  us.  Men  scoff  at  truth  and 
honour,  the  sanctity  of  the  home  and  the  marriage  tie,  the  rights  of  the 
individual  are  jeered  out  of  court,  much  confusion  is  in  our  mind. 

AVe  must  stand  for  law  and  order  and  all  that  makes  life  dear. 

AA' e  who  are  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  have  enjoyed  great  oppor¬ 
tunities,  benefits  and  privileges  Ijy  seeing  and  hearing  the  great  lessons 
taught  in  the  philosophy  of  that  Rite. 

R<ow  is  the  time  when  we  shall  l)e  called  upon  and  expected  to 
afford  examples  in  good  citizenship. 

Many  confusing  and  perplexing  problems  will  confront  us  to-day 
and  to-morrow. 

Let  us  meet  the  challenge  with  a  clear  brain,  head  erect,  stout  heart, 
strong  and  willing  hands  to  grapple  with  an  enemy  within  our  very 
gates,  yea,  even  within  our  homes,  that  our  children  and  our  children’s 
children  shall  have  the  right  to  live  according  to  the  AVay  of  Life. 
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‘‘Eternal  Ruler  of  the  ceaseless  round 
Of  circling  planets  singing  on  their  way, 

Guide  of  the  nations  from  the  night  profound 
into  the  glory  of  the  perfect  day: 

Rule  in  our  hearts;  that  we  may  ever  be 
Aided  and  strengthened  and  upheld  l>y  Thee. 

We  would  be  one  in  hatred  of  all  wrong, 

One  in  the  love  of  all  things  sweet  and  fair. 
One  with  the  joy  that  breaketh  into  song. 

One  with  the  grief  that  trembleth  into  prayer. 
One  in  the  i)Ower  that  makes  the  children  free 
To  follow  Truth,  and  thus  to  follow  Thee.’’

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REPORT  OF  DEPUTY  FOR  QUEBEC 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Again  I  have  the  honour  to  present  niy  report  as  Deputy  for  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1945. 

General: 

The  Scottish  Rite  Masons  in  the  Valleys  of  Montreal  and  Quebec, 
were  delighted  with  the  visit  of  our  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  Illustrious  Brother  Douglas  G.  Mcllwraith  33°  and  Mrs. 
McTlwraith,  from  May  28th  to  31st  inclusive. 

It  was  a  pleasure  for  the  older  members  to  renew  the  friendships 
and  for  the  younger  nieml)ers  to  meet  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.

Quebec:

I ll.’.Bro.'.J.  R.  Angus  31°, 
is  T.-.P.-.G.-.M.-.  and  Ill.-.Bro.'.W.  E.  Reed  32°,  is  M.b W.'.Sov.'.,  both 
are  interested  and  able  Masons  desirous  of  advancing  the  Scottish  Rite 
teachings  in  a  wide-si)read  territory,  from  Three  Rivers  to  the  Gaspe 
Coast,  l)ut  a\ailable  candidates  are  scarce,  owing  to  transportation 
facilities.

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At  the  reciuest  df  tlie  Ill.’. Deputy  for  British  Columbia  the  Lodge 
conferred  the  degrees  froiij  4  to  13  on  a  brother  from  Kootenay  Lodge 
of  Perfection,  Nelson,  B.C.,  and  at  my  request  Quebec  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  conferred  the  14°  on  the  same  brother. 

I  have  to  report  tliat  this  brother  made  a  trip  to  India  and  return, 
between  the  13th  and  14tli  degrees.  He  was  an  Officer  with  the 
R.A.F.T.  Command. 

Again  I  have  to  re])ort  that  present  indications  point  to  another 
successful  year  aiid  we  hc)]>e  for  a  reasonable  addition  to  our  membership.

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REPORT  OF  DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  present  niy  report  as  Deputy  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1945. 

We  have  liad  another  very  successful  year  in  our  history  in  New 
Brunswick.  Peace  has  come  to  us  again  and  “When  Peace  shall  over 
all  the  earth  its  ancient  splendors  fling,  And  the  whole  world  send  back 
the  song  which  now  the  angels  sing’’.  But  we  as  Scottish  Rite  members 
must  not  pause  in  our  efforts,  there  is  much  work  for  us  to  do.  The 
Masonic  Order  can  and  will  play  an  important  part  in  establishing  normal 
world  conditions  once  more. 

Last  year  we  read  with  interest  of  the  fraternal  inspection  visits 
of  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  the  Western  Provinces,  of  his 
inspiring  personality,  addresses,  and  of  Mrs.  Mcllwraith.  His  tour  of 
inspections  was  brought  to  a  close  in  this  Province  when  in  June  it 
was  our  pleasure  to  officially  receive  them  both. 

There  has  been  no  event  in  this  jurisdiction  in  my  recollection  which 
was  more  inspiring  and  beneficial  to  our  members.  Full  preparation 
had  been  made  to  do  honour  to  the  office  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander; 
we  soon  found  we  were  doing  the  same  honour  to  the  man.  We  had  a 
few  social  events  and  exemplified  degrees  in  Perfection,  Rose  Croix  and 
the  Consistory,  three  strenuous  days.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Mcllwraith,  although 
completing  a  long  trip  by  rail  and  steamer  at  a  time  when  the  comfort 
of  travel  was  not  at  its  best,  entered  into  our  activities  with  the  utmost 
enthusiasm.  Mrs.  Mcllwraith  endeared  herself  to  us  all.  Dr.  Mcllwraith 
with  his  ease  of  manner  and  knowledge  of  the  ritual  encouraged  and 
helped  our  degree  teams  and  contributed  to  the  success  of  our  gatherings. 
I  am  proud  of  our  officers  and  members  for  their  support  given  in 
making  this  event  one  which  we  shall  long  remember  in  this  Valley.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  mention  individuals  for  special  thanks  but  I  think 
appreciation  to  our  West  Saint  John  members  should  be  expressed  for 
catering,  well  done,  and  enjoyed. 

Me  have  had  another  successful  year  in  Perfection,  with  K.  R. 
Nelson  18"  as  T.’.P.’.G.'.M.’.an  increase  of  48  members  net  or  slightly 
more  than  17%;  in  Rose  Croix  with  C.  McN.  Steeves  32°  Most  Wise 
Sovereign,  a  net  increase  of  38  which  is  over  28%,  and  in  the  Con¬ 
sistory  with  Luke  S.  Morrison  33°  Commander-in-Chief,  a  net  increase 
of  34  or  over  34%. 
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To  attain  this  satisfactory  result  the  heads  of  the  three  Bodies 
together  with  their  officers  and  the  Grand  Secretary  have  worked  hard 
and  to  them  I  extend  niy  thanks. 

Our  new  members  have  been  well  chosen  and  come  from  all  parts 
of  the  Province. 

In  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  nine  regular  and  four  special  meetings 
were  held,  in  Harington  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  five  regular  and  nine 
specials,  and  in  New  Brunswick  Consistory  three  regular  and  thirteen 
specials. 

On  Maundy  Thursday  the  18°  was  exemplified  with  a  class  of 
thirteen  candidates  and  there  were  seventy  members,  including  the 
candidates,  in  attendance,  while  on  Easterday  we  had  forty-six.  This 
is  an  improvement  on  last  year  but  still  far  short  of  what  we  should 
expect. 

In  my  official  capacity  as  Deputy  for  the  Province  on  invitation  of 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  I  again  attended  the  annual  com¬ 
munication  of  Grand  Lodge  and  extended  fraternal  greetings  of  our 
Supreme  Council.  I  was  invested  with  the  jewel  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  having  been  appointed  its  representative  in  this  Province. 

The  Scottish  Rite  in  this  Valley  is  in  a  very  healthy  condition 
fraternally  and  financially  and  I  am  satisfied  that  we  shall  have  another 
successful  year  in  1945-4C.

REPORT  OF  DEPUTY  FOR  PROVINCES  OF  NOVA  SCOTIA 
AND  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  an  honour  for  me  to  present  my  first  report  as  Deputy  for  the 
Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island.  In  doing  so  I 
wish,  first  of  all,  to  express  my  Commendation  of  the  splendid  work  of 
Ill.-.Bro.-.C.  Laurie  Ells  33°,  as  the  Immediate  Past  Illustrious  Deputy 
for  this  area,  and  to  record  my  deep  regret  at  his  being  transferred  from 
our  Province.  The  heavy  demands  of  his  responsible  position,  together 
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with  the  added  worries  of  the  strenuous  years  through  which  we  have 
Iteen  passing,  liave  taken  their  toll  of  his  nervous  energy.  It  is  our 
earnest  hope  that  111, *.Bro.‘. Ells  will  soon  recover  his  health  and 
exuberant  energy  and  thereby  be  enabled  to  enjoy  his  new  field  of  work. 

My  Commission  as  Special  Deputy  is  dated  July  3rd,  1945.  This 
report,  therefore,  covers  the  year  preceding  my  appointment.  Being  a 
very  inexperienced  Deputy  I  crave  your  patience.  I  am  greatly 
strengthened  in  the  assurance  of  sympathetic  understanding  and  wise 
counsel  from  the  M.'.P.’. Sovereign  Grand  Commander;  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary-General;  M.’.P.'.Bro.'.J.  H.  Winfield  33°;  and  the  assistance  of 
Honourary  meml)ers  of  Supreme  Council  in  this  area. 

The  year’s  program  in  this  Province  was  brought  to  a  glorious  con¬ 
clusion  when,  true  to  a  promise  made  in  Montreal  at  the  Supreme  Council 
Session  in  1943,  the  So^■ereign  Grand  Commander  paid  us  a  most  welcome 
visit  in  June  of  this  year.  Several  unfortunate  happenings  combined, 
we  fear,  to  mar  the  pleasure  of  the  visit  for  our  distinguished  leader. 
Through  the  regrettal)le  transfer  of  the  Illustrious  Deputy,  by  whom  all 
arrangements  had  been  made,  changes  in  the  itinerary  were  inevitable, 
and  to  add  to  our  discomfort  the  weather-man  refused  to  co-operate. 

While  we  are  aware  of  a  series  of  flaws  in  arrangements,  for  which 
Ave  feel  very  a])ologetic,  vet  we  can  assure  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Mcllwraith  that 
our  welcome  and  appreciation  of  their  gracious  visit  were  none  the  less 
sincere  and  genuine.  Despite  adverse  conditions  these  charming  people 
entered  Avhole-heartedly  into  the  activities  and  entertainment  which  we 
had  prepared  for  them  in  such  a  manner  as  to  win  for  themselves  the 
undying  friendship  of  all  who  were  privileged  to  meet  them. 

We  shall  always  be  grateful  for  their  visit.  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  devoted  his  time  wholly  to  us  and  every  available  minute  of 
each  day  and  night  seemed  to  be  given  to  our  interests.  We  were  exceed- 
ingly  happy  to  know  that  he  had  succeeded  in  getting  caught  up  with 
much  needed  rest  on  the  way  back  home. 

An  informal  dinner  was  tendered  to  our  illustrious  visitor,  at  which 
he  met  a  large  num1)er  of  the  members.  The  toast  to  Supreme  Council, 
proposed  by  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  Earl  .1.  Vincent  18°,  was 
responded  to  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  his  OAvn  effective 
Avay,  coml>ining  wit  and  wisdom,  to  the  delight  and  profit  of  all  present. 
I  ollowing  the  dinner,  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  given  a  rousing  reception  and  an 
attentive  hearing  by  some  one  hundred  and  tAventy  (120)  of  the  Brethren. 
He  Avas  accompanied  by  M.'.P.'.Bro.’. J.  H.  Winfield  33°,  Past  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander;  Most  Eeverend  DerAAwn  T.  Owen  33°,  Grand  Prior; 
and  Honourary  Inspectors-General  F.  Win.  Johnson  33°,  E.  V.  Harris  33°, 
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F.  L.  Y  allace  33".  The  Sovereign  (P'aiid  Coiiiniaiuler ’s  address  was  a 
masterpiece,  informative,  inspiring  and  entertaining,  as  is  evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  those  who  heard  it  are  still  donlitfnl  of  the  accuracy  of 
-^I.’.D-’.Ri'o.’.Y  int’ield 's  time-piece  which  lecorded  a  sixty-five  (05) 
minute  address. 


The  second  evening  was  a  round  table  discussion  with  the  Officers 
of  the  three  Bodies  on  the  workings  of  the  Rite  at  which  some  of  our 
local  problems  were  touclied  ux>on. 

We  cannot  refer  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  visit  without 
including  a  reference  to  M.'.P.'.Bro.’.J.  If.  Winfield  33°,  former  Deputy 
in  this  Province,  who  arrived  from  Bermuda  in  time  to  assist  us  in  en^ 
tertaining  our  guest,  and  who  graciously  gave  a  luncheon  in  his  honour, 
to  which  were  in^'ited  the  memliers  of  Supreme  Council.  We  are  deeply 
appreciative  of  Dl. '.Bro.*. Winfield ’s  kindness  to  us. 

A  ])ast  presiding  officer  and  Honourary  Memlier  of  Supreme  Council 
has  well  expressed  the  feeling  of  us  all  as  follows: —  “The  warm-hearted 
and  enthusiastic  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  left  with  us  a  lasting 
memory  of  his  vast  knowledge,  inspiration  and  zeal,  and  everyone  has 
felt  that  the  visit  was  all  too  brief.  We  are  grateful  indeed  to  Supreme 
Council  for  the  privilege  of  this  memoralde  visit  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  to  whom  we  respectfully  offer  our  very  sincere  thanks.” 

The  members  of  Albert  Edward  Lodge  of  Perfection,  on  Prince 
Edward  Island,  likewise  remember  with  gratitude  the  visit  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  IMcllwraith.  When  1  visited  their  Lodge  on  August  10th  I  heard 
many  laudatory  remarks  of  the  Doctor  ’s  address.  These  Brethren  have 
been  greatly  encouraged  l»y  this  visit  to  their  small  Lodge  and  speak 
of  it  as  the  outstanding  event  in  their  history. 

In  compliance  with  suggestions  made  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  certain  reforms  in  our  local  organizational  procedure  are  in  the 
})rocess  of  being  effected.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  next  year’s  report  will 
tell  of  the  successful  completion  of  these  reforms  and  the  anticipated  im¬ 
provement  from  these  changes,  which  will  bring  about  a  greater  degree 
of  wholesome  independence  of  the  three  Bodies  and  place  more  responsi* 
lulity*  on  the  respective  officers. 

During  the  year  certain  joint  committees,  such  as  the  Work  and 
Executi'ce  Committees,  have  met  regularly  and  planned  the  program, 
degrees,  and  projects  of  the  year.  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  con¬ 
ferred  tlie  4th,  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th,  9th,  13th  and  14th  Degrees.  Received 
the  Illustrious  Deputy  on  his  official  visit,  who  in  turn  installed  the 
officers. 
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The  6tli  Degree  was  conferred  by  a  cast  from  the  Annapolis  Valley, 
and  the  8th  Degree  by  a  group  of  Lunenburg  members.  Keith  Chapter 
Rose  Croix  conferred  the  15th,  17th  and  18th  Degrees;  held  a  Lodge  of 
Sorrow,  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  ceremonies.  Ill.’.Bro.'.N.  T. 
Avard  32°  gave  the  address  on  the  afternoon  of  Easter  Day.  Roses  were 
sent  to  the  widows  of  deceased  Brothers  and  to  Princes  unable  to  attend. 
The  Consistory  conferred  the  21st,  24th,  30th,  31st,  32nd  Degrees  and 
the  ‘  ‘  Constans  ’  ’  Allegory. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  a  net  increase  in  membership,  as  follows:

Statistics  as  to  membership  and  Easter  Ceremonies  are  appended  hereto. 

It  was  our  privilege  to  confer  the  4th  to  14th  Degrees  on  one  Brother 
as  a  courtesy  for  Kingston  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Kingston,  Ont. 

Despite  the  heavy  war-time  demands  on  many  of  our  members,  and 
such  other  disturbing  incidents  as  riots  and  explosions,  the  work  has 
progressed.  The  Degrees  have  been  conferred  or  exemplified  wjth  careful 
attention  and  a  fair  proficiency,  always  with  the  aim  of  duly  impressing 
the  candidate  with  the  eternal  truths  they  are  meant  to  convey. 

The  annual  church  service  was  held  at  the  North  Street  Christian 
Church  on  Sunday  evening,  November  5,  1944.  The  preacher  was  Ven. 
Bro.  A,  A.  MacLeod  14°,  and  the  music  was  furnished  by  the  Scottish 
Rite  Choir  under  the  direction  of  111.'. Bro. ‘.G.  E.  Harrison,  Organist. 
The  church  service  was  begun  a  numl>er  of  years  ago  as  a  project  and  is 
now  an  annual  feature  in  which  much  interest  is  taken  and  from  which 
great  spiritual  satisfaction  is  gained.  It  is  appreciated  both  by  the 
Brethren  who  attend  and  by  the  Minister  and  congregation  of  the  church 
in  which  the  service  is  held. 

Two  other  projects  of  former  years:  namely,  the  Fellowship  Rally 
and  the  Christmas  Carol  Sing,  were  omitted  from  our  program  last  year. 
There  is,  however,  a  popular  demand  for  their  inclusion  in  this  year’s 
schedule. 

During  the  year  we  suffered  the  loss  by  death  of  nine  (9)  of  our 
members,  one  of  whom  was  an  Honourary  member  of  Supreme  Council, 
Ill. ’.Bro. '.James  C.  Jones  33°,  whose  obituary  has  been  written  for 
inclusion  in  the  Proceedings.  In  the  passing  of  Ill. '.Bro. '.Jones  the  Rite 
in  this  Valle.y  has  lost  not  only  its  Grand  Secretary  but  one  of  the  “Old 
Guard”,  whose  sunny  optimism  and  kindly  concern  for  the  “widow  and 
orphan  ’  will  long  be  remembered  by  those  of  us  who  remain. 
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Within  scarcely  more  than  a  month  three  world-shaking  announce¬ 
ments  were  made:  namely, 

(1)  The  formation  of  United  Nations  Charter. 

(2)  The  creation  by  a  group  of  scientists  in  U.  S.  of  the  Atomic 

Bomb. 

(3)  The  end  of  the  ghastliest  war  in  history. 

In  the  United  Nations  Charter  war-weary  peoples  of  the  earth  have 
caught  a  vision  of  the  ITiiiversal  reign  of  Peace  and  Good-Will;  in  the 
Atomic  Bomb  they  see  the  yawning  of  the  dee]^est  hell  of  fear  and 
menace.  They  are  assured  by  acts  of  Government  that  atomic  power- 
will  be  controlled  and  l)ecome  a  powerful  influence  towards  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  World  Peace.  But  control  of  atomic  force  by  legislation  will 
not  change  the  hearts  of  men  or  convert  them  from  the  will  to  exploit 
the  goods  of  earth  and  their  fellow  men  for  selfish  ends.  It  will  not 
destroy  greed,  nationalism,  race  prejudice  and  religious  intolerance.  So 
long  as  scientific  knowledge  exceeds  our  moral  and  spiritual  wisdom 
we  shall  be  the  victims  rather  than  the  masters  of  our  inventions.  It  is 
a  race  between  the  Charter  and  the  Atomic  Bomb.  The  dark  tragedy  of 
war  and  its  barbaric  accompaniments  will  drop  the  final  curtain  only 
when  it  is  seen  as  the  sum  of  all  crimes  and  the  sin  of  all  sins  against 
God  and  man. 


‘‘We  are  the  architects  of  dream,  who  cherish 
A  beauty  others  never  learned  to  feel. 

The  towers  that  we  build  shall  never  perish, 

For  they  are  reared  of  spirit,  not  of  steel.  ■  ’ 

As  Scottish  Rite  Masons  it  is  our  task  to  help  find  the  solution  of 
the  most  bewildering  problems  ever  to  rest  upon  humanity.  There  are 
the  immediate  ol)ligations  ‘‘to  build  up  the  Nation’s  wounds,  to  care 
for  him  who  shall  have  borne  the  battle,  and  for  the  widow  and  orphan”; 
to  feed  the  hungry  in  many  lands;  to  rebuild  the  institutions  of  civilized 
learning;  to  re-establish  trade;  to  provide  work  for  the  worker  and  seed 
for  the  sower.  But  more  needful  and  more  difficult  are  the  imperatives 
to  building  the  moral  and  spiritual  fortitudes  and  faiths  so  seriously 
disabled  by  the  devastations  of  war.

Sei)tember  28th,  1944. 

111. ’.Bro. '.George  Nelson  Jackson,  33°,  AA'innipeg,  Manitoba,  died 
December  1st,  1944. 

AA"e  mourn  the  loss  of  our  departed  Brethren  and  offer  our  sincere 
fraternal  sym})athy  to  their  families  and  friends. 

Deaths  in  Lodges  of  Perfection  total  17,  in  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix 
10,  and  in  the  Consistory  8. 

The  Annual  returns  from  the  several  Bodies  in  this  Province  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  requisite  fees,  have  l)een  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
ta  ry -General. 


In  the  Talley  of  AAJunipeg,  also  the  A'alley  of  Brandon,  the  steady 
progress  made  by  the  various  Bodies  is  most  encouraging,  and  shows  an 
interest  which  I  believe  will  continue  to  expand  during  the  post  war 
yea  rs. 
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Attondance  at  all  niectiiigs  of  the  Scottish  Hite  lias  been  most 
gratifying,  an  attendance  at  meetings  of  15b  brethren  is  the  rule  rather 
than  the  exception,  a  keen  interest  in  the  work  and  activities  of  the 
Bodies  is  constantly  manifested,  liy  lioth  the  older  memliers,  and  the 
more  recent  initiates. 

An  excellent  standard  of  ritualistic  work  is  maintained  in  Lodges, 
Chapters,  and  the  C’onsistory,  frecpient  educational  and  social  activities 
materially  assist  in  maintaining  a  Scottish  Rite  atmosphere  conducive 
to  regular  attendance  of  the  brethren,  one  im[)ortant  though  unofficial 
rule  at  all  our  meetings  is  the  dispersal  of  the  brethren  from  the  Temjile 
not  later  than  11:00  ]nm.  1  lielieve  this  rule  pays  healthy  dividends 
in  attendance. 

The  Easter  Ceremonies  of  Bethesda  Chapter  Rose  Croix  18°  for  the 
year  1045  surpassed  all  ])revious  gatherings,  the  Registrar  reported  an 
attendance  of  340  Princes  Rose  Croix  on  Alaundy  Thursday,  and  350 
I’rinces  Rose  Croix  on  Easter  Sunday  Alorning. 

The  Ceremonies  were  conducted  in  an  atmosphere  of  solemnity  and 
dignity  worthy  of  the  sublime  occasion. 

Tn  February  of  this  year  was  published  the  initial  number  of  a 
Scottish  Rite  News  Bulletin  for  information  and  interest  of  meml)ers  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  A^alley  of  Winnipeg,  this  Bulletin  is  edited  by 
our  Clrand  Secretary,  Ill.'.Bro.'.vShenton.  1  Imdieve  it  will  serve  a  useful 
purpose  in  keeping  our  brethren  informed  on  matters  pertaining  to 
Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry.

REPORT  OF  DEPUTY  FOR  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

In  making  this,  my  first  Annual  Report,  as  De})uty  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  the  Province  t>f  British  Columbia,  I  wish  to  assure  you  that 
the  affairs  of  the  various  Bodies  in  this  Province  were  never  in  better 
condition  that  they  arc  today.  This  is  to  a  great  extent  due  to  the 
splendid  work  done  by  my  predecessor  in  this  office,  Ill.'.Bro.'.H.  H. 
Watson  33°,  who  has  given  so  many  years  of  his  life  to  the  upbuilding 
and  forwarding  of  the  work  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  this 
Province.  His  great  store  of  knowledge,  his  unfailing  courtesy  in 
sometimes  difficult  situations,  his  sound  and  firm  judgments,  have  en¬ 
deared  him  to  every  Scottish  Rite  Freemason  in  this  jurisdiction. 
We  regret  that  he  has  retired  to  the  Past  Active  list  but  we  rejoice  in 
the  fact  that  his  interest  in  the  Rite  will  continue,  we  hope  for  many 
years  to  come. 

My  visits  to  the  various  Bodies  of  the  Rite  have  not  been  as  numer¬ 
ous  as  I  would  like,  due  to  travel  difficulties  and  other  controlling 
factors.  T  am  indebted  to  Ill/.Bro.'.H.  H.  Watson  33°,  and  Ill/.Bro.'.F. 
J.  Burd  33°,  who  attended  the  Annual  Reunion  of  Okanagan  Lodge  of 
I’erfection  at  Vernon,  on  Thursday,  June  7th,  and  represented  me  there. 
Brother  Watson  reported  to  me  that  he  found  the  affairs  of  the  Lodge 
in  excellent  condition;  attendance  good  and  finances  sound.  The  Lodge 
is  well  officered  and  all  degrees  with  the  exception  of  the  tenth  degree 
are  conferred  in  full  form.

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Dispensations: 

On  Marcli  20tli,  1945,  on  request  from  Victoria  Rose  Croix  Chapter, 
]  issued  a  Dispensation  to  them  permitting  them  to  hold  their  Annual 
Election  and  Installation  of  Officers  on  Friday,  April  6th,  instead  of 
Thursday,  April  5th. 

June  11th  last  I  received  a  petition  signed  by  some  twenty-three 
Sovereign  Knights  Rose  Croix  residing  in  the  middle  and  eastern  parts 
of  this  Province  praying  that  dispensation  l)e  granted  them  permitting 
them  to  form  a  Sovereign  Chapter  Rose  Coix  in  the  City  of  Vernon.

REPORT  OF  DEPUTY  FOR  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren : 

Again  it  is  my  privilege  to  bring  to  Supreme  Council  loyal  and 
fraternal  greetings  from  the  Scottish  Rite  Brethren  of  Saskatchewan 
and  to  report  on  the  year’s  progress.  It  has  been  a  good  year,  as  re¬ 
flected  in  substantial  increases  in  memliers;  successful  reunions  and 
closer  fraternal  relations. 
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Net  gains  foi*  the  year  were, — in  Lodges  of  Perfeclion,  Clia])ters 
Rose  Croix,  54;  and  Consistory,  68.  Detailed  statistics  of  nunnlx'rship 
are  appended  hereto.  With  the  victorious  termination  of  the  war  on  all 
fronts;  the  return  of  our  figliting  forces,  wliose  interest  in  our  Order 
has  been  favourably  aroused  by  the  faithful  and  coiisistent  efforts  of 
our  committees  on  war  services;  improved  economic  conditions  aiid  the 
enthusiasm  for  Masonry  i)revailing  we  look  for  further  accession  to  our 
numbers  and  a  widened  sphere  of  influence.  T  now  have  notices  of  five 
reunions  in  the  various  Bodies  fixed  for  Octol)er  and  November. 

Special  attention  must  continue  to  be  given  to  the  Easter  ceremonials. 
This  year,  notwithstanding  an  increase  in  membership,  the  attendance  of 
Knights  on  Maundy  Thursday  was  down  16  and  on  Easter  morn  u])  only 
by  23.  A  year  ago  the  satisfactory  increases  Avere  largely  due  to  the 
seasonal  message  issued  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  The  need 
for  continuance  of  this  stimulus  is  indicated. 

Some  features  in  connection  Avith  the  various  reunions  are  Avorthy 
of  special  mention.  The  4°  Avas  conferred  by  Saskatoon  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  under  H.’.I.'.G.'.A.  J.  Irving  33°,  on  a  large  class  at  Tisdale  and 
later  this  group  joined  in  the  regular  reunion  when  30  candidates  were 
adA^anced.  Tin  re  Avas  marked  improvement  in  the  work,  indicative  of 
faithful  practice  and  thoughtful  staidy.  At  the  fall  reunion  Regina 
Lodge  of  Perfection  under  Ill.'.Bro.'.H.  S.  MaxAvell  32°  worked  all  the 
degrees  and  in  the  spring  under  Ill.’.Bro.'.W.  L.  Campkin  32°,  all  but  cue, 
to  tlie  great  satisfaction  of  large  classes  of  candidates  and  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  the  membership.  The  success  of  Moose  Jaw’s  spring  reunion 
reflected  great  credit  on  Jll.'.Bro.'  J.  A.  Thomson  32°,  and  his  officers 
and  the  large  delegation  of  Ausitors  from  Saskatoon  and  Regina  Avas 
particulaidy  gratifying.  In  Rose  Croix  Chapters  the  Avork  and  ceremoni 
als  were  reported  as  consistently  well  done.  This  year  1  attended 
officially  at  Regina  and  Avitnessed  a  flaAvless  exemplification  of  the  18° 
l)y  Ill.'.Bro.'.A.  H.  Gordon  32°,  and  his  officers.  The  Annual  Memorial 
SerAuce  for  departed  Knights  Avas  A^ery  appropriate  and  im})ressive.  The 
Consistory  celebrated  its  25th  Anniversary  with  a  class  of  88.  Moose 
JaAA"  Brethren  Avorked  the  19°  and  in  addition  to  the  obligatory  degrees 
Regina  Brethren  produced  the  21°.  Ill.’.Bro.’.McCannel  directed  the 
‘‘Constans”  drama  employing  a  cast  of  70.  We  were  honored  by  the 
attendance  of  Ill. ‘.Deputy  Braithwaite  33°,  and  Commander-in-Chief 
Martland  32°  from  Alberta  and  Commander-in-Chief  Sayer  33°  and 
Director  Griffith  32°,  from  Manitoba,  In  honor  of  surviving  charter 
meml)ers  in  attendance  Commander-in-Chief  W,  H.  Ross  33°,  introduced 
an  interesting  feature.  ‘Mt  is  proper  to  do  ‘honor  to  those  Avho  have 
borne  the  heat  of  the  day”.  Our  visitors  in  addition  to  making  a 
fraternal  visit  paid  us  the  compliment  of  observing  our  exemplification 
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to  gather  suggestions  for  the  production  of  the  drama  in  their  Con 
sistories  and  expressed  much  satisfaction  with  the  standard  of  work 
attained.  I  would  again  commend  the  several  secretaries  of  the  Bodies 
for  the  artistic  and  comprehensive  souvenir  programs  issued  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  various  reunions. 

I  installed  officers  in  the  Eegina  Bodies  and  in  Moose  Jaw  Lodge 
of  Perfection  and  on  this  occasion  was  ably  assisted  by  a  board  of  P.’.T.*. 
P.'. Gy. M’s  from  Eegina,  to  whom  1  now  tender  thanks.  I  paid  official 
visits  to  most  of  the  Bodies  and  acknowledge  the  splendid  support  accord¬ 
ed  by  members  of  Supreme  Council.  Generally  the  regular  Lodge  work 
and  degree  work  is  conducted  with  precision:  the  records  are  satis¬ 
factorily  kept  and  finances  are  on  a  sound  basis.  As  representative 
of  Supreme  Council,  on  invitation,  T  made  fraternal  visits  to  the  Pre- 
ceptory  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Saskatchewan.  Accompanied  by  a 
group  of  Brethren  I  attended  twice  at  Indian  Head  to  join  with  Brethren 
there  in  doing  honor  to  H.'.I.'.G.'. John  F.  Hunt  33°  by  presenting  him 
on  behalf  of  his  Craft  Brethren  with  his  ring  and  on  behalf  of  his  local 
Scottish  Eite  Brethren  with  his  jewel.  Both  were  well  earned  tributes  to 
a  Masonic  veteran.  I  acknowledge,  with  grateful  thanks,  courtesies  ex¬ 
tended  by  the  Ill. '.Deputies  for  British  Columbia  and  for  California  in 
conferring  degrees  and  arranging  Masonic  funerals.  We  appeciate  the 
attention  of  the  Ottawa  Brethren  to  H.'.I.'.G.'.Estey  33°,  who  reports: 
‘  ‘  I  have  received  a  truly  Masonic  welcome  here  in  Ottawa.  ’  ’  The  Eite 
and  the  Craft  in  Ontario  would  do  well  to  employ  our  Ill. '.Brother  in 
some  of  the  Masonic  activities  for  which  he  is  so  well  fitted. 

We  join  in  congratulating  those  charged  with  the  duty  in  securing 
the  full  time  services  of  H.'.I.'.G.'.Cuddie  33°,  as  Assistant  Grand 
Secretary-General  and  already  note  beneficial  results  from  this  forward 
step.  All  returns,  reports  and  dispensations  have  been  sent  forward  in 
due  course  and  full  compliance  was  made  with  the  direction  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  accounting  for  Eituals  by  outgoing 
officers. 

We  mourn  the  passing  of  S.'.G.'.I.'.G.'.Dobbie  33°,  and  miss  him 
from  his  accustomed  place  amongst  us.  Locally  among  the  many 
Brethren  who  have  passed  on  in  the  year  we  lost  two  outstanding  Masons, 
HI. '.Bro.'. Thomas  Miller  32°,  and  Ill. '.Bro.'. Francis  B.  Eeilly  32°.  The 
former  was  filling  the  office  of  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  with 
credit  and  dignity  and  the  latter  as  a  P.'.G.'.M.'.was  constant  in  Masonic 
service.  They  passed  with  tragic  suddenness.

It 
is  suggested  that  a  special  committee  should  be  named  to  thoroughly 
canvass  the  situation  in  order  that  a  definite  j)olicy  might  be  laid  down 
for  the  guidance  of  all  chapters. 

In  all  other  regards  harmony  has  prevailed  within  the  Rite  and  our 
relations  with  the  Craft  have  improved  to  our  mutual  advantage.  The 
measure  of  this  relationship  is  the  ultimate  standard  of  our  Masonic 
usefulness  and  the  justification  for  our  continuance  as  a  Rite  of  Free¬ 
masonry.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RITUALS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  Committee  on  Ritual  and  Ritualistic  Matter  respectfully  reports 
that  it  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  work  done  by  the  various  Bodies 
has  maintained  a  fair  standard  of  efficiency  throughout  the  jurisdiction 
and  that  strict  attention  has  been  observed  to  the  lines  of  the  degrees 
with  no  interpolations.  It  is  recommended  that  an  endeavour  should 
be  made  to  confer  all  of  the  degrees  at  least  once  a  year,  especially  in 
the  Lodges  of  Perfection,  thereby  creating  a  greater  interest  within  the 
Lodge,  by  the  increased  number  of  workers  taking  part  in  the  degrees, 
as  well  as  leaving  a  lasting  impression  for  good  ui)on  the  recipients. 

The  Committee  is  favourably  impressed  with  the  interest  shown  in 
the  Constans  drama,  by  Halifax,  Regina  and  Winnipeg  Consistories, 
Winnipeg  having  recently  presented  the  drama.  Alberta  Consistory  is 
now  in  reheai'sal  of  the  drama  which  will  be  presented  in  due  course. 

The  Committee  has  been  advised  by  the  Secretary-General  that  the 
supply  of  the  Thirtieth  and  Thirty-first  degrees  has  been  exhausted,  and 
recommends  that  upon  the  authorization  of  the  Supreme  Council,  he 
be  authorized  to  have  a  sufficient  supply  printed,  following  the  same 
form  as  those  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 
The  authorization  to  include  any  necessary  corrections,  as  to  spelling, 
punctuation  or  inconsistencies.  Preliminary  work  has  already  been 
•completed  and  ready  for  printing  when  approved  by  the  Supreme  Council.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  RELATIONS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Your  Committee  has  to  report  that  as  of  the  date  of  writing  this 
review,  but  few  reports  have  been  received  from  the  Supreme  Councils 
with  which  we  are  in  fraternal  relationship  and  to  which  we  have 
accredited  representatives. 

In  view  of  the  alisence  of  printed  proceedings  from  many  of  the 
Supreme  Councils,  the  work  of  the  Committee  is  limited  very  largely  to 
correspondence  which  may  happen  to  pass  between  our  members  and 
those  who  represent  us,  and  also  by  gleanings  from  Masonic  journals 
Avhich  have  reached  our  offices.  In  the  majority  of  cases  this  provides 
only  the  most  meagre  information  and  makes  it  impossible  to  give  as 
comprehensive  a  review  of  tlie  progress  and  welfare  of  world  Scottish 
Rite  Freemaso]iry  as  we  should  like  to  supply. 

However,  we  do  not  forget  that  we  have  passed  through  six  years  of 
a  terrific  struggle  with  the  powers  of  evil,  a  struggle  which  has  involved 
the  world  in  the  maelstrom  of  war.  All  of  us  have  been  involved  to  a 
greater  or  lesser  degree.  Much  of  our  time  has  been  occupied  in  working 
and  fighting  for  victory.  Peace-time  pursuits  have  of  necessity  been 
sulmrdinated  to  the  one  task  of  restoring  peace  to  the  world.  Peace  has 
at  last  come  to  us — victory  is  ours;  the  dark  days  of  the  war  have  gone— 
the  skies  are  brighter  and  we  set  our  hands  to  restoring  the  world  to  a 
happier  condition  thaiT  ever  before,  where  war  will  no  longer  be  possible. 
Let  us  hope  that  the  days  of  peace  will  l)e  brighter  and  that  our  postwar 
problems,  both  national  and  international,  will  be  speedily  solved! 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES

Our  brethren  in  England  and  Wales  have  carried  on  regularly 
tliroughout  the  war,  though  the  Supreme  Council  building  has  suffered 
damage  from  enemy  action. 
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Lord  Donoughniore  and  your  Sov.*. Grand  Commander  have  ex¬ 
changed  letters  at  intervals  and  the  former  has  Avritten  recently  expres¬ 
sing  fraternal  affection  and  good  wishes  for  a  successful  meeting  of 
our  Su})reme  Council. 

The  1945  year  l)ook  shows  the  admission  of  1171  members  of  the 
18°  during  1944,  the  total  upon  the  registers  as  of  June  30th  standing 
at  12,292,  an  increase  of  588  for  the  year. 

Nine  new  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  have  l)een  consecrated  and  approval 
has  been  granted  for  the  formation  of  six  additional  Chapters. 

Financial  aid  to  various  Avar  charities  has  been  characteristically 
generous. 


SCOTLAND 

From  a  Masonic  journal  Ave  learned  that  seA'eral  neAv  Chapters  of  the 
Rose  Croix  had  been  established  in  Scotland.  Our  pleasure  was  short¬ 
lived  lioAveA'er,  for  in  August  last  Ave  Avere  advised  that  no  Rose  Croix 
(.'hapter  had  l)een  erected  since  1935. 

In  Edinburgh  the  Rite  had  suffered  considerably  owing  to  their 
premises  haAdng  been  requisitioned  by  the  military  authorities.  Other 
Rite  Bodies,  due  to  lack  of  accommodation  and  many  of  their  members 
being  on  active  service,  had  to  suspend  throughout  the  war.  Happily, 
Avith  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  the  return  of  members  to  civil  life,  and 
the  prospect  of  a  speedy  return  of  their  Temple,  an  early  start  towards 
re-building  the  Order  can  be  expected. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  spite  of  all  handicaps  and  sufferings, 
the  Chapters  at  GlasgOAv,  Aberdeen  and  IiiA^erness  haA^e  been  going  strong 
during  the  Avar. 


IRELAND 

Ill.'.Bro.'.D.  T.  OAven,  their  representative  near  our  Supreme  Council, 
reports  that  all  is  Avell  with  our  Irish  Brethren,  in  spite  of  the  strain 
of  Avar  conditions.  They  rejoice  Avith  us  in  the  coming  of  peace  and 
beg  to  state  that  they  share  Avith  us  the  responsibilities  attached  thereto. 

SOUTHERN  JURISDICTION  OF 
THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 

Their  representatiA’e  near  us,'*  Dr.  D.  G.  McllAvraith,  Sov. '.Grand 
Commander. 

Our  rejjresentatiA’e  near  it,  Gen.  Chas.  P.  Summerall,  Grand  Treas¬ 
urer-General. 
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Interjurisdictional  correspondence  lias  been  carried  on  during  the 
past  two  years,  though  decreased  under  war  conditions.  Their  Supreme 
Council  has  not  met  since  1943  but  holds  its  regular  biennial  Session 
in  Washington  at  the  end  of  October,  with  attendance  restricted  by 
order. 

Last  available  membership  statistics  are  as  of  31st  Dec.  1942. 
186  Lodges  of  Perfection  show  a  membership  of  178,500; 

170  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  have  166,049  and  142  Consistories  have 
159,367  members  respectively.

All  subordinate  Bodies  have  shown  large  gains  in  initiates  and 
increased  financial  prosperity. 

Substantial  sums  have  been  voted  for  war  relief  in  the  United  States 
and  also  in  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  France,  Sweden  and  Denmark 
to  be  expended  under  Masonic  administration. 

ITider  the  auspices  of  the  Masonic  Service  Association,  acting  as 
the  official  agent  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges  in  the  U.S.A.  a  com¬ 
mission  has  been  sent  to  Europe  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  and 
reporting  upon  the  condition  and  needs  of  Freemasonry  in  the  ‘^occupied 
countries  ’  ’. 

Upon  the  report  will  depend  the  financial  or  other  aid  recommended 
by  the  Association  toward  the  rehabilitation  of  European  Freemasonry. 
Two  members  of  the  Commission  represent  the  Northern  and  two  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  Rite. 
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CENTRAL  AMERICA 

Our  l)rethren  of  this  Supreme  Council  have  had  something  of  an 
insurrection  to  deal  with.  The  material  to  our  hand  appears  to  show  that 
five  members  of  the  Supreme  Body  residing  at  Costa  Rica,  being  dis¬ 
satisfied  with  the  location  of  the  seat  of  the  Supreme  Council,  adopted 
an  attitude  which  could  not  be  changed  although  every  reasonable  and 
fraternal  means  were  brought  to  bear  on  the  question.  These  members 
took  it  upon  themselves  to  declare  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Central 
America  was  transferred  to  Costa  Rica.  This  being  done  in  violation  of 
all  constitutional  and  legal  authority,  the  Supreme  Council,  by  edict 
dated  14th  October  1943,  expelled  these  five  members  from  the  Order 
for  unmasonic  conduct  and  open  and  avowed  rebellion.  We  are  now 
notified  that  in  March  of  this  year  these  members,  with  others  who  have 
apparently  been  raised  illegally  to  the  rank  of  Sovereign  Grand 
Inspectors-General,  by  decree  constitute  themselves  as  a  Supreme  Council 
of  the  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  the  Republic 
of  Costa  Rica.  Thus  we  have  an  organization  which  can  be  none  other 
than  clandestine  for  it  has  invaded  the  territory  of  the  Supreme  Council 
of  Central  America  and  is  in  direct  violation  of  the  statute  creating  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Central  America. 

We  venture  the  opinion  that  the  Costa  Rica  brethren  will  soon 
realize  that  their  action  will  receive  nothing  but  disapproval  from  other 
Supreme  Councils,  and  any  request  for  recognition  will  be  refused. 
Surely  the  universal  desire  for  peace  among  men  and  nations  will  prevail 
with  our  Costa  Rica  brethren  and  be  the  means  of  bringing  them  back 
into  the  fold  of  legitimate  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry! 

Your  rei^resentative  has  been  pleased  to  receive  from  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  and  Grand  Secretary-General  for  Central  America  an 
acknowledgment  of  the  invitation  to  attend  this  meeting  of  our  Supreme 
Council,  who  express  regret  that  they  are  unable  to  attend.  It  is  our 
pleasure,  as  their  representative,  to  convey  to  this  Supreme  Council  the 
greetings  of  our  brethren  in  Central  America. 


BRAZIL 

We  learn  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Dr.  Joachim  Moreiva 
Sampaio  died  on  13th  Februarv  1945,  and  his  successor  is  Alvaro 
Figueredo.  Our  condolences  are  extended  to.  our  Brazilian  brethren  in 
the  loss  of  Dr.  Sampaio.  To  the  new  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  we 
extend  our  warmest  fraternal  greetings  and  the  best  of  good  wishes  for 
his  success  in  the  important  position  he  now  occupies. 
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We  are  indebted  to  Ill. '.Bro. ’.John  McKnight  for  the  privilege  of 
reading  a  letter  recently  received  by  him  from  Ill. ’.Bro.’. Manuel  J. 
Ahumada,  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  Brother  Almmada  extends 
fraternal  greetings  and  assurances  of  continued  friendship.  He  expresses 
the  hope,  in  which  Ave  all  join,  that  by  the  grace  of  the  Great  Architect 
of  the  Universe  ^ ‘the  sacrifices  made  by  our  brothers  in  the  war  will 
not  be  in  vain  and  that  He  may  bring  peace  and  personal  happiness  to 
the  homes  of  our  brothers  in  Canada  and  the  Americas  as  well.” 

EGYPT 

Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Harry  Watson  maintains  a  happy  relationship  Avith 
brothers  in  this  Supreme  Council,  Ill. ’.Bro. '.Mohammed  Taher  is  his 
correspondent,  and  Ave  are  glad  indeed  to  receive  and  convey  to  you  his 
cordial  greetings.  We  share  in  his  hope  that  he  may  soon  have  the 
jdeasure  of  Adsiting  our  Supreme  Council. 

Since  the  receipt  of  this  communication  aa'c  have  Avith  deep  sorroAV 
learned  of  the  tragic  loss  suffered  by  our  Egyptian  brothers  in  the 
assassination  of  their  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Dr.  Ahmed  Maher 
I’asha.  This  occurred  on  24th  February  last  when,  as  the  despatch 
related.  Dr,  Maher  Avas  “accomplishing  one  of  the  most  noble  patriotic 
duties  for  the  Avelfare  of  his  country  and  the  people  of  Europe — the 
decision  of  declaring  Avar  against  the  Axis  powers.”  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  AA-as  the  Prime  Minister  of  Egypt  and  greatly  beloved 
by  all  AAdio  stand  firm  and  steadfast  for  their  convictions.  Let  us  hope 
that  our  Egyptian  ])rethren  aaTII  find  a  Avorthy  successor  to  their  cultured 
leader  aa’Iio  did  so  much  for  his  country  and  aaTio  found  in  the  philosophy 
of  Freemasonry  much  of  comfort  and  help. 

FRANCE 

The  brethren  in  this  country  are  making  heroic  efforts  to  restore 
Freemasonry.  They  liaA’e  a  lot  of  difficulties  and  Avork  under  heavy 
liandicaps.  Members  of  the  Supreme  Council  Avere  Auctims  of  the  Axis 
pOAA^ers.  Some  AA^ere  made  judsoners  of  AAmr,  and  although  the  Allies  have 
secured  the  release  of  some,  there  are  others  who  have  not  as  yet  been 
found.  Records  and  equipment  were  lost  and  undoubtedly  destroyed, 
for  up  to  the  present  but  feAA^  of  them  liaA^e  been  discovered.  In  spite 
of  all  this,  and  in  spite  of  shortages  in  practically  cA^ery  commodity 
essential  for  the  maintenance  of  life.  Freemasonry  is  being  revived. 

The  SoA’ereign  Grand  Commander,  Rene  Raymond,  in  April  last 
coiiA'eyed  the  Avelcome  iioaa's  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  France  had  held 
its  first  full  meeting,  and  that  all  aa-Iio  AA^ere  jiresent  seemed  full  of 
courage  and  much  enthusiasm  AA'as  sIioaaui. 
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ITALY 

The  rehabilitation  of  Freemasonry  in  Italy  is  doubtful.  Since  the 
decree  of  Mussolini  suppressing  Freemasonry  there  have  been  develop¬ 
ments  which  cast  considerable  doubt  upon  the  genuineness  of  some  of 
those  who  were  previously  looked  upon  and  recognized  as  leaders  of 
Masonic  thought  in  Scottish  Eite  circles  in  Italy.  There  appears  to  be 
some  activity  in  the  country  leading  to  a  proper  reorganization  of  the 
Craft,  and  until  such  time  as  this  is  done  we  are  advised  by  those  who 
have  studied  the  situation  to  be  exceedingly  careful  as  to  what  we  do 
or  what  procedure  we  attempt. 


MEXICO 

News  iS'  at  hand  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Mexico  is  now  publish¬ 
ing  a  monthly  ^  ‘  Boletin.  ’  ’  While  we  have  not  had  an  opportunity  of 
perusing  it,  we  understand  that  the  first  issue  contains  an  account  of 
the  visit  made  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Dr,  Antonio  Arceo, 
to  Canada  and  the  United  States  of  America  some  time  ago.  It  is  hoped 
that  by  means  of  this  bulletin  we  shall  become  better  acquainted  with 
the  progress  of  Scottish  Eite  Freemasonry  in  Mexico. 

The  new  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  is  Jose  Lopez  Lira,  and  we 
extend  to  him  our  fraternal  greetings  and  best  wishes  for  success  in 
his  new  capacity. 


SPAIN 

Scottish  Eite  Freemasonry  is  in  exile.  Its  headquarters  are  in 
Mexico  City,  where  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary-General  reside.  If  and  when  the  Spaniards  have  the  privilege  of 
enjoying  and  living  under  the  principles  of  liberty,  fraternity  and 
equality,  then  Freemasonry  can  hope  for  rehabilitation;  but  until  then 
•  any  attempt  to  revive  it  apparently  meets  with  persecution.  We  sympa¬ 
thize  with  the  members  of  the  Craft  and  admire  the  courage  of  those 
who  have,  since  the  days  of  the  Dictator,  been  keeping  alive  the  spirit 
of  Freemasonry.

THE  MOST  PUISSANT  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

illustrious  Brethren: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Allocution  of  the  Most 
I’uissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  report  as  follows: 

1.  We  regret  that  it  was  not  possilde  for  Supreme  Council  to  meet 
in  the  Ancient  City  of  Quebec  this  year,  and  trust  that  that  ])leasure  is 
only  deferred. 

The  situation  brought  about  by  the  ending  of  the  War  both  in 
ibiro|)e  and  Asia  requires  us  to  give  first  consideration  to  matters  arising 
tluuefrom  and  it  is  our  duty  as  well  as  our  pleasure  to  accept  the  re¬ 
strictions  im})osed  u])on  us  by  competent  authority,  being  only  too 
grateful  that  we  are  now  freed  from  the  horrors  of  war. 

2.  We  acce])t,  therefore,  with  thankful  cordiality  tlie  renewed 
hospitality  of  the  Valley  of  Hamilton  so  recently  enjoyed,  and  express 
our  sincere  appreciation  of  all  the  kindnesses  extended  to  Supreme 
Council  now  as  in  the  past.  With  the  wonderful  facilities  of  meeting 
j>iaced  at  our  disposal,  and  the  exceeding  warmth  of  welcome  extended 
to  ns  from  the  home  city  of  our  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Giutnd  Com¬ 
mander,  Supreme  Council  is  only  saddened  by  the  thought  that  our  stay 
is  of  necessity  so  short. 

o.  The  winning  of  the  peace  will  call  forth  all  our  energies  and  all 
the  wisdom  of  our  leaders  who  with  the  aid  of  Divine  Providence  will 
eventually  carry  us  out  of  chaos  into  (we  fervently  hope)  a  sane  and 
peaceful  life  in  which  humanity  can  be  restored. 

Freemasonry  has  a  great  work  to  perform.  Let  us  not  be  behind 
hand  in  doing  our  part  both  individually  and  collectively. 

4.  Your  Committee  concurs  in  the  suggestion  that  our  Supreme 
Council  should  l)e  ready,  when  and  as  opportunity  offers,  to  assist  in  the 
rehabilitation  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  FiUrope.  Much  investiga¬ 
tion  must  be  done  and  sure  information  obtained  before  we(  can,  with 
our  sister  jurisdictions  to  the  South,  make  a  true  and  lasting  contri!>u- 
tion  in  the  knowledge  that  we  are  building  on  a  firm  foundation. 

f).  We  bow  our  heads  in  respect  and  in  fraternal  sorrow  as  we  note 
the  recorded  names  of  our  departed  brethren  and  friends,  all  of  whom 
leave  a  void  in  our  assemblies  and  a  heartache  for  the  smile,  the  hand¬ 
clasp  and  the  cheery  greeting  which  we  will  share  with  them  no  more. 
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Our  late  Grand  Marshal,  lll.'.Bro.'.Dr,  John  A.  Hobble,  will  be  greatly 
missed  from  our  Executive  Sessions,  and  his  wise  and  conservative  coun¬ 
sel,  and  his  astounding  memory  of  names  and  faces,  will  long  be 
remembered  among  us. 

Nearly  every  part  of  our  wide  Jurisdiction  has  suffered  the  loss  of  a 
distinguished  and  valued  honourary  member  of  this  Council.  Nor  has 
the  heavy  hand  of  Death  touched  only  our  ranks-,  for  we  note  with  sorrow 
and  regret  the  heavy  losses  of  our  sister  Jurisdictions.  We  join  with  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  extending  our  sincerest  sympathy  to  all 
those  intimate  in  family  and  in  friendship  with  the  departed. 

6.  Your  Committee  records  with  what  pleasure  it  has  read  the 
excellent  account  of  the  official  visits  of  our  Grand  Commander.  It  is 
truly  marvellous  that  in  addition  to  carrying  on  the  duties  of  a  large, 
responsible,  and  exacting  practice  of  medicine  in  Hamilton,  he  is  able, 
despite  all  the  exigencies  of  travel,  professional  emergency,  and  in¬ 
clemency  of  the  elements,  to  keep  such  intimate  and  inspiring  touch  Avith 
the  Bodies  of  the  Bite  in  the  various  Valleys,  where  his  personal 
knowledge  of  the  particular  environments  and  personalities  has  been 
invaluable.  That  he  should  now  for  the  first  time  extend  his  researches 
to  the  most  easterly  portion  of  the  Jurisdiction  is  a  matter  of  gratifica¬ 
tion.  It  is  all  the  more  gratifying  that  he  has  found  Scottish  Bite 
Freemasonry  in  such  a  satisfactory  and  thriving  condition  and  Ave  are 
sure  that  the  influence  of  his  personality,  abundantly  and  effectiAmly 
assisted  by  his  gracious  and  charming  wife,  will  have  made  a  lasting 
impression  for  good  on  the  membership  in  the  Maritimes. 

In  connection  Avith  the  visit  to  Summerside  and  his  revieAV  of  all 
the  circumstances,  Ave  concur  that  it  Avould  be  uiiAvise  to  re  constitute  a 
Chapter  there  until  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  gives  more  secure  promise 
of  proAdding  adequate  material  to  support  such  a  revival,  and  we  join 
in  the  hope  that  such  growth  aaTII  come  with  the  encouragement  and 
continued  effectiveness  of  our  membership  there. 

7.  Your  Committee  notes,  with  pleasure,  that  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  has  found  it  possible  this  year  to  attend  officially  the  Annual 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  and  also,  the  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Boyal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  both  of  which  were  held  in  Toronto,  and  further 
notes  Avith  pleasure  the  high  honours  accorded  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  S.  Hamilton  33°,  elected  and  installed  as  Grand  Master; 
Tll.'.Bro.’.G.  Fred  Kiiigsmill  33°,  elected  Grand  Senior  Warden,  and  Ill.’. 
Bro,’. Stuart  H.  Lees  33°,  appointed  Grand  Senibr  Deacon. 

Your  Committee  rejoices  with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  that 
he  has  been  able  in  these  last  two  years  to  so  comprehensively  cover  the 
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whole  Jurisdiction  by  personal  visitation,  and,  particularly  in  the  sound 
and  healthy  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  all  the 
Valleys.  We  agree  that  there  is  nothing  comparable  to  the  personal 
touch,  the  opportunity  of  face  to  face  conversation,  discussion  and  in¬ 
struction  to  clear  away  misunderstandings,  clarify  policies,  and  promote 
good-will  between  the  brethren.  Although  it  has  been  a  severe  drain 
on  his  vitality  and  a  decided  encroachment  on  his  time,  all  these  things 
have  counted  with  him  for  nothing  so  that  he  might  bring  health, 
prosperity  and  regularity  into  all  the  Bodies  of  the  Rite. 

8.  Your  Committee  shares  with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in 

sincere  regret  that  Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Charles  Laurie  Ells  33°,  has  been  compelled 
to  vacate  his  office  as  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince 

Edward  Island  due  to  change  of  residence  for  business  reasons,  and 

extends  to  him  our  thanks  for  his  great  services  to  the  Rite  and  our 

best  wishes  in  his  new  position  in  Saint  John,  N.B.  We  feel  the 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  been  most  wise  in  the  choice  of  Ill.'. 
Bro. '.Frederick  Loran  Wallace  33°,  of  the  City  of  Halifax  as  Special 
Deputy  for  these  two  Provinces  and  note  the  appointment  of  Ill. '.Bro.'. 
Clarence  MacLeod  Pitts  33°,  as  Grand  Marshal  succeeding  the  late  Ill.'. 
Bro. '.John  Albert  Dobbie  33°,  who  died  January  6th,  1945. 

It  is  surely  a  sign  of  healthy  expansion  that  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  has  issued  dispensation  for  the  opening  of  Moray  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix  18°,  in  the  City  of  Vernon,  B.C.,  to  serve  the  Valleys  of 
Vernon  and  Nelson,  together  with  the  appointment  of  Ill. '.Bro. '.Alexan¬ 
der  R.  Smith  33°,  as  first  Most  Wise  Sovereign;  Ill. '.Bro. '.Harry  B. 
Everard  32°,  as  First  General  and  Sov.'. Prince  John  E.  Harvey  18°,  as 
Second  General.  We  note  this  is  the  first  new  Chapter  to  be  so  con¬ 
stituted  since  1930.  Our  best  wishes  for  its  prosperity. 

9.  Your  Committee  is  glad  to  learn  of  the  continued  increase  in 
membership  during  the  past  year,  but  fully  agree  with  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  that  quality  is  more  important  than  numbers. 

10.  Your  Committee  notes  with  satisfaction  the  contribution  during 
the  last  year  of  $5,000.00  to  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society  and  concurs 
in  the  request  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  that  a  sum  of  $10,000.00 
be  set  aside  for  emergency  grants  during  the  coming  year  upon  the  same 
conditions  as  governed  in  former  years. 

11.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  directed  our  attention 
to  a  most  important  matter  in  connection  with  the  care,  custody  and 
return  of  our  Rituals,  under  the  heading  “Ritual  Accounting ’k  The 
specific  directions  issued  to  all  Deputies  of  the  Supreme  Council,  if 
carried  out  in  all  the  Bodies,  should  result  in  complete  control  and  record, 
and  effectively  terminate  all  unwarranted  loss  and  improper  use  of  the 
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rituals.  In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  approval  of  the  issuance  of 
these  directions  should  be  given  and  every  possible  co-operation  afforded 
so  that  the  intent  may  be  accomplished.  The  situation  regarding  type¬ 
script  rituals  and  hand  written  extracts  may  possibly  have  to  await 
clearing  up,  pending  the  receipt  of  the  necessary  quantity  of  printed 
rituals,  particularly  in  Valleys  where  this  has  been  the  recognized  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  absence  of  the  proper  facilities;  I)ut  tliere  is  no  doubt  that 
there  have  been  abuses  which  careful  tabulation  and  recording  of 
sufficient  printed  and  numbered  rituals  would  obviate. 

12.  Your  Committee  is  greatly  pleased  to  note  the  very  satisfactory 
progress  reported  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  as  having  been 
made  in  connection  with  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General, 
particularly  in  the  very  happy  appointment  of  Ill. ’.Bro.’. John  H.  Cuddie 
33°,  formerly  of  the  Valley  of  Windsor,  as  Assistant  Grand  Secretary- 
General.  We  have  every  reason  to  feel  confident  that  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  last  Session  of  Supreme  Council  are  well  on  the  way  to  complete 
fulfilment. 

Your  Committee  notes  the  concern  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  in  the  matter  of  the  selection  of  our  places  of  annual  meeting 
so  that  the  effect  of  the  presence  of  Supreme  Council  may  influence  for 
good  the  energies  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  local  brethren  and  com¬ 
munity.  We  feel  confident  that  this  Supreme  Council  will  give  the  most 
earnest  consideration  to  any  proposed  amendment  to  the  Statutes  and 
Eegulations  which  has  in  view  the  implementing  of  a  greater  freedom 
of  action  in  that  direction.  Supreme  Council  should  not  overlook  the 
further  suggestion  as  to  the  advisability  of  relocating  the  Grand  Orient 
and  providing  the  proper  facilities  for  a  full  consideration  and  report  on 
the  possibilities,  possibly  by  a  special  committee. 

Your  Committee,  in  concluding  this  Eeport,  would  record  their 
pleasure  in  reviewing  so  eloquent  a  record  of  work  so  well  done  by  so 
faithful  and  so  gifted  a  Masonic  leader  as  our  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander. 

May  every  officer  and  member  catch  something  of  the  inspiration 
and  contribute  something  of  the  devotion,  which,  reflected  in  the  co¬ 
ordinated  efforts  of  all,  will  redound  to  the  great  and  lasting  benefit 
of  Canada,  that,  our  Country  being  rooted  and  grounded  in  Truth  may 
contribute  to  the  glory  of  God.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  GENERAL  STATE 

OF  THE  RITE 

Ill.'. Bro.’. Douglas  Fraser  33°,  presented  the  report  on 
the  General  State  of  the  Rite.  On  motion,  it  was  resolved 
that  Section  1  of  this  report  be  received  and  adopted  and 
that  Section  2  of  the  report  be  received  and  printed. 

SECTION  I 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  debt  of  each  member  and  of  the  Order  to  the  M.'.P.*. Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  has  increased  this  past  year  by  reason  of  his  complet¬ 
ing  the  task  of  visitation  to  every  body  of  the  Rite  throughout  the  entire 
Jurisdiction.  It  has  been  a  labour  of  love  and  a  demonstration  of 
devotion  to  duty;  it  involved  work  and  sacrifice  but  it  has  paid  rich 
di^'idends  in  fresh  inspiration,  good-will  and  renewed  enthusiasm. 

It  cannot  be  hoped  or  expected  that  succeeding  Commanders  will  be 
able  or  will  feel  called  upon  to  visit  so  extensively.  But  that  is  all  the 
more  l  eason  why  members  of  Supreme  Council,  and  this  includes  equally 
both  Active  and  Honourary  members,  should  realize  each  his  individual 
responsibility  for  the  well-being  and  progress  of  the  institution  and 
eml)race  every  opportunity  to  make  personal  contact  with  the  Lodges. 
If,  for  example,  an  itinerary  by  provinces  for  the  place  of  meeting  of 
Supreme  Council  for  some  years  hence  were  fixed  now  and  if  following 
each  meeting  the  Senior  Officers  would  spend  some  extra  time  visiting 
the  Bodies  in  that  and  the  adjoining  provinces;  or  if  when  members  plan 
to  travel  they  would  give  the  Deputies  interested  early  notice  and  would 
plan  to  devote  some  time  to  meeting  members  individually  or  in  Lodges; 
or  if  Deputies  and  presiding  officers  of  Lodges  would  recognize  the  duty 
of  inter-provincial  visitations, — by  these  and  other  means  which  readily 
suggest  themselves,  there  could  be  fostered  and  developed  a  sense  of 
cohesion  and  a  uniformity  of  practice  and  co-ordination  of  effort  of  in¬ 
estimable  value  to  the  Rite  generally.  Visitation  is  a  work  to  be  shared 
and  one  in  which  all  may  have  a  part. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  report  of  his  findings  and 
observations  pay  a  compliment  to  good  Avork  throughout  the  years  in  the 
various  Valleys — a  tribute  deserved  when  one  looks  back  at  the  war 
years,  and  the  depression  through  which  we  have  passed.  But  a  critical 
analysis  of  the  reports  read  with  the  comments  and  confessions  of  the 
Deputies  discloses  that  there  was  room  for  improvement  and  need  of 
inspection.

itli  the  new  impetus  to  the  suliordiiiate  Bodies  furnished  by  the 
Commander’s  visits  and  the  carrying  into  effect  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  Special  Committee  on  Central  Eeforms  we  may  look  forward  con¬ 
fidently  to  increased  efficiency  and  effectiveness  and  to  being  better 
equipped  to  take  our  destined  place  in  the  changing  world  of  tomorrow. 

Again  the  work  of  this  committee  is  made  immeasurably  lighter  by 
the  authoritative  report  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  on  the  state 
of  the  Eite  in  the  eastern  portions  of  the  Jurisdiction.  There  are, 
however,  matters  reported  by  the  Deputies  to  which  special  reference 
may  l)e  made  profitably  and  in  the  hope  that  we  may  present  a  compre¬ 
hensive  picture  of  the  general  state  of  the  Eite  we  offer  the  following 
analysis  and  comparisons  based  on  their  re])orts. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  substantial  increases  in  all  the  Bodies 
and  it  is  a  matter  for  satisfaction  that  we  have  attained  the  greatest 
}uimerical  strength  in  our  history,  a  total  of  13,827  members,  thereby 
exceeding  the  former  high  of  1931  by  94. 

1.  Membership:  However,  the  only  standard  by  which  to  measure 
our  progress  is  by  comparisons  based  on  percentages  and  of  these  the 
most  vitally  important  is  our  progress  in  relationship  to  Craft  Free¬ 
masonry.  Canadian  wide  Freemasonry  is  showing  definite  strength. 
During  the  past  Masonic  year  the  total  membership  in  the  Craft  has 
grown  to  168,924,  an  increase  of  3012,  or  a  percentage  of  1.8.  In  the  same 
period  our  net  increase  of  Master  Masons  who  have  joined  Lodges  of 
Perfection  is  706,  a  percentage  of  5.4— or  a  comparative  rate  of  three 
times  that  of  the  growth  of  the  Craft.  The  percentage  of  Scottish  Hite 
meml)ers  to  Craft  meniliers  has  increased  from  7.6  in  1944  to  8.2  in  1945, 
Avhich  means  that  we  now  have  approximately  2  members  out  of  every 
25  Craft  Freemasons  as  against  2  out  of  26  a  year  ago. 

While  this  is  a  real  advance  still  we  would  reiterate  that  we  are  far 
too  few  in  numbers  to  make  that  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  Free- 
Tnasonry  which  our  s})lendid  system  is  designed  to  afford  and  that  with  so 
much  desirable  material  ready  to  hand,  it  is  oiir  plain  duty  to  share  our 
secrets  with  ever-increasing  numbers  of  our  Brethren  of  the  Craft. 

Turning  now  to  relative  increases  among  the  several  Bodies  of  the 
Kite  the  following  comparative  tables  are  of  interest:

It  is  thus  demonstrated  that  our  gain  is  negative  rather  than  positive 
resulting  from  comparatively  fewer  deaths,  suspensions  and  withdrawals 
(i.e.  losses)  rather  than  increased  initiations,  affiliations  and  restora¬ 
tions  (i.e.  gains),  a  matter  of  serious  concern.

The  foregoing  suggest  the  following  comments  and  queries: 

(a)  While  following  a  decade  of  decreasing  membership  it  is  to  be 
expected  that  death  will  take  a  heavy  toll  we  are  happy  to 
record  that  w^e  have  been  mercifully  spared  in  both  junior 
Bodies  this  year  and  there  is  but  a  slight  advance  in  Consistories 
— our  losses  being  270,  189  and  137,  as  against  341,  232  and  132 
respectively,  a  year  ago.

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Tliese  statistics  are  of  the  utmost  importance  as  indicating  the  real 
success  or  failure  of  our  effort,  as  reflected  in  the  value  put  upon  it  by 
the  members.  Although  an  improvement  is  recorded,  we  again  express 
concern  over  the  number  of  withdrawals  and  urge  presiding  officers  to 
canvass  the  reasons  in  each  case  and  to  seriously  endeavour  to  compose 
any  difficulties  which  may  be  the  cause.  If  the  dimit  is  taken  because 
of  removal  then  it  should  be  seen  to  that  the  brother  is  contacted 
promptly  and  welcomed  by  the  Lodge  in  his  new  home.  We  are  happy 
to  welcome  members  Ijy  affiliation  and  to  see  goodly  numbers  restored 
to  good  standing.  These  are  healthy  signs.  We  are  particularly  gratified 
by  the  improved  conditions  in  the  matter  of  suspensions.  This  is  a 
drastic  ste]3  to  be  taken  only  as  a  last  resort  and  is  too  often  an  indica¬ 
tion  of  the  weakness  or  indifference  of  the  presiding  officer  or  the 
secretary. 

(c)  Last  year  we  pointed  out  that  Chapters  Rose  Croix  were  out-of- 
line  with  the  other  Bodies  in  the  matter  of  the  progression  of 
members  through  the  system  of  degrees.  The  Chapters  have 
remedied  the  matter  and  are  far  out  in  front  this  year.  The 
wide  discrepancy  in  membership  of  the  several  Bodies,  viz.  4987 
members  of  Perfection  who  have  not  advanced  to  Rose  Croix, 
and  3488  of  Rose  Croix  who  have  not  gone  to  Consistory  prompts 
one  to  seek  for  the  cause.  It  is  suggested  that  it  may  be  found 
either  in  our  arbitrary  regulations  for  elapsed  time  between 
degrees  or  in  the  prevailing  system  of  conferring  degrees  at  too 
infrequent  intervals  and  then  by  classes.  It  is  earnestly  hoped 
that  it  does  not  stem  from  disappointment  in  what  we  give  our 
initiates  or  in  our  neglect  of  them  after  attaining  membership. 

2.  Degree  Work: 

The  reports  of  the  Deputies  indicate  that  the  Bodies  generally  are 
most  industrious  in  the  matter  of  conferring  degrees  in  full  form,  there 
being  several  instances  where  all  degrees  of  Perfection,  at  least  three 
of  Rose  Croix  and  six  of  Consistory  are  worked  in  a  Jurisdiction. 

The  ‘^Constans’’  Drama  is  winning  popularity  and  is  filling  a 
definite  need  in  the  smaller  consistories.  It  furnishes  an  adequate 
olimax  to  our  system  and  is  capable  of  accommodation  to  the  number 
of  actors  and  the  paraphernalia  available.

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We  are  unable  to  give  a  precise  suininary  of  attendances  because  of 
failure  of  some  Deputies  to  furnish  details.  This  record  should  not  be 
overlooked.  However,  we  have  compiled  approximate  totals  and  find 
that  the  situation  generally  is  not  satisfactory.  While  the  attendances 
and  })ercentages  are  slightly  in  advance  of  a  year  ago  still  they  are  far 
below  what  they  should  be  for  these  highly  symbolic  and  commemorative 
ceremonials.  We  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  that  he  again  give  this  his  personal  attention. 

Of  the  provinces  reporting  it  is  noted  that  while  Manitoba  has  main¬ 
tained  its  splendid  attendance  in  Bethesda  Chai)ter  and  the  others  have 
remained  about  constant,  the  palm,  both  as  to  percentages  of  member¬ 
ship  and  increase,  goes  to  British  Columbia  with  69%  and  14% 
resi)ectively. 

4.  Deputies’  Reports: 

Special  items  from  the  ]‘ei)orts  of  Deputies  merit  mention.  This  year 
we  have  the  initial  reports  l)y  two  Brethren  whom  we  welcome  to  this 
important  office.  The  high  standard  of  these  reports  gives  pause  to  con¬ 
sider  whether  others  of  us  now  serving  should  not  urge  more  frequent 
changes  in  the  office  of  Deputy.  The  experience  gained  is  invaluable 
and  the  Bodies  under  our  charge  would  probably  profit  by  and  welcome 
the  fresh  approach  which  another  Brother  as  Deputy  would  give. 

All  the  Deputies  report  increased  membership  and  growing 
enthusiasm:  the  prospect  of  early  reunions  and  generally  harmony  pre¬ 
vailing.  In  the  matter  of  finances  we  suggest  that  Deputies  should  be 
charged  with  reporting  to  Supreme  Council  in  some  detail  the  standing 
of  the  various  Bodies.  The  matter  of  lodge  attendance  calls  for  careful 
consideration.  Some  guidance  on  these  matters  would  be  of  ultimate 
value  to  the  institution,  particularly  at  a  time  when  we  may  confidently 
anticipate  a  marked  growth.  Manitoba  has  taken  a  forward  step  in  the 
publication  of  a  ^‘Scottish  Rite  News  Bulletin”  and  has  thereby  set  an 
exam})le  to  Supreme  Council  Avhich  might  Avell  be  folloAved  without  delay. 
The  formation  of  a  new  Chapter  Rose  Croix  at  Vernon,  B.C.  augurs  well 
for  the  progress  of  the  Order  and  is  prol)ably  the  forerunner  of  a  number 
of  new  Bodies  in  the  not  too  distant  future.  Following  the  successful 
example  of  the  Nova  Scotia  l)rethren,  Saskatchewan  Bodies  have  set  up 
a  joint  committee  which  is  functioning  smoothly  in  co-ordinating  their 
common  interests  and  enterprises.  The  dinner  meeting  for  discussion 
between  the  presiding  officers  and  wardens  of  the  Hamilton  Bodies  and 
representatives  of  Supreme  Council  impresses  us  as  a  worthwhile 
innovation. 

The  preferred  position  of  the  Bodies  in  Ontario  permits  them  to 
enjoy  frequent  and  regular  visits  from  the  several  officers  of  Supreme 
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Council,  ail  as  detailed  l)y  the  Deputy  for  that  ]U‘oviuce.  Siniihir  services 
to  other  }U’ovinces  are  recorded  as  having  heeii  rendered  this  year  hv 
the  111.  Deputy  for  Alberta;  S.’.G.'. E’.G.'.Owen,  Hy.Iy.Gy.Sayer  and 
lll.'.Bro.'.Martland.  These  visits  are  of  the  greatest  value  and  should 
be  encouraged.  Di  the  same  category  are  the  activities  of  a  host  of 
Scottish  Rite  brethren  in  Craft  Freeniasonrv.  Of  these  the  outstanding 
recorded  this  year  are  the  installation  of  111. ’Jfros.’. Hamilton  and  Kings- 
mill  as  (irand  Master  and  Grand  Senior  Warden  of  Ontario  and  the 
investiture  of  Ill. ’.Bro.'. Wright  as  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick.  Their 
i)referment  in  Grand  Lodge  is  a  i)ractical  demnstration  of  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry  fulfilling  its  chief  end  and  purpose. 

Lastly  all  De})uties  e;  })ress  fervent  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  our 
deliverance  and  for  peace.  All  voice  their  convictions^  that  Freemasonry 
is  challenged  to  do  her  part  in  “winning  the  i)eace’’  and  their  confi¬ 
dence  that  she  will  do  her  full  share.  We  but  await  direction  and 
guidance,  for  thereon  de})ends  the  future  well-being  of  the  Rite. 

“The  bond)  brought  peace,  but  man  alone  can  keep  that  peace, 

.  .  .  Our  pilgrimage  as  brought  us  to  a  sublime  moment  in  the 
history  of  the  world.  From  the  least  to  the  greatest,  all  must 
strive  to  be  worthy  of  these  supreme  opportunities.  There  is 
not  an  hour  to  be  wasted;  there  is  not  a  day  to  be  lost.’’ 

(Winston  Churchill  in  House  of  Commons,  August  Hi,  1945.) 

The  veil  of  wartime  secrecy  is  being  lifted  and  we  glimpse  new 
wonders:  new  frontiers:  new  horizons.  We  face  great  changes  — 
“Nothing  stays  what  it  was  — -  not  the  sun,  nor  man’s  concept  of  God, 
nor  the  sovereignty  of  nations.  ’  ’  After  the  last  war  the  Covenant  was 
written  in  the  white  heat  of  high  idealism  —  But  idealism  was  not 
enough,  —  realism  had  to  be  added.  At  San  Francisco  on  June  26,  1945 
the  Charter  was  adoi)ted.  It  wisely  mixes  realism  and  idealism  and 
defines  practical  lines  along  which  a  better  world  may  be  realized.  In 
it  we  have  the  blueprint  for  the  Temple  on  which  we  now  must  labour. 
If  its  design  combines  Wisdom,  Strength  and  Beauty,  surel.v  none  other 
than  Freemasons  are  so  well  equipped  to  engage  in  the  building. 

Come  then,  let  us  to  the  task.

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SECTION  II 

We  regret  that  the  plan  approved  last  year  for  provision  at  this 
meeting  for  a  round  table  discussion  of  the  subjects  then  suggested  for 
consideration  and  in  which  Honourary  members  would  take  an  active 
part  could  not,  owing  to  the  exigencies  of  war  and  peace,  be  implemented. 
In  the  hope  that  an  early  opportunity  may  be  found  for  that  discussion 
and  in  order  that  the  uiatter  may  be  kept  before  the  Brethren  for  con¬ 
sideration,  we  append  the  following  suggested  further  topics  for  dis¬ 
cussion  and  repeat  the  comment  with  which  we  introduced  this  feature 
last  year. 

1.  That  there  be  established  an  extra-territorial  pool  of  memberships 
in  Supreme  Council  against  which  there  be  charged  members  who 
remove  permanently  from  the  province  of  original  appointment  and 
that  thereupon  that  province  be  entitled  to  another  nomination. 

2.  That  Supreme  Council  compile,  print  and  circulate  a  directory  of 
Lodge  meetings  throughout  Canada  for  the  information  of  travelling 
Brethren. 

3.  That  a  card  system  lie  devised  and  secretaries  of  all  Bodies  supplied 
therewith  to  be  filled  out  on  the  removal  of  a  member;  copies  to  go 
to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  the  Deputy  for  the  province 
to  which  the  Brother  removes. 

4.  Appointment  of  a  special  committee  on  Production  of  Degrees  to 
advise  on  floor  work,  costuming,  mechanics,  and  interpretation  and 
to  recommend  practical  improvements  in  the  ritualistic  work. 

5.  That  Supreme  Council  decise  and  print  suitable  certificates  for  past 
presiding  officers  available  by  purchase  for  presentations  by  the 
Lodges. 

6.  That  the  defined  powers  of  Deputies  be  extended  to  deal  with 
routine  matters  of  administration  by  dispensation. 

7.  That  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Proceedings  be  furnished  to  the  three 
Senior  Officers  of  every  Body. 

Moved  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Fraser,  seconded  by  Ill.'.Bro.’. 
Burd,  That  Section  I  of  the  Report  be  received  and  adopted, 
and  that  Section  II  be  received  and  printed. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  12  noon  and  the  brethren 
assembled  for  luncheon  in  the  Round  Room  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  Club,  with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  presiding.

Your  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Reports,  year  ending  August  31st,  1945,  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General 
and  Grand  Treasurer-General,  report  as  follows: 

1.  As  to  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General;  we  commend  the 
submission  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General  which,  so  far  as  we  are 
aware  is  a  practice  of  recent  origin. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  appointment  of  Ill, ‘.Bro. ‘.John  H. 
Cuddie,  33",  to  the  post  of  Assistant  Grand  Secretary-General,  which 
we  are  satisfied  will  result  in  increased  efficiency  of  the  office. 

When  the  inventory  of  furniture  and  supplies  owned  by  Supreme 
Council  has  l)een  completed,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  proper 
insurance  thereon.  * 

If  and  when  the  time  arrives  for  the  publication  by  Supreme 
Council  of  a  news-letter,  we  know  of  no  one  more  competent  to 
undei'take  the  work  tlmn  the  Illustrious  Grand  Secretary -Geneial. 
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2.  As  to  the  Keport  of  the  Grand  Treasurer-General;  this  rei)ort  is 
presented  in  meticulous  detail  as  usual.  It  is  particularly  gratifying 
t(>  oi)serve  that  revenue  account  shows  a  surplus  of  .^3,270. 56  as  com¬ 
pared  with  a  deficit  of  $1,215.58  a  year  ago,  a  hettermeut  in  oper¬ 
ations  of  $4,402.14. 

Conversion  during  the  year  of  securities  to  the  value  of 
$122,000.00  made  it  possible  to  reinvest  the  proceeds  at  a  capital 
gain  of  $9,461.50,  of  which  $9,000.00  is  reflected  in  the  total  of  new 
investments.  You  are  reminded,  as  stated  by  the  ill. '.Treasurer- 
General  that  this  is  not  a  recurring  item. 

Total  assets,  cash  and  securities  at  $231,333.04  is  an  increase  of 
$12,738.06  over  a  year  ago.  Revenue  from  investments  shows  an 
average  yield  of  3.56%  on  total  assets,  a  decrease  from  3.92%  last 
year,  which  is  readily  understandable. 

We  recommend  adoption  of  the  Reports.

Suclclenl>%  as  he  was  returning  from  a  Scottish  Rite  Re¬ 
union  committee  meeting,  Saturday  evening,  January  6th, 
1945,  Illustrious  Brother  John  Albert  Bobbie, 

C.M.,  was  called  to  his  eternal  rest.  The  Doctor  had  been  in 
greatly  improved  health  and,  during  the  evening,  had  taken 
an  active  part  in  the  business  of  the  committee.  Walking 
home  early,  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  listening  to  the 
hockey  broadcast,  as  he  reached  the  turning  in  to  his  home, 
271  O’Connor  Street,  he  was  seen  to  sink  on  the  sidewalk 
and  later  the  coroner  pronounced  death  as  instantaneous 
from  a  heart  attack. 

So  passed  from  our  earthly  ken  one  of  the  most  distin¬ 
guished  Freemasons  and  gentlemen  of  our  day,  leaving 
behind  an  unblemished  record  of  helpfulness  and  service  to 
his  fellow  men. 

John  Albert  Bobbie  was  born  in  Guelph,  Ontario,  on 
December  29,  1874,  son  of  James  Bobbie  and  Elizabeth  Ed¬ 
monson,  the  former  a  native  of  Scotland  and  the  latter  of 
Ireland.  John  was  the  third  of  four  children,  Isobel,  Wil¬ 
liam,  John  and  Jimena  Grace.  He  was  educated  in  the 
Guelph  public  schools  and  collegiate,  later  attending  Guelph 
Model  School.  Before  completing  his  education  as  a  teacher, 
he  taught  school  for  several  terms  near  Acton,  later  attend¬ 
ing  Normal  School  in  Toronto  and,  in  1898,  attending  the 
Normal  College  in  Hamilton,  following  which  he  accepted  a 
position  as  a  teacher  under  the  School  Board  of  St.  Thomas, 
in  September,  1899.  A  few  months  later  he  was  offered  the 
position  of  art  instructor  on  the  staff  of  the  Normal  School 
in  Ottawa,  and  began  his  duties  there  in  the  Spring  of  1900. 
Later  he  taught  in  the  Ottawa  Model  School  and  acted  as 
assistant  principal  under  Dr.  F.  A.  Jones.  During  these 
years  he  completed  his  course  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  of  Queen’s  University,  extra-murally.  He  entered  the 
medical  faculty  of  Queen’s  with  the  class  of  1914,  but  by 
hard  work  coupled  with  his  mature  experience,  he  graduated 
in  1913,  with  the  degree  of  M.D.  In  his  final  year  at  the 
University  he  was  senior  judge  of  the  Students’  Court  of  the 
medical  faculty,  over  which  he  presided  with  great  solem¬ 
nity,  dignity  and  justice.  By  his  wise  counsel  he  exercised 
a  real  influence  among  the  student  body. 

Upon  graduation  he  spent  a  year  in  Western  Hospital, 
Montreal,  and  some  months  in  practice  there  before  starting 
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his  medical  career  in  Ottawa.  In  February,  1927,  he  joined 
the  staff  of  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital  as  assistant  super¬ 
intendent,  becoming  superintendent  upon  the  retirement  of 
Dr.  Robertson  in  1939,  which  position  he  occupied  until 
March,  1942.  For  many  years  he  was  secretary-treasurer 
of  the  Ottawa  Medico-Chirurgical  Society. 

Early  in  January  1941  he  underwent  a  serious  opera¬ 
tion  which  confined  him  to  the  hospital  for  several  months 
and  he  had  resumed  his  official  duties  only  a  few  months 
when,  on  his  way  to  the  hospital,  he  was  struck  at  a  street 
intersection  by  an  automobile,  sustaining  several  serious 
fractures  which  kept  him  in  hospital  for  several  months 
further,  but  from  which  he  made  a  complete  recovery.  Dur¬ 
ing  all  this  series  of  unfortunate  experiences  the  Doctor 
remained  his  calm  and  unshaken  self,  by  sheer  force  of  will 
power,  preserving  a  constant  serenity  and  optimism  which 
was  at  once  the  wonder  and  inspiration  of  all  who  knew  him. 
As  he  had  brought  comfort  and  relief  to  a  host  of  others  by 
his  profession  of  healing,  who  now  rise  up  to  call  him 
“blessed,”  so  when  his  time  for  patience  and  endurance  came 
after  many  years  of  abundant  health,  he  was  able  to  demon¬ 
strate  the  qualities  of  fortitude  and  fidelity  which,  both  by 
his  skill  and  his  personal  faith  and  vitality,  he  had  so  often 
instilled  into  those  who  had  afflictions  to  bear. 

In  Masonry  he  found  the  congenial  sphere  for  his  activi¬ 
ties,  after  his  professional  duties  had  been  fulfilled,  an  out¬ 
let  for  his  craving  for  friendship  and  association  with  his 
fellowmen.  He  was  initiated  in  The  Builders’  Lodge  No. 
177,  on  November  14th,  1902,  passed  December  12th,  and 
raised  January  9th,  1903,  and  was  elected  Worshipful  Mas¬ 
ter  in  1925.  In  1928  at  London,  Ontario,  he  was  elected 
D.D.G.M.  of  the  Ottawa  District,  and  in  1937,  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  and  from  1939  to  1941,  he  occupied  the  office  of 
Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Dakota, 
near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 
At  the  time  of  his  passing  he  had  just  completed  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  a  Masonic  Bureau  for  the  City  of  Ottawa  and 
Westboro  and  acted  as  its  first  secretary-treasurer.  He  had 
for  years  been  Honourary  President  of  the  Ottawa  Past 
Masters’  Association,  and  the  Temple  Athletic  Association. 
The  Doctor  was  keenly  interested  in  sports,  and  was  an  en¬ 
thusiastic  follower  of  baseball,  hockey,  bowling,  and  a 
familiar  figure  in  the  Ottawa  Masonic  Temple  club  rooms. 
In  his  younger  days  he  was  an  outstanding  athlete. 
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He  was  an  outstanding  Scottish  Rite  Mason,  receiving 
his  14°  in  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  January  8th, 
1906,  the  18°  in  Murray  Sovereign  Chapter  Rose  Croix  on 
March  11th,  1920,  being  elected  T.'.P.'.G.'.M.'.in  1923  and 
M.'.W.'.S.’.in  1930,  and  the  32°  in  Moore  Consistory  in  May 
1922.  He  was  coroneted  33°  on  October  7th,  1925,  in  Mont¬ 
real,  and  crowned  an  Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council  on 
October  4th,  1933,  in  Ottawa.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  Grand  Marshal  of  Supreme  Council  and  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Bolivia. 

He  was  made  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland 
in  Hamilton  in  1935. 

The  Masonic  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  The 
Builders’  Lodge  on  the  evening  of  January  8th,  conducted 
by  the  Worshipful  Master  George  McCann  and  his  officers, 
assisted  by  Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  Dr.  E.  T.  Wood,  D.D.G.M.,  Ottawa 
District,  representing  the  Grand  Master,  M.  Wor.  Bro.  T.  C. 
Wardley;  R.  W.  Bro.  C.  M.  Pitts,  P.D.D.G.M.,  representing 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Most  Puissant  Bro. ‘.Dr. 
D.  G.  Mcllwraith,  and  Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  Canon  L.  F.  Crothers, 
representing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  The  full  Temple 
choir  was  present  with  about  400  brethren  from  Ottawa  and 
District  and  many  present  and  past  Grand  Lodge  officers. 

The  following  evening,  Tuesday,  January  9th,  a  public 
memorial  service  was  held,  conducted  by  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Thomas 
Eakin,  D.D.,  formerly  a  minister  of  Guelph  and  later  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  Knox  College,  Toronto,  and  past  Grand  Chaplain  of 
Grand  Lodge,  a  lifelong  friend,  at  which  a  most  representa¬ 
tive  company  of  officials  of  the  city  of  Ottawa,  members  of 
the  medical  profession,  the  Masonic  Order  and  friends  of 
every  walk  of  life  attended  to  pay  their  last  affectionate 
respects.  The  honourary  pallbearers  were  R.  W.  Bro. 
Charles  S.  Hamilton,  D.G.M.,  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  Dr.  J.  Fenton  Argue,  Sidney  F.  Smith, 
J.  Clark  Reilly,  D.  A.  Esdale,  Alex  McRae,  A.  H.  Brown  and 
C.  M.  Pitts. 

Interment  was  made  in  the  family  plot,  Woodlawn 
Cemetery,  Guelph,  on  arrival  from  Ottawa  at  2  p.m.,  Wed¬ 
nesday,  January  10th,  arrangements  there  having  been  com¬ 
pleted  by  Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  T.  E.  Green,  D.D.G.M.,  Wellington 
District.  The  interment  service  was  conducted  by  Bro.  Rev. 
J.  C.  Grier,  Minister  of  Knox  Presbyterian  Church,  Guelph. 
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The  family  was  represented  by  R.  W.  Bro.  C.  M.  Pitts,  wha 
was  accompanied  to  Guelph  by  Wor.  Bro.  McCann, 
and  Wor.  Bro.  John  Heisler,  P.M.,  of  The  Builders’  Lodge, 
Ottawa.  The  honourary  pallbearers  included  Most  Puissant 
Bro.'.D.  G.  Mcllwraith,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  A.'. 
&  A.'.S.’.R.'.,  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Dr.  J.  A.  Simpson,  Ill. ‘.Deputy  for 
Ontario,  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Stuart  H.  Lees,  Grand  Secretary-General, 
Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Frank  Copus,  Ill. ‘. Bro. ‘.G.  Fred  Kingsmill,  Ill.'. 
Bro. ‘.Hugh  M.  Dunlop,  all  Active  Members  of  Supreme

Purposes  of  Grand  Lodge,  together  with  H.  E.  Cosford, 
P.D.D.G.M.,  and  E.  A.  Hales.  Attending  to  do  honour  to 
their  distinguished  brother  and  friend  were  W.  Bro.  John 
Van  Loon,  W.M.,  Acacia  Lodge,  Hamilton;  Alex.  Jaffray, 
P.D.D.G.M.,  Wellington  District  and  Secretary  of  the  Scot¬ 
tish  Rite  in  the  Valley  of  Guelph;  C.  Penfold,  P.D.D.G.M., 
Guelph;  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.James  McGregor,  Guelph,  Honourary 
Member  of  Supreme  Council;  Rowland  Fell,  W.M.,  Speed 
Lodge,  Guelph;  Major  R.  M.  Field,  Wellington  District 
Chaplain. 

The  eloquent  eulogy  of  Rev.  Dr.  Eakin,  delivered  at  the 
funeral  service  in  Ottawa,  fittingly  sums  up  what  should  be 
recorded  in  lasting  memory  of  our  beloved  friend,  John 
Dobbie : 

“Many  words  would  be  superfluous  on  an  occasion  such 
as  this.  Lives  are  more  eloquent  than  words,  and  the  life  of 
our  friend  was  eloquent  of  his  work  and  worth ;  but  I  am 
impelled  to  pay  my  tribute,  imperfect  though  it  may  be,  to 
the  memory  of  one  whom  we  all  knew  and  loved.  He,  though 
dead,  yet  speaks,  and  that  life  tells  us  of  some  of  the  finest 
and  most  directive  things  in  human  experience.  It  tells  of  a 
home  where  high  ideals  were  cherished  and  where  he  re¬ 
ceived  an  impulse  toward  the  best  things. 

“As  a  teacher  of  youth  in  his  early  days,  he  exercised  a 
pronounced  influence ;  later,  as  a  member  of  one  of  the 
greatest  professions,  he  attained  by  unsparing  effort  and 
ability  a  recognized  distinction.  It  was  natural  that  he 
should  have  a  host  of  friends  because  he  had  a  genius  for 
friendship.  It  was  my  privilege  to  know  him,  and  increas¬ 
ing  knowledge  brought  increasing  appreciation.  He  had 
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two  great  characteristics,  perfect  simplicity  and  perfect 
sincerity ;  of  him,  one  could  fittingly  use  that  Scriptural 
rule  of  life :  ‘Whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  things 
are  honest,  whatsoever  things  are  just,  whatsoever  things 
are  pure,  whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things 
are  of  good  report,  think  on  these  things/ 

“His  influence,  as  I  have  intimated,  was  great,  and  all 
the  more  so  because  it  was  unconscious.  There  was  nothing 
theatrical  nor  affected  about  him;  he  was  just  himself, 
‘imperial,  plain  and  true,’  and,  to  quote  the  words  of  a 
famous  French  writer,  he  leaves  ‘a  legacy  of  rich  remem¬ 
brances.’ 

“There  is  another  thing  which  this  and  all  other  good 
lives  would  tell  us:  it  is  that  in  such  lives  we  have  the 
greatest  argument  for  immortality ;  such  lives  are  not  ended 
by  the  cessation  of  physical  activities  which  we  call  death ; 
that  would  be  waste  and  there  is  no  waste  in  this  marvellous 
universe.  Call  it  transition  or  transformation  if  you  like, 
but  not  end.  My  own  belief  is  simple  and  I  think  reason¬ 
able;  it  is  that  we  begin  there  where  we  left  off  here,  but 
under  other  conditions,  and  we  begin  with  whatever  we  have 
grown  of  soul-quality,  and  so  it  is  like  passing  from  one 
room  to  another  in  the  Father’s  House.  I  quite  agree  with 
the  philosopher-poet.  Browning,  who  speaks  of 

‘Life  after  life  in  an  infinite  series,  only  the  scale’s 
to  be  changed — that’s  all.’ 

“Equally  do  I  agree  with  his  brother  in  fame, — 

‘Thou  wilt  not  leave  us  in  the  dust, 

Thou  madest  man;  he  knows  not  ivhy ; 

He  thinks  he  ivas  not  made  to  die, 

And  Thou  hast  made  him;  Thou  are  just’.” 

Dr.  Dobbie  was  unmarried  and  leaves  to  mourn  in  his 
immediate  family,  two  unmarried  sisters,  Isobel,  at  present 
living  in  Victoria,  B.C.,  and  Jimena  Grace,  at  home.  His 
brother.  Dr.  William  James  Dobbie,  formerly  superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  Weston  Sanitorium,  near  Toronto,*  predeceased 
him  in  1941,  and  his  sister-in-law,  Mrs.  Mabel  Dobbie, 
resides  in  Toronto. 

We  say  farewell  to  our*  friend  apd  brother  with  the 
actual  words  he  himself  employed  in  presenting  the  last 
50-year  medal  in  his  Mother  Lodge,  “Not  what  I  gain,  but 
what  I  give,  measures  the  worth  of  this  life  I  live.”

ILL.-.BRO.-.COL.  JAMES  CHISHOLM,  K.C.,  E.D.,  33 
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ILLUSTRIOUS  BROTHER  COL.  JAMES  CHISHOLM, 33^ 

Col.  James  Chisholm,  K.C.,  E.D.,  lawyer,  soldier,  church 
worker  and  an  outstanding  citizen,  died  21st  November, 
1944,  at  the  Hamilton  General  Hospital.  His  death  removes 
from  the  life  of  his  community  a  man  whose  influence  was 
felt  in  many  spheres  but  notably  in  legal,  military,  civic, 
church  and  fraternal  circles,  and  one  whose  tenacity  of  pur¬ 
pose  and  integrity  have  been  characteristic  throughout  a 
lengthy  life. 

Born  in  Hamilton,  April  1st,  1858,  he  was  the  second 
son  and  the  third  child  of  William  Chisholm,  lumber  merch¬ 
ant,  who  was  born  in  Caithness-shire,  and  Janet  Robertson, 
born  in  Renfrewshire,  Scotland.  He  never  forgot  his  Scot¬ 
tish  ancestry  and  many  times  during  his  life  his  love  of 
Scottish  customs  and  practices  was  evidenced. 

Educated  at  St.  Andrew’s  Ward  School,  Central  School 
and  Hamilton  Grammar  School,  later  the  Collegiate  Insti¬ 
tute,  he  had  a  notable  career  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 
In  1874  he  took  a  double  scholarship,  but,  dropping  his 
classics  in  his  third  year,  he  graduated  in  1879,  taking  the 
gold  medal  in  modern  languages.  He  obtained  an  LL.B. 
degree  from  Queen’s  University,  Kingston,  in  1892. 

Admitted  to  practice  in  1882  after  being  articled  in  law 
to  the  late  I.  B.  McQuesten,  he  was  taken  into  the  firm  of 
Jones,  McQuesten  &  Chisholm  the  same  year.  On  the  retire¬ 
ment  of  Mr.  Jones  in  1886,  he  continued  with  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Questen  until  his  death  in  1888,  and  afterwards  alone  until 
1891,  when  W.  A.  Logie,  afterwards  Major-General  Logie, 
(and  later  Mr.  Justice  Logie  until  his  death  in  1933), 
became  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Chisholm  &  Logie. 

In  1911  he  took  as  a  junior  partner  Thomas  B.  McQues¬ 
ten,  younger  son  of  his  former  principal  partner,  who  in 
1934  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Ontario  Legislature  and 
became  Minister  of  Highways. 

The  late  Colonel  Chisholm  retained  a  lifetime  interest 
in  educational  matters.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Hamilton 
Board  of  Education  from  1895  to  1905  and  chairman  of  the 
Board  in  1903.  He  was  an  elected  member  of  the  senate  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  for  the  twenty  years  from  1900  to 
1920.  In  1903  he  endowed  a  gold  medal,  known  as  the  John 
M.  Buchan  gold  medal,  for  proficiency  in  classics  and 
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English  at  the  leaving  examinations  in  the  Central  Col¬ 
legiate  Institute. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  Col.  Chisholm  was  president  of 
the  Central  Old  Boys’  Association,  in  which  he  always  took 
a  lively  interest,  and  was  honourary  president  of  the  Hamil¬ 
ton  Alumni  Association  of  graduates  of  the  University  of 
Toronto. 

A  Presbyterian,  baptized  in  MacNab  Street  Presby¬ 
terian  Church,  Col.  Chisholm  was  elected  to  the  board  of 
management  in  1883  and  retired  in  1938.  He  had  a  deep  and 
abiding  interest  in  all  church  matters,  but  was  particularly 
interested  in  financing  and  management  of  the  church.  His 
record  of  service,  twenty-eight  years  as  treasurer  and 
twenty-one  years  as  chairman  of  the  board  during  his  fifty- 
five  years’  service,  was  recognized  by  the  elders  and  man¬ 
agers  in  February  1938.  At  that  time  he  was  the  guest  of 
honour  at  a  dinner  when  a  silver  bowl  and  walking  cane 
were  presented  to  him. 

His  association  with  military  matters,  which  extended 
over  most  of  his  long  life,  began  as  a  private  in  the  Queen’s 
Own  Rifles,  while  a  student  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 
When  the  91st  Highlanders,  the  forerunner  of  the  present 
Argylls,  was  organized  in  1903  by  Col.  Logie,  his  legal  part¬ 
ner,  Major  Chisholm  became  paymaster  and  treasurer  of 
that  unit. 

When  the  173rd  Overseas  Battalion  was  organized  De- 
cemebr,  1915,  he  offered  his  services  and  proceeded  overseas 
as  paymaster  in  1916,  with  the  rank  of  major.  After  a  few 
months  at  head  pay  office,  London,  he  returned  in  April, 
1917.  He  maintained  an  active  interest  in  military  matters 
through  the  years,  becoming  honourary  lieutenant-colonel  of 
the  Argyll  &  Sutherland  Highlanders  on  December  19th, 
1924,  which  appointment  he  held  until  May,  1936,  when  he 
succeeded  his  friend,  the  late  Col.  Moodie,  as  honourary 
colonel  of  the  unit.  In  May,  1932,  with  Col.  Moodie,  he  re¬ 
ceived  the  first  officers’  Efficiency  Decorations  presented 
in  Hamilton. 

The  observation  made  by  Lt.-Col.  J.  H.  Vincent,  O.C., 
when  Col.  Chisholm  was  appointed  honourary  colonel,  was  a 
fitting  one.  “The  Colonel  has  his  heart  in  everything  Scot¬ 
tish  and  the  Kilties  are  delighted  with  his  appointment,”  he 
said. 
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This  was  true  in  many  ways  and  was  evidenced  once 
more  when  in  December,  1937,  he  spoke  to  officers  of  this 
unit  and  related  some  of  his  experiences  on  a  trip  overseas, 
not  the  least  interesting  being  that  of  his  audience  with  the 
regiment’s  colonel-in-chief,  H.R.H.  the  Princess  Louise,  to 
whom  he  presented  a  silver  “quaich,”  or  Highland  cup,  on 
behalf  of  the  Kilties. 

Admitted  to  Masonry  in  September,  1882,  in  St.  John’s 
Lodge  No.  40,  G.R.  Canada,  he  became  Master  in  1896.  He 
was  also  a  member  of  Temple  Lodge  No.  324,  Hamilton.  He 
entered  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Free¬ 
masonry  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  May  1st,  1888,  re¬ 
ceiving  his  14°  on  October  2nd  of  that  year,  followed  by  his 
18°  on  January  2nd,  1889  and  his  32°  January  24th,  1890. 
Supreme  Council  honoured  him  with  the  33°  October  2nd, 
1928.  In  1893  he  became  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Grand 
Lodge  for  Ontario  and  Quebec,  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  and 
at  the  time  of  his  death  was  the  oldest  member. 

His  interests  included  membership  in  the  St.  Andrew’s 
Benevolent  Society,  which  he  joined  in  1884,  becoming  its 
secretary  shortly  after  and  president  in  1892  and  1893.  For 
the  last  thirty-five  years  he  was  treasurer. 

The  late  Colonel  Chisholm  took  an  active  interest  in 
politics  for  many  years  and  from  1903  to  1907  was  president 
of  the  Hamilton  Reform  Association  and  for  three  years 
was  president  of  the  Hamilton  Law  Association. 

On  October  19th,  1889,  he  was  married  to  Annie  M. 
Stewart,  daughter  of  William  Stewart,  of  Hamilton,  a  well- 
known  architect.  She  died  July  31,  1890,  leaving  no  issue 
and  Colonel  Chisholm  did  not  remarry. 

A  sister.  Miss  Elizabeth  Chisholm,  at  home,  survives, 
along  with  a  number  of  nieces  and  nephews. 

Following  a  private  service  at  his  late  residence,  77 
Claremont  Drive,  on  Saturday,  November  25th,  the  body 
was  taken  to  MacNab  Street  Presbyterian  Church,  his  spir¬ 
itual  home  throughout  his  whole  long  life,  for  military 
funeral. 

The  Argyll  &  Sutherland  Highlanders  of  Canada  (P.L.) 
Regiment  under  the  command  of  Lieut-Colonel  H.  D.  Fear- 
man,  attended  in  a  body  and  a  number  of  officers  from  sister 
units  were  also  in  attendance.  The  service  was  conducted

bench,  the  bar,  the  Masonic  Order  and  of  other  benevolent 
and  fraternal  organizations.  The  casket  was  borne  from 
the  church  on  the  shoulders  of  six  stalwart  non-commis¬ 
sioned  officers  to  the  strains  of  a  lament  played  by  the 
pipers  and  was  conveyed  on  a  gun-carriage  to  Hamilton 
cemetery,  where  interment  took  place.

The  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry 
in  Manitoba,  lost  an  earnest,  loyal,  and  valued  member, 
when  on  December  1st,  1944,  Illustrious  Brother  Jackson 
passed  to  rest,  after  a  short  illness  in  the  Misericordia  Hos¬ 
pital,  Winnipeg,  Manitoba. 

Illustrious  Brother  Jackson  was  an  active  worker  in 
the  various  Bodies  of  Freemasonry.

He  was  born  in  Columbus,  Ontario,  on  June  4th,  1861, 
of  English  parents,  and  was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  resided  in  Hamilton  from 
1875  until  1897,  when' he  removed  to  Winnipeg,  Manitoba. 

He  was  associated  with  the  Walter  Woods  Company  of 
Hamilton  for  forty  years,  and  was  manager  of  their  western 
business  for  twenty-one  years,  retiring  in  1918  to  establish 
the  business  of  George  N.  Jackson  &  Son,  with  head  office 
in  Winnipeg,  and  branch  office  in  Vancouver,  B.C. 

In  1897  Ill. '.Bro.*. Jackson  married  Miss  Lucy  Bowes  of 
Hamilton,  Ontario,  who  predeceased  him  in  1926,  in  1932 
he  married  Miriam  Lawrie,  of  Morris,  Manitoba,  who  pre¬ 
deceased  him  in  1941. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Jackson  had  been  closely  identified  with 
many  community  endeavors,  and  public  service  organiza¬ 
tions  : 

Past  President  of  Winnipeg  Board  of  Trade  1915-16 
Past  President  of  Canadian  Credit  Men’s  Trust  Association 
Past  President  of  Winnipeg  Y.M.C.A. 

Past  President  of  Assiniboine  Lawn  Bowling  Club 
Member  of  Board  of  Governors  of  Wesley  College 
Member  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Winnipeg 
Represented  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan  at  a  meeting  of 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  Empire  held  in  London,  Eng¬ 
land,  in  the  year  1916,  and  had  travelled  extensively  in 
China  and  Japan. 

Wm.  J.  Jackson  of  Hamilton,  and  Thos.  Jackson  of 
Winnipeg,  are  younger  brothers,  and  Mrs.  C.  G.  Booker  of 
Hamilton  is  a  sister. 

Ill. '.Bro. '.Jackson  is  survived  by  one  son,  G.  Herbert 
Jackson,  14°,  of  Winnipeg,  and  three  grandsons,  Donald 
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Jackson  with  the  Canadian  Army,  overseas,  Herbert  S. 
Jackson  with  the  R.C.A.F.  in  Canada,  and  Robert  Jackson 
attending  school. 

Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Jackson  was  initiated  in  Acacia  Lodge  No.  61 
in  Hamilton,  in  the  year  1892,  and  was  a  Life  Member  of 
that  Lodge. 

He  affiliated,  with  Ionic  Lodge  No.  25,  Winnipeg,  Mani¬ 
toba,  in  1906,  and  served  as  Worshipful  Master  in  1912,  was 
elected  D.D.G.M.  1916,  and  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  1921. 

On  June  22nd,  1901  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Jackson  received  the  14° 
in  the  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  presided  as  T.‘. 
P.'.G.’.M.’.in  1910 ;  presided  as  M.W.S.  of  Bethesda  Chapter 
Rose  Croix  18°  1911-12  and  as  Commander-in-Chief  of 
Manitoba  Consistory  32°,  1918-20.  In  the  year  1922  Ill.’. 
Bro. ’.Jackson  was  coroneted  an  Honourary  Member  of 
Supreme  Council  33°. 

Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Jackson  never  lost  his  interest  in  Free¬ 
masonry,  his  code  of  life  was  simple,  embracing  as  it  did, 
besides  his  devotion  to  his  church,  an  unswerving  belief  in 
Freemasonry. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  in  Young  United  Church, 
with  burial  in  Elmwood  Cemetery,  Rev.  Bro.  Dr.  W.  E. 
Donnelly,  Pastor  of  Young  United  Church  conducted  the 
service. 
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ILLUSTRIOUS  BROTHER  FRANK  KITTSON  EBBITT,  33° 

Died  January  26th,  1945.  It  is  hard,  within  the  neces¬ 
sarily  prescribed  limits  of  a  memorial  notice,  to  compass  at 
all  worthily  the  life  and  activities  of  a  man  like  Frank 
Ebbitt.  He  was  one  of  those  rare  individuals  who  seem  able 
to  adapt  themselves  to  every  effort,  who  without  hesitation 
take  hold  of  any  task  which  they  think  it  their  duty  to  essay 
and  carry  it  forward  to  a  glorious  finish.  He  had  boundless 
energy  and  an  immense  capacity  for  friendship,  and  he  ac¬ 
cepted  the  tasks  set  before  him  with  a  boyish  exuberance 
that  easily  belied  his  years  as  his  history  will  testify. 

Born  July  17th,  1872  in  Montreal,  Quebec,  of  Irish 
parentage  from  the  county  of  Cavan,  Northern  Ireland,  he 
received  his  education  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  that 
city  and  came  to  the  north  country  in  1894,  being  employed 
with  the  J.  R.  Booth  Lumber  Company  till  1904,  and  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Haileybury  at  the  mission  built  by  the  priests  at 
the  narrows  of  Lake  Temiskaming,  access  to  which,  at  that 
time,  was  by  boat  from  Temiskaming,  Quebec,  in  summer 
and  by  road  from  Kipawa,  Quebec,  and  Kipawa  Lake  during 
the  winter. 

It  was  while  there  that  he  contracted  typhoid  fever  and 
was  taken  to  Ottawa,  where  he  met  his  wife-to-be.  Miss  R. 
Anne  De  Pencier,  a  nurse.  They  were  married  at  Toronto 
in  1898  by  Mrs.  Ebbitt’s  brother,  then  curate  at  St.  Alban’s, 
Toronto,  now  Archbishop  and  Metropolitan  of  British 
Columbia,  and  it  was  fitting  that  in  later  years  tribute 
should  come  to  these  two  men  while  still  active  in  public 
life  by  naming  the  stations  Ebbitt  and  De  Pencier  along  the 
Moosonee  extension  of  the  T.  &  N.O.  Railway. 

Following  a  sojourn  in  Toronto  for  four  years,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ebbitt  with  their  daughter,  Frances,  returned  to 
Haileybury  in  1908  with  the  A.  J.  Murphy  Lumber  Company 
until  1913,  when  he  joined  the  Abitibi  Power  &  Paper  Com¬ 
pany  and  came  to  the  present  site  of  Iroquois  Falls,  then 
bush,  travelling  from  Matheson  down  the  Black  and  Abitibi 
Rivers.  Since  then  he  served  the  company  in  the  various 
positions  of  accountant,  manager  in  charge  of  offices  and 
secretary  to  the  general  manager,  and  working  at  what  he 
was  pleased  to  call  his  hobby:  “Rendering  service  to  all 
organizations  in  the  North.”  He  gave  generously  of  his  time 
in  different  positions  and  his  ability  to  lead  made  him  a  con- 
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spicuous  figure  in  the  Masonic,  church  and  public  life  of  the 
community  of  his  adoption  as  well  as  in  the  district  as  a 
whole. 

His  Masonic  career  shows  ceaseless  activity  from  the 
time  of  his  initiation  in  Mattawa  Lodge  No.  405,  Mattawa, 
Ontario,  on  December  4th,  1900.  While  living  in  Toronto  he 
affiliated  with  Ashlar  Lodge  No.  247,  and  on  returning  to 
Haileybury  he  became  a  charter  member  of  Haileybury 
Lodge  No  485,  and  was  its  first  Senior  Warden,  becoming 
Worshipful  Master  December  2nd,  1909,  and  a  life  member 
May  21st,  1934.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  Abitibi  Lodge 
No.  540,  Iroquois  Falls,  Ontario,  when  it  was  formed  in 
1918,  and  was  its  first  Worshipful  Master.  He  was  appoint¬ 
ed  Grand  Steward  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  in  1911,  elected  D.D.G.M.  of  Temiskam- 
ing  District  in  1922  and  appointed  to  the  Board  of  General 
Purposes  of  Grand  Lodge  from  1928  to  1932.  In  1923  he 
was  appointed  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California  near  our  Grand  Lodge  on  the  recommendation  of 
M.W.  Bro.  W.  N.  Ponton,  our  Grand  Master  at  that  time. 
He  was  also  made  a  member  of  Quatuor  Coronati  Lodge, 
London,  England ;  of  Lodge  of  Research,  Dublin,  Ireland, 
and  of  the  National  Research  Society,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  U.S.A. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Memorial  Fund  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Temiskaming  District,  a  past  -  president  of  the 
District  Past  Masters’  Association  and  was  appointed  his¬ 
torian  of  Abitibi  Lodge  in  1927 

Capitular  Masonry  records  his  exaltation  in  Temiskam¬ 
ing  Chapter  No.  196,  New  Liskeard,  Ontario,  on  October 
29th,  1909  in  his  37th  year.  He  assisted  in  the  institution 
of  Abitibi  Chapter  No.  223,  Iroquois  Falls,  Ontario,  August 
19th,  1920  and  was  its  first  Excellent  First  Principal.  He 
was  elected  Grand  Superintendent  for  Temiskaming  District 
in  1925,  served  on  the  Executive  Council  of  Grand  Chapter 
and  was  appointed  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  U.  S. 
A.,  near  our  Grand  Chapter. 

In  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  he  received 
his  14°  in  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  June,  1906  and  his 
18°  in  Toronto  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  November,  1906,  ad¬ 
vancing  through  the  Consistory  degrees  to  his  32°  in  Moore 
Consistory,  Hamilton,  Ontario  on  May  3rd,  1922.  In  Octo¬ 
ber,  1923  he  was  coroneted  an  Inspector-General  33°  and  an 
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Honourary  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Do¬ 
minion  of  Canada.  He  was  also  a  life  member  of  the  Tor¬ 
onto,  Barrie  and  North  Bay  Valleys  as  well  as  a  member  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  Club  of  Hamilton,  Ontario. 

Active  in  church  affairs,  he  took  a  deep  interest  in  his 
church.  He  largely  assisted  in  the  establishment  of  St. 
Mark’s  Anglican  Church  at  Iroquois  Falls  and  was  vestry 
clerk  from  1915  to  1933.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Moosonee  Diocese,  honourary  lay-secretary  of 
the  same  and  a  delegate  to  the  Provincial  Synod  of  Rupert’s 
Land. 

He  was  a  prominent  figure  in  municipal  affairs,  start¬ 
ing  as  a  town  councillor  in  Haileybury  in  1911.  He  was 
named  enumerator  when  the  town  of  Iroquois  Falls  was  in¬ 
corporated  in  1914,  served  as  councillor  during  1921-24  and 
mayor  from  1925  to  1930.  He  was  appointed  town  treasurer 
in  1931  and  latterly  performed  the  duties  of  town  clerk  and 
secretary  of  the  local  ration  board  in  that  area  as  well. 

He  was  instrumental  in  organizing  the  Red  Cross 
Branch  there  in  1915,  becoming  its  vice-president  and  when 
the  Porcupine  fire  swept  the  district  in  1916  he  was  in 
charge  of  the  local  relief  committee,  administrating  relief 
from  a  tent,  set  up  on  the  site  of  the  present  golf  course. 
And  following  the  Haileybury  fire  in  1922,  he  was  des¬ 
patched  to  Englehart  by  the  Company  with  a  carload  of  food 
and  clothing  donated  by  the  Company  and  citizens  of 
Iroquois  Falls  to  assist  in  distributing  relief  to  stricken 
families  there. 

He  served  as  president  and  as  secretary  of  the  Iroquois 
Falls  Board  of  Trade  and  was  actively  associated  with  the 
Toronto  Board  of  Trade  and  Ontario  Associated  Boards  of 
Trade  and  Chambers  of  Commerce,  filling  the  positions  of 
third  and  second  vice-president  during  1927  and  1928.  He 
also  assumed  the  duties  of  secretary  of  the  Temiskaming 
and  Northern  Ontario  Associated  Boards  of  Trade  for  the 
years  1921  and  1922. 

His  passing  was  a  shock  to  the  community.  On  Wednes¬ 
day,  January  24th  he  went  to  the  hospital,  “for  a  few  days’ 
rest”  he  told  those  he  talked  to.  On  Friday  afternoon  he 
was  up  and  around,  visiting  others  in  the  hospital  but  about 
6:30  p.m.  he  had  a  weak  turn  and  never  rallied,  passing  on 
a  few  moments  later. 
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He  was  brought  to  lie  in  the  Anglican  Parish  Hall  on 
Sunday  afternoon  where  the  local  brethren  stood  guard  until 
interment  on  Monday,  January  29th,  at  2:00  p.m.  Follow¬ 
ing  a  Masonic  service  in  the  Hall  the  procession  passed  into 
St.  Mark’s  Anglican  Church,  where  the  beautiful  and  solemn 
church  service  was  held,  and  thence  to  the  cemetery  where 
he  was  left  sleeping  beside  the  companion  of  his  former  toils. 

In  their  hour  of  sorrow  our  deepest  sympathies  are 
extended  to  his  daughter,  Frances,  (Mrs.  C.  W.  R.  Day  of 
Iroquois  Falls)  and  two  sisters.  Miss  G.  Ebbitt  and  Mrs.  E. 
F.  Duggan,  both  of  Montreal. 

We  mourn,  to-day,  a  true  gentleman,  firm  friend  and 
welcome  comrade.  Those  with  whom  he  had  to  do — his 
co-untless  friends — all  are  touched  with  sorrow  and  regret, 
yet  all  rejoice  we  are  privileged  to  have  known  so  dear  a 
heart  and  to  have  been  somewhat  close  to  him.  The  world, 
indeed,  is  better  because  he  lived. 


ILL.-.BRO.'.ALEXANDER  JAFFRAY,  33" 
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ILLUSTRIOUS  BROTHER  ALEXANDER  JAFFRAY,  33° 

A  great  void  was  created  in  the  ranks  of  Freemasonry, 
and  especially  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Valley  of  Guelph,  when 
in  the  early  morning  hours  of  Sunday,  January  28th,  1945, 
at  the  Guelph  General  Hospital,  the  soul  of  Ill. '.Bro.'. Alex¬ 
ander  Jaffray  entered  Eternal  Life.  He  had  been  active 
until  about  ten  days  earlier,  when  he  was  stricken  by  a 
malady  with  which  his  dynamic  spirit  had  struggled  valiant¬ 
ly  for  about  two  years.  He  had  lived  courageously,  and  died 
as  true  Masons  do — fearlessly,  and  we  doubt  not  that  when 
he  passed  over  “the  trumpets  sounded  for  him  on  the  other 
side.’'  His  last  social  evening  had  been  spent  with  a  number 
of  his  brethren  at  the  home  of  one  of  them  at  bridge.  It 
was  his  favourite  game  and  during  the  last  few  years  the 
lounge  in  the  Guelph  Masonic  Temple  had  been  his  regular 
rendezvous,  where  day  after  day  he  would  be  found  enjoying 
this  social  pastime  with  kindred  spirits. 

Ill. '.Bro. ’.Jaffray  had  passed  his  74th  year,  having 
been  born  on  September  12th,  1870,  at  Lonrnay,  Aberdeen¬ 
shire,  Scotland.  His  primary  education  was  received  at 
Hatton  public  school,  in  Aberdeenshire.  Unfortunately, 
adverse  circumstances  in  the  family  compelled  him  to  leave 
this  school  at  an  early  age.  Throughout  the  summers  he 
worked  as  a  herd  boy  on  the  hills  and  moors  in  the  north  of 
Scotland,  but  in  the  winter  months  although  he  had  to  walk 
2i  miles  to  school,  he  attended  regularly,  and  succeeded  in 
passing  the  sixth  standard  or  entrance  class  at  the  age  of 
14.  After  leaving  school  he  was  employed  at  farm  work 
until  he  came  to  Canada  in  1890.  Arriving  in  Toronto  in 
June  of  that  year,  he  worked  for  a  time  at  Eglinton  Avenue 
and  Yonge  Street,  on  a  farm  which  now  is  within  the  con¬ 
fines  of  the  City  of  Toronto. 

Turning  then  to  commercial  pursuits,  the  young  man 
entered  the  service  of  the  Shedden  Forwarding  Company, 
cartage  agents  for  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  at  23  Scott 
Street,  Toronto.  He  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  that 
then  was  his  to  improve  himself  by  securing  further  educa¬ 
tion.  This  he  did  by  taking  a  commercial  and  business 
course  in  Toronto  in  1894.  After  eleven  years’  service  in 
Toronto,  the  Shedden  Company  sent  him  to  Guelph  in  1903 
as  their  agent.  He  continued  in  that  capacity  until  the 
cartage  service  was  merged  with  the  rail  service  several 
years  ago.  He  then  retired  from  active  business  life.  How- 
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ever,  he  had  not  since  been  idle,  for  he  undertook  the  secre¬ 
tarial  duties  in  three  Masonic  Bodies,  and  as  well  was  a 
member  of  the  Suburban  Roads  Commission  of  Guelph  and 
Wellington  County. 

He  learned  the  shorter  catechism  of  the  Presbyterian 
faith  and  in  Guelph  was  a  regular  worshipper  in  Chalmers 
Church.  That  congregation  was  one  of  those  which  entered 
the  United  Church,  but  staunch  Scotsman  though  he  was, 
he  continued  his  membership  there  until  his  death  brought 
to  a  close  a  connection  of  nearly  42  years.  It  was  in  this 
Chalmers  Church  at  Guelph  that  Rev.  Dr.  Wardrope,  the 
father  of  lll.'.Bro.'.W.  H.  Wardrope  of  Hamilton,  our 
former  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  held  a  pastorate  for 
many  years.  Rev.  Dr.  Wardrope  was  dearly  loved  by  all 
who  knew  him  and,  even  when  he  was  no  longer  minister- 
in-charge,  Alexander  Jaffray  said  Rev.  Dr.  Wardrope  was 
still  looked  upon  by  many  of  the  families  as  the  pastor  and 
spiritual  adviser. 

Alexander  Jaffray  had  not  been  many  years  in  Guelph 
when  he  sought  membership  in  the  Masonic  fraternity.  He 
joined  Waverley  Lodge  No.  361,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  Guelph,  in 
1909,  and  became  Worshipful  Master  of  it  in  1917.  In  the 
Masonic  year  1925-26  he  had  the  honour  of  being  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  for  Wellington  District.  He  received 
the  14°  in  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1912.  Shortly 
afterwards  he  was  made  an  officer,  and  in  1919  was  its  T.'. 
P.'.G.’.M.'.  In  1916  he  joined  Guelph  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  and  had  progressed  through  the  chairs  to  Prelate 
when  in  1925  he  was  elected  Registrar.  He  held  that  office 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  as  well  as  being  Grand  Secretary  of 
Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection  from  1938,  and  Secretary  of 
Waverley  Lodge  No.  316,  A.F.  &  A.M.  His  faithful  and 
efficient  performance  of  the  duties  in  these  offices,  and  his 
innate  courtesy,  as  well  as  his  useful  and  exerhplary  life, 
attracted  many  to  seek  membership  in  the  Craft  and  Rite, 
and  contributed  much  to  the  development  of  vigorous  life 
in  these  various  Masonic  Bodies.  His  endowments  included 
a  sympathetic  nature  and  a  generous  heart,  which  enabled 
him  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Almoner  with  entire  satisfac¬ 
tion.  He  had  also  been  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Masonic 
Local  Board  of  Relief  since  1923.  Receiving  the  32°  in 
Moore  Consistory  S.P.R.S.,  Hamilton,  in  1918,  he  was  on 
October  7th,  1930,  coroneted  an  Inspector-General,  33°, 
Honourary  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council. 
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Ill. ‘.Bro.’.Jaf fray  took  an  active  interest  in  the  com¬ 
munity  life  of  his  adopted  city,  and  served  as  a  alderman 
for  the  city  of  Guelph  for  six  years,  from  1922  to  1927  in¬ 
clusive.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Guelph  Rotary  Club 
for  ten  years,  and  a  director  for  two  years. 

As  well  as  being  an  enthusiast  at  bridge,  for  recreation 
he  was  fond  of  lawn  bowling  in  the  summer  and  curling  in 
the  winter,  and  was  active  in  these  sports  until  a  heart  con¬ 
dition  made  continuance  inadvisable. 

Reverend  D.  G.  Paton,  Minister  of  Chalmers  Church, 
conducted  the  funeral  service  on  January  31st.  Associated 
with  him  was  Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  E.  Kenny,  D.D.,  33°,  who  spoke 
very  feelingly  and  tenderly  of  the  cherished  friendship  of 
many  years  which  had  been  temporarily  broken  off.  “Today 
we  mourn,”  said  Reverend  Dr.  Kenny,  “the  demise  of  one 
who  tabernacled  with  us  in  the  flesh  and  in  the  spirit,  and 
who,  during  his  stay  on  earth,  so  endeared  himself  to  multi¬ 
tudes  that  they  shall  cherish  his  memory  in  their  hearts  as 
long  as  memory  holds  out.”  Brother  Alex  Jaffray  had  so 
woven  himself  into  the  warp  and  woof  of  Masonry  in  the 
Guelph  Valley  and  beyond  that  he  was  an  enriching  factor 
and  an  ennobling  influence  in  all  our  fellowship  and  brother¬ 
hood,  and  part  and  parcel  of  our  very  selves.  There  is  no 
place  in  our  buildings  and  no  place, in  our  brotherhood  where 
he  did  not  move  with  grace  and  charm  with  use  and  value. 
Whether  in  blue  room  or  red  room,  on  stairway  or  in  office, 
in  reproduction  of  ritual  or  unfolding  of  drama,  in  festive 
flow  or  fourth  degree  or  genial  contact  with  personal  friend 
— there  is  no  place  that  does  not  breathe  some  gracious  mem¬ 
ory  of  our  friend.  “For  each  had  pleased  a  kindred  eye  and 
each  reflects  a  kindlier  day”,  and  it  grieves  us  greatly  to 
recall  that  the  places  that  knew  him  so  well,  shall  know  him 
no  more.  Brother  Jaffray  was  admirably  endowed  in  mind 
and  heart  to  embellish  the  role  of  True  Masonic  Brother. 
He  met  the  royal  requirements  for  brotherhood — 

‘'The  social,  friendly,  honest  man, 

Where’er  he  he, 

’Tis  he  fulfils  great  Nature’s  plan, 

And  none  but  he.” 

He  moved  among  us  as  a  social  gulf-stream,  warming

And  we,  his  brethren  of  the  mystic  tie,  bid  him  a  heart- 
warm,  fond  adieu.  And  since  he  was  so  hospitable  and  so 
gracious  to  us  here,  we  wish  him  the  hospitalities  of  the 
Heavenly  Home. 

“God  accept  him;  Christ  receive  him!” 

And  to  those  who  mourn  him  let  me  affirm — 

“/  cannot  say  and  I  will  not  say, 

That  he  is  dead — he  is  just  away. 

With  a  cheery  smile,  and  a  tvave  of  his  hand. 

He  has  ivandered  into  an  unknown  land. 

And  left  us  dreaming  hoiv  very  fair

Think  of  him  still  as  the  same,  I  say :

Ill. ’.Bro.'.Jaf fray’s  wife  had  predeceased  him.  Left  to 
mourn  his  loss  are  one  son  and  one  daughter  in  Guelph,  and 
one  daughter  in  Kitchener,  and  some  grandchildren.  To 
them  the  sincere  sympathy  of  his  many  Masonic  friends  is 
extended. 

The  Masonic  funeral  service  was  conducted  in  the 
Mausoleum  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery,  Guelph,  under,  the 
auspices  of  Waverley  Lodge.  Included  in  the  large  attend¬ 
ance  were  Ill.'.Bro.'.Dr.  J.  A.  Simpson,  Deputy  for  Ontario, 
and  other  members  of  Supreme  Council,  and  many  brethren 
from  points  near  and  far.

ILL.-.BRO.-.JOHN  LEOPOLD  CULBEET,  33 
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ILLUSTRIOUS  BROTHER  JOHN  LEOPOLD  CULBERT,  33° 

Quietly  at  his  home  191  Carling  Avenue,  Ottawa,  on 
March  17,  1945,  Illustrious  Brother  John  Leopold  Culbert 
passed  to  his  rest  after  a  long  period  of  severe  illness,  at  the 
age  of  81  years. 

Born  on  August  5,  1863,  in  the  Township  of  Cumber¬ 
land,  County  of  Russell,  Ontario,  he  came  to  Ottawa  with 
his  parents  at  the  age  of  one  year  and  received  his  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  Ottawa.  He  was  apprenticed  to 
William  Kennedy  and  Sons,  Owen  Sound,  as  a  machinist  in 
1880,  afterwards  taking  the  examination  as  a  marine  en¬ 
gineer.  Later  he  entered  the  insurance  business  with  his 
father  in  Ottawa  in  which  he  attained  a  high  and  honoured 
place  in  the  community,  retiring  from  active  business  some 
seven  years  ago. 

He  was  widely  known  for  his  Masonic  activities  and 
had  held  many  high  offices  in  Masonry.  He  received  his 
Master  Mason  Degree  in  Doric  Lodge  No.  58,  G.R.C.,  Ot¬ 
tawa,  on  November  1,  1893;  was  Worshipful  Master  of 
Doric  Lodge  in  1900;  was  honoured  by  Grand  Lodge  by 
being  appointed  Grand  Steward  in  1921.  On  October  21st, 
1943,  he  was  honoured  by  the  presentation  of  the  50-year 
Grand  Lodge  Jubilee  Medal.  He  was  very  prominent  in 
Capitular  Masonry  being  exalted  in  Carleton  Chapter, 
Royal  Arch  Masons  No  16,  Ottawa,  November  15,  1895,  was 
elected  First  Principal  “Z”,  Carleton  Chapter  in  1899,  and 
Grand  Superintendent  Ottawa  District  No.  13,  in  1905. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  he  joined  the  Ottawa  Lodge 
of  Perfection  May  9,  1894,  and  was  elected  T.'.P.*.G.’.M.‘. 
in  1902.  He  joined  Murray  Sovereign  Chapter  Rose  Croix, 
Ottawa  on  May  10th,  1894,  and  was  elected  Most  Wise 
Sovereign  in  1910.  He  became  a  member  of  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton,  receiving  the  19°  to  30° 
January,  1897,  and  the  31°  and  32°  in  Hamilton  in  1910. 
He  was  coroneted  33°  Honourary  Inspector-General, 
October  27,  1920. 

Two  years  before  his  death  he  resigned  from  the  office 
of  Treasurer  for  both  Bodies  of  the  Rite  in  Ottawa,  having 
completed  15  years’  service  in  that  office  in  the  Ottawa 
Lodge  of  Perfection  and  25  years  in  the  Murray  Sovereign 
Chapter  Rose  Croix,  and  had  been  a  member  of  the  Hall 
Committee  for  a  great  number  of  years. 
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His  genial,  kindly  disposition  and  his  ready  helpfulness 
in  all  that  concerned  the  welfare  of  the  Craft  or  of  his 
fellowmen,  endeared  him  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  con¬ 
tact,  and  he  will  be  greatly  missed  from  the  councils  of 
Masonry. 

John  Culbert  was  a  most  devoted  and  loyal  member  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  Ottawa,  where  his  influence  for 
good  was  greatly  appreciated. 

In  all  his  contacts  with  life  he  exhibited  the  qualities  of 
a  devout  Christian  gentleman. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  the  former  Katherine 
Bowler,  one  son,  John  David  Culbert,  one  daughter,  Mrs.  A. 
G.  Taylor  of  Ottawa,  and  three  grandchidlren.  Also  surviv¬ 
ing  are  three  brothers,  D.  Stweart  Culbert,  of  Oba,  Ontario ; 
C.  Gordon  Culbert,  of  Merville,  B.C.,  and  Oliver  E.  Culbert, 
of  Ottawa.  One  son,  Charles,  predeceased  him. 

The  funeral  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  R.  G. 
Quiggin,  Minister  of  First  Baptist  Church,  in  the  presence 
of  a  large  company  of  immediate  relatives,  friends  and 
associates  and  representatives  of  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.  and 
A.M.,  Supreme  Council,  A.  &  A.S.R.,  and  Grand  Chapter 
R.A.M.  Interment  was  made  in  Beechwood  Cemetery.

ILLUSTRIOUS  BROTHER  JAMES  CLARENCE  JONES,  33° 

Ill. '.Bro.'. Jones,  one  of  the  best  known  and  genuinely 
loved  Masons  in  Nova  Scotia,  died  May  11,  1945,  in  the 
Halifax  Infirmary  following  a  short  illness.  By  his  death 
Halifax  lost  one  of  its  prominent  citizens,  whose  participa¬ 
tion  in  many  organizations  devoted  to  human  betterment 
gained  for  him  the  reputation  of  being  a  friend  to  the  poor 
and  distressed,  in  whose  memory  he  will  ever  live. 

Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Jones  was  born  at  Halifax,  March  14,  1871, 
a  son  of  the  late  George  W.  and  Eliza  J.  Jones.  He  was 
educated  at  Morris  Street  School  and  Halifax  Academy  and 
started  in  business  for  himself  at  the  age  of  17.  He  was 
well  known  throughout  the  Maritime  Provinces  as  the  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Toronto  Type  Foundry  and  in  this  early 
period  of  his  life  served  as  President  of  the  Maritime  Com¬ 
mercial  Travellers’  Association.  In  later  years  he  carried 
on  a  successful  real  estate  business. 

In  religion  he  was  an  Anglican,  having  been  an  active 
member  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  where  he  served  for  more  than 
twenty-five  years  as  a  vestryman  and  church  warden  and 
was  lay  representative  on  the  Diocesan  Synod. 

He  was  Past  President  of  St.  Paul’s  Home  for  Girls; 
the  Halifax  County  Anti-Tuberculosis  League ;  the  Halifax 
Welfare  Bureau ;  the  Home  for  Aged  Men ;  and  St.  George’s 
Society.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Jones  was 
President  of  the  Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of 
the  Poor,  and  a  valued  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Halifax  Welfare  Bureau,  St.  Paul’s  Home  for  Girls, 
and  the  Anti-Tuberculosis  League. 

It  was  probably  as  a  Freemason  that  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.Jones 
was  best  known.  He  was  raised  in  Athole  Lodge  No.  15 
R.N.S.,  May  24,  1894.  Affiliated  with  St.  Andrew’s  Lodge, 
No.  1  R.N.S.  July  1894,  and  was  installed  Wor.  Master  of 
St.  Andrew’s  Lodge  in  July,  1899.  He  was  also  an  honourary 
member  of  St.  John’s  Lodge  No.  498  R.E.,  St.  John’s,  New¬ 
foundland.  In  1906  he  was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Master 
of  Nova  Scotia  and  in  1915  he  was  appointed  assistant  to 
the  late  Colonel  Thomas  Mowbray,  who  was  then  Grand 
Secretary.  Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Jones  assumed  this  post  in  1917.  He 
was  a  member  of  St.  Andrew’s  Chapter  R.A.M. 

He  received  the  14°  in  the  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
A.  and  A.S.R.,  February  22,  1901,  and  was  Thrice  Puissant 
Grand  Master  in  1904.  He  received  the  18°  in  Keith  Chap- 
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ter  Rose  Croix,  December  27,  1901,  becoming  Most  Wise 
Sovereign  in  1905.  Received  the  32°  in  Nova  Scotia  Con¬ 
sistory  April  7,  1904.  He  was  Grand  Secretary  of  the  three 
Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  Halifax  from  1917  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  On  January  23,  1918  Ill. ’.Bro.*. Jones  was  coroneted 
an  Honourary  Inspector-General.  He  was  initiated  in  the 
Royal  Order  of  Scotland  August  17,  1925  becoming  Deputy 
Provincial  Grand  Master  in  1926.  For  many  years  he  was 
Secretary  of  the  Freemasons’  Home  at  Windsor  to  which  he 
had  given  his  best  interest  and  effort  for  its  progress  and 
usefulness. 

He  married  Henrietta  R.  Macintosh,  September  4,  1894. 
She  predeceased  him  in  1935.  Surviving  are :  one  daughter, 
Mrs.  Evelyn  M.  Taylor,  wife  of  Commodore  Cuthbert  R.  H. 
Taylor,  R.C.N.,  and  a  son,  Vice-Admiral  George  C.  Jones. 
Another  son,  Arthur  Gordon,  died  in  Bermuda  during  the 
first  Great  War. 

The  funeral  service  at  St.  Paul’s  Church  on  Monday 
afternoon.  May  14,  was  attended  by  a  large  assemblage  of 
friends  from  all  walks  of  life.  There  were  present  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  various  Masonic  Bodies,  Supreme  Council 
being  represented  by  Ill.'. Bro. ‘.R.  V.  Harris,  33°,  and  also 
delegations  of  the  City  and  Province  and  the  organizations 
that  have  an  important  place  in  the  life  of  the  community, 
and  significantly,  a  vast  number  of  the  poor  whose  silent 
grief  gave  evidence  of  the  loss  they  had  sustained  in  the 
passing  of  one  who  had  been  to  them  a  friend  and 
benefactor. 

Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Jones  will  be  remembered  for  a  number  of 
commendable  characteristics:  genial  friendliness,  unswerv¬ 
ing  loyalty,  generous  charity,  and  in  his  dealings  with  the 
under-privileged  he  had  an  enviable  ability  to  remember 
their  individual  names  and  circumstances. 

“Then  shall  the  King  say  unto  them  on  his  right  hand, 
come  ye  blessed  of  My  Father,  inherit  the  Kingdom  pre¬ 
pared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world ;  For  I  was 
an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  Me  meat;  I  was  thirsty  and  ye 
gave  Me  drink ;  I  was  a  stranger  and  ye  took  Me  in ;  naked 
and  ye  clothed  Me ;  I  was  sick  and  ye  visited  Me ;  I  was  in 
prison  and  ye  came  unto  Me  .  .  .  Verily  I  say  unto  you. 
Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
My  brethren  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me.”

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ILL.'.BRO/.DR.  HORACE  FAWCETT  GOODFELLOW,  33° 

On  June  4th,  1945,  at  his  residence,  614  Wellington  St. 
E.,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ontario,  Dr.  Horace  Fawcett  Good- 
fellow  passed  to  his  rest,  and  the  community  of  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  and  Algoma  lost  a  public-spirited  and  able  citizen, 
possessed  of  a  large  circle  of  friends,  and  one  who  had 
gained  for  himself  a  high  place  in  his  profession  and  in  the 
various  activities  of  the  city. 

The  late  Dr.  Goodfellow  was  born  in  Listowel,  Ontario, 
on  the  10th  October,  1880. 

From  an  early  age  he  lived  at  Walkerton  where  he  at¬ 
tended  the  public  and  high  schools.  On  matriculation  he 
entered  the  Royal  College  of  Dental  Surgeons  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Toronto,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1907.  At 
college  he  gave  promise  of  the  future,  for  during  the  years 
1906  and  1907  he  was  the  president  of  the  student  body 
known  as  the  Royal  Dental  Society. 

On  graduating  from  the  University,  he  located  at  Sault 
Ste.  Marie,  where  he  soon  enjoyed  a  large  dental  practice 
and  also  found  time  to  devote  his  talents  to  the  service  of  the 
public  interests,  being  for  six  years  a  member  of  the  Public 
School  Board,  of  which  he  was  chairman  in  1917  and  1918 
and  for  four  years,  1922  to  1925  served  on  the  city  council. 

Dr.  Goodfellow  was  a  member  of  the  United  Church, 
being  very  active  in  young  people’s  work.  He  was  president 
of  the  Young  People’s  Society  in  Walkerton  and  later  at 
Sault  Ste.  Marie. 

He  was  president  of  the  Liberal  Conservative  Associa¬ 
tion  of  the  city  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Golf  and  Country  Club.  He  was  an 
active  Rotarian  and  was  president  of  the  local  Rotary  Club 
in  1942. 

In  1908,  our  late  Brother  was  initiated  in  Keystone 
Lodge  No.  412.  He  became  a  member  of  Algoma  Lodge  No. 
469  and  later  presided  as  Worshipful  Master. 

He  was  a  member  of :

Gibson  Preceptory  No.  39  Knights  Templar 
Mocha  Temple,  London 
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Sault  Ste.  Marie  Lodge  of  Perfection

He  was  a  Past  Master  of  Algoma  Lodge  No.  469 
Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Nipissing  District 
Past  Z,  Algonquin  Chapter,  R.A.M. 

Past  Grand  Superintendent  Algoma  District  No.  13 
Past  Preceptor  Gibson  Preceptory 
Past  Prov.  Grand  Prior  of  Algoma  District 
Past  President,  Past  Masters’  Ass’n  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie 
Treasurer  of  Algoma  Lodge  since  1920 
President  of  the  Masonic  Hall  Corporation  from  its  organ¬ 
ization. 

In  1928  and  1929  the  beautiful  Masonic  Temple  at  Sault 
Ste.  Marie  was  built  and  at  its  dedication,  on  completion, 
it  was  free  of  any  indebtedness,  which  reflected  great  credit 
on  the  deceased  and  on  those  who,  under  his  leadership, 
assisted  in  this  work,  to  whose  efforts  the  whole  body  of 
Freemasonry  in  the  community  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude. 

In  1932  he  was  coroneted  an  Honourary  Member  of 
Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  for  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  an  active  officer 
in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Rose  Croix  Chapter  of  Sault 
Ste.  Marie 

The  funeral  was  held  on  June  6th,  1945.  The  service 
was  conducted  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Smale  of  Central  United  Church 
and  the  Masters  of  Keystone,  Algoma  and  Hatherly  Lodges. 

Surviving  are  his  widow,  the  former  Lila  Estella 
Allcock  and  two  sons,  E.  Lome  and  Dr.  Harold.

ILL.-.BRO.-.WILLIAM  SILSON  PARK,  33“ 
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ILLUSTRIOUS  BROTHER  WILLIAM  SILSON  PARK,  33° 

On  June  16th,  following  an  illness  of  about  3  months, 
there  passed  to  that  undiscovered  country  from  whose 
bourne  no  traveller  returns,  one  of  the  most  colourful  and 
likeable  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Valley  of 
Calgary,  Ill. *.Bro.'. William  Silson  Park,  33°.  Ill.'.Bro.*. 
(Bill)  Park  was  born  on  the  14th  February,  1868,  at  Mark¬ 
ham,  County  of  York,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  Both  of 
his  parents  were  of  English  stock ;  his  grandfather  being  a 
United  Empire  Loyalist  who  settled  in  Markham  in  1812. 

He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  in  Toronto  and 
at  an  early  age  went  to  work  for  the  Toronto  News  Com¬ 
pany  and  about  a  year  later  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Monetary  Times,  where  he  worked  for  about  five  years, 
afterwards  he  was  employed  by  the  Manufacturers  Life 
Insurance  Company.  In  1888  he  joined  the  photographic 
profession  under  the  tutelage  of  his  brother,  the  late  Ill.'. 
Bro.'. Herbert  S.  Park,  33°,  and  practised  his  profession  in 
Toronto  with  his  brother  under  the  name  of  Park  Bros, 
until  1909  when  the  partnership  was  dissolved. 

Ill.'. Bro. '.W.  S.  Park  came  to  Calgary  first  in  1910  and 
in  1915  opened  his  own  studio  where  he  became  well  and 
favourably  known.  In  1925  he  toured  one  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  World’s  Cruises  in  a  professional  capacity 
and  mainly  followed  his  profession  for  the  remainder  of 
his  life. 

As  a  young  man  he  was  a  well-known  member  of  the 
Bayside  and  Argonaut  Rowing  Clubs,  the  Wanderers 
Bicycle  Club  and  the  Y.M.C.A.  Basketball  Teams.  After 
coming  West  Ill. '.Bro. '.Park  became  an  active  member  of 
the  Alpine  Club  of  Canada. 

However  it  was  in  Masonry  that  Ill. '.Bro. '.Park  found 
the  greatest  pleasure  in  life.  He  was  initiated,  passed  and 
raised  in  Zetland  Lodge  No.  326  on  the  registry  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  in  Ontario  in  1905.  Affiliating  with 
Zetland  Lodge  No.  83,  Calgary,  in  1919,  he  was  made  W.M. 
in  1929  and  was  appointed  Grand  Senior  Deacon  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta  in  1938.  In  the  Scottish  Rite  he 
received  the  14°  in  the  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1906; 
the  18°  in  the  Toronto  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in 
1907;  the  32°  in  Moore  Consistory,  Hamilton,  in  1909.  He 
affiliated  with  Calgary  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1919 ;  became 
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a  Charter  Member  of  Delta  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  Calgary,  in  1919,  and  affiliated  with  Alberta  Consis¬ 
tory  in  1928.  He  was  elected  T.'.P.'.G.'.M.'.of  the  Calgary 
Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1924;  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  Delta 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1928 ;  and  was  coroneted 
a  33°  Honourary  Inspector-General  at  Hamilton  in  1924. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

111. ’.Bro.‘. Park,  in  collaboration  with  IlI.'.Bro.'.L.  F. 
Riggs,  33°,  Toronto,  was  mainly  responsible  for  obtaining 
the  paraphernalia  for  the  various  degrees  in  both  the 
Calgary  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Delta  Sovereign  Chap¬ 
ter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  was  Chairman  of  the  Work  Com¬ 
mittee  for  many  years.  The  older  members  recall  the 
amount  of  time  and  the  energy  expended  in  promoting  the 
interests  of  these  degrees.  Having  a  remarkable  memory 
he  could  present  a  word  picture  which  was  of  inestimable 
value  in  mastering  the  work  of  the  degrees.  His  counsel 
and  guidance  will  be  sorely  missed. 

Mrs.  Park  died  in  1922  and  is  buried  at  Toronto,  and 
to  the  only  daughter,  Hetty,  now  living  in  Calgary,  the 
brethren  tender  their  sincerest  sympathy. 

The  funeral  of  our  late  brother  was  held  from  Knox 
United  Church,  Calgary,  and  was  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
Allan  R.  Huband.  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Park  had  been  a  regular 
attender  at  this  church  and  had  been  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Stewards  for  many  years.  The  Deputy  for  the 
Province,  111. ‘.Bro. ’.E.  A.  Braithwaite,  33°,  came  down  from 
Edmonton  for  the  funeral,  which  was  largely  attended  by 
brethren  and  friends  from  many  districts. 

The  active  pallbearers  were  all  Past  Masters  of  Zetland 
Lodge  No.  83 ;  Bro.  George  Cromie,  32° ;  Bro.  Howard  B. 
Macdonald,  32°,  M.L.A. ;  Bro.  W.  Wallace  Ferguson,  32°; 
Bro.  Peter  Rinn,  32° ;  Bro.  Ronald  Wood,  14°,  and  Bro.  W. 
Herbert  A.  Thompson.  The  Honourary  palllDearers  were: 
Bro.  Niven  M.  Jackson,  33°,  Bro.  William  M.  Peel,  33° ;  Bro. 
William  J.  Elliott,  32° ;  Bro.  Edward  H.  Bagnall,  32° ;  Bro. 
A.  D.  Hobkirk,  Bro.  (Dr).  H.  G.  Taylor,  Mr.  F.  J.  Green, 
and  Mr.  Harry  Pollard.  Cremation  afterwards  took  place 
at  the  Calgary  Crematorium.  Thus  passed  one  of  Nature’s 
gentlemen.

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ILLUSTRIOUS  BROTHER  DR.  FRANK  ARTHUR  JONES,  33° 

After  an  illness  of  considerable  duration,  through 
which  he  exhibited  the  utmost  patience  and  fortitude,  Dr. 
Frank  A.  Jones  passed  away  at  his  home  345  Third  Avenue, 
Ottawa,  on  Sunday  evening,  August  19th,  1945,  leaving 
behind  a  record  of  kindness,  helpfulness  and  Christian 
courtesy  and  charity  which  will  dwell  always  in  the  memor¬ 
ies  of  those  near  to  him  in  kinship  and  affection  and  the 
great  company  of  those  he  helped  to  train  for  their  life  work 
of  teaching  the  young  of  the  Province  of  Ontario.  His  was 
a  radiant  and  wholesome  personality.  “Whatsoever  things 
are  true,  whatsoever  things  are  honest,  whatsoever  things 
are  just,  whatsoever  things  are  pure,  whatsoever  things  are 
lovely,  whatsoever  things  are  of  good  report ;  if  there  be  any 
virtue,  and  if  there  be  any  praise,  think  on  these  things”. 
These  words  of  St.  Paul  were  the  eloquent  guide  of  his  life 
as  he  went  in  and  about  among  his  fellows. 

Born  September  4  ,1871,  near  the  village  of  Warkworth 
in  Northumberland  County,  Ontario,  he  received  his  early 
education  in  the  rural  schools  of  Brant  and  Oxford,  his  high 
school  education  at  Woodstock  and  Brantford  Collegiate 
Institutes,  after  which  he  attended  County  Model  School  in 
Woodstock  and  afterwards  taught  for  three  years  in  two 
rural  schools,  one  in  Norfolk  County  and  the  other  in  Oxford 
County.  In  1895  he  attended  the  Normal  School  at  Ottawa 
securing  the  Governor  Generaks  Gold  Medal  for  highest 
proficiency  standing.  He  became  Principal  of  Smith  Fall’s 
Public  School  in  January  1896  to  1900,  when  he  was 
appointed  Assistant  in  the  Normal  Model  School  at  Ottawa. 
He  attended  Queen’s  University  in  1901-1902  returning  to 
his  position  in  Ottawa  in  September  1902.  In  1905  he  re¬ 
ceived  his  B.A.  degree  from  Queen’s  and  travelled  in  the 
British  Isles  during  that  Sum.mer.  He  was  married  in  1906 
to  Helen  Maude  Taggart,  daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  C.  B. 
Taggart  and  Mrs.  Taggart.  In  1908  he  was  appointed 
Headmaster  of  the  Normal  Model  School  at  Ottawa  as  suc¬ 
cessor  to  Dr.  J.  H.  Putman.  In  1915  he  received  the  degree 
of  M.A.  from  the  University  of  Chicago  and  in  1917  the 
degree  of  D.  Paed.,  from  Queen’s.  He  was  appointed  as 
Master  in  the  Ottawa  Normal  School  in  1915;  in  1927  he 
was  appointed  Acting  Principal  of  this  Institution  and  in 
1929  he  became  Principal,  which  position  he  held  until  his 
retirement  in  1942.  In  April  1942  he  was  honoured  with 
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the  Presidency  of  the  Ontario  Educational  Association.  He 
was  a  former  President  of  the  Ottawa  branch  of  the  Queen’s 
University  Alumni.  He  was  chairman  of  the  committee 
set  up  by  "the  Department  of  Education  for  the  introduction 
of  religious  education  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Ontario. 

Dr.  Jones  was  a  great  churchman  and  had  been  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Dominion  United  Church  since  1900.  During  these 
45  years  he  had  held  nearly  all  the  official  lay  positions.  He 
had  been  Recording  Steward  for  over  twenty-five  years. 

He  was  an  outstanding  Mason,  joining  The  Builders’ 
Lodge  No.  177,  Ottawa,  in  1902.  In  March  1906  he  joined 
the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  was  T.P.G.M.  in  1925. 
In  1911  he  joined  Murray  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
and  became  Most  Wise  Sovereign  in  1932.  He  was  a  life 
member  of  both  bodies.  He  received  his  32°  in  Moore  Con¬ 
sistory,  Hamilton,  in  May  1922  and  was  made  an  Honourary 
Inspector  General  33°  on  October  2,  1934. 

Through  marked  mental  traits  and  an  outstanding 
capacity  for  hard  work.  Dr.  Jones  attained  a  high  degree  in 
scholarship.  High  ideals  and  habits  were  balanced  in  a  life 
of  superior  aspirations  and  service. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  and  one  daughter,  Miss 
Helena  at  home  and  one  sister,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Waugh  of  Bur- 
ford,  Ontario. 

At  the  funeral  service  conducted  in  Dominion  United 
Church,  Ottawa,  by  Ill.’.Bro.’.Rev.  H.  W.  Avison,  D.D., 
and  in  the  presence  of  a  large  and  sorrowing  company  of  his 
intimate  friends  of  Church,  professional  and  fraternal 
associations,  his  memory  was  paid  the  highest  tribute  richly 
merited  by  his  sterling  character  and  worth  and  a  life  spent 
in  abounding  charity  to  his  fellowmen. 

Interment  took  place  in  the  Mausoleum,  Beechwood 
Cemetery,  Ottawa. 
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ILLUSTRIOUS  BROTHER  GEORGE  CLARENCE  DAVIS,  33° 

On  Wednesday  night,  September  26th,  1945,  the  hand 
of  death  took  our  beloved  Illustrious  Brother  George  C. 
Davis,  33°,  to  that  higher  life  which  we  confidently  hope  to 
reach,  and  P^reemasonry  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  particu¬ 
larly  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  lost  an  ardent 
and  devoted  member. 

For  the  past  year  those  close  to  him  noticed  his  failing 
health,  although  he  paid  close  attention  to  business.  For  the 
last  six  months  of  his  life  he  was  a  patient  in  the  Homeo¬ 
pathic  Hospital,  and  after  much  suffering  the  end  came 
peacefully. 

Our  late  brother  was  born  in  Belleville,  Ont.,  on  June 
5th,  1865.  He  attended  High  School  and  Albert  College,  and 
for  a  short  time  was  employed  by  C.  F.  Smith,  hardware 
merchant. 

In  1884  he  moved  to  Montreal  and  in  July  he  started  as 
junior  clerk  in  the  firm  of  Frothingham  and  Workman, 
wholesale  hardware  merchants.  He  advanced  in  that  firm 
and  in  1917  he  became  vice-president  and  managing  direc¬ 
tor.  In  1928  he  was  vice-president  of  the  amalgamated  firm 
of  Frothingham,  Starke-Setbold,  Limited.  In  his  later  years 
he  was  associated  with  F.  Wragge,  Limited,  who  purchased 
the  above  firm,  so  for  sixty-one  years  he  was  continually 
employed  in  the  hardware  business  and  was,  without  doubt, 
one  of  the  best  known  and  highly  respected  men  in  that  line 
of  business. 

His  Masonic  career  started  on  P'ebruary  13th,  1902 
when  he  was  initiated  in  Zetland  Lodge  No.  12,  G.  R., 
Quebec,  and  he  became  Worshipful  Master  of  the  Lodge  in 
1908. 

Appointed  Grand  Junior  Deacon  in  1919. 

Was  a  member  of  Finance  Committee  of  Grand  Lodge 
from  1920  to  1944. 

He  was  a  member  of  Carnarvon  Chapter  No.  8,  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec. 

Member  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  and  for  many  years  of 
Mystic  Shrine. 
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In  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  he  received 
the  4°  September  27th,  1909,  14°  January  24th,  1910,  18° 
April  13th,  1911,  and  the  32°  March  30th,  1914. 

He  was  T.’.P.'.G.'.M.'.of  Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of 
Perfection  in  1923. 

He  took  part  in  many  of  the  degrees  in  Lodge,  Chapter 
and  Consistory,  was  a  member  of  the  paraphernalia  and 
executive  committee  for  years. 

On  May  19th,  1919,  our  late  brother  received  the 
degrees  in  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  Royal 
Order  of  Scotland,  and  filled  the  office  of  Warden  of  the 
Tower,  and  for  three  years  that  of  Deputy  Provincial  Grand 
Master. 

As  a  young  man  he  played  on  the  amateur  base-ball 
teams  in  Montreal  during  the  1890’s  and  was  an  ardent 
fisherman. 

Our  brother  leaves  to  mourn  his  loss,  his  widow,  the 
former  Fannie  Jane  West  of  Belleville,  Ont.,  to  whom  he 
was  happily  married  in  December,  1890. 

To  Mrs.  Davis  and  her  daughter,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Haldi- 
mand  and  her  two  sons,  our  heartfelt  sympathy  has  been 
extended. 

The  funeral  was  held  at  William  Wray’s  Funeral 
Parlors  on  Saturday,  September  29th,  and  the  Service  was 
conducted  by  Ill. '.Bro.*. Very  Rev.  Malcolm  A.  Campbell, 
33°.  The  service  was  attended  by  Members  of  the  Supreme 
Council,  Scottish  Rite  and  Craft  Lodges,  as  well  as  many 
business  and  personal  friends. 
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Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  this  Supreme  Council 
since  its  establishment  in  1874.
